OF THE 

INSPECTORS-GENERAL OF PRISONS IN IRELAND. 



During a long period of years from 1851 (which may be considered Forty-first 
as the termination of the abnormal condition of the country Report. 
created by the famine, and its moral and social effects), down 
to the close of 1861, it was the grateful duty of the Inspectors- 
General to report a steadily progressive diminution of offences and 
offenders ; but during the past year, we regret to state, this decline 
has undergone a notable interruption; for, with the exception of 
some comparatively trifling items of decrease, which are detailed 
under their proper headings, the subjoined tables contain through- 
out proofs of an increased tendency to criminality, both of the 
higher and lower grades. 

The distress produced by a succession of inclement seasons and 
bad harvests, involving, as it did, an inability on the part of the 
small-farmers to employ the labouring classes, from which a majority 
of such delinquents is derived, presents to the most superficial 
observation a reasonable ground for a large proportion of the excess 
in the lower grades of crime, especially with regard to petty lar- 
cenies ; but we apprehend that the preponderance of the graver 
offences (affecting, it is proper to observe, the males only), which 
cannot be attributed to the disturbing pressure of destitution, and 
to mere physical causes, must be traced to sources far deeper, and 
lying beyond the scope of our official examination. 

While thus alluding, however, to the revival of a dangerous 
spirit in connexion with the tenure of land, which during the past 
year has displayed itself in murders of such daring atrocity as to 
have rendered it indispensable to issue a special commission in two 
counties, we venture to hope that, on the one hand, this sudden 
and unexpected outbreak of agrarian outrage was local and tem- 
porary, and will be arrested by the important vindication of the 
law which has been established at the late assizes of the county of 
Limerick; and that, on the other hand, the promise of a more 
favourable season, and its consequent advantages will, as former 
experience has taught us, stay the disposition to the perpetration 
of minor offences against property. 

Although the number of offences committed by females was 
greater in 1862 than in 1861, the number of individual offenders 
of that sex was less by 111 than in the previous year. 

With these few preliminary remarks we proceed to ah analysis 
of the annexed tabular synopses.

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Table 1, recording the total number of prisoners of all classes in Forty-first 
custody on the 1st day of January in each of the years from 1851 er " >r ' 
to 1863, establishes that, although on the 1st January, 1863, they 
exceeded those in charge on the corresponding days of the four 
years immediately preceding, they did not amount to one-third of 
the aggregate number confined on the 1st January, 1851, the date 
of the first entry in the table. 

The table No. 3, which enumerates those in custody on the first day 
of each month in each year between 1851 and 1862, also records a 
very considerable increase of prisoners at such monthly dates during 
the past year, in comparison with the three and a-half years pre- 
ceding. 

Table 2, giving a comparative return of the numbers “ confined” 
in the years 1861 and 1862, shows an increment of 2,709 prisoners 
in the latter year, a total, which is almost exclusively furnished by 
males, who. exhibit an advance of 2.344, the females yielding an 
increase of but 365 prisoners over 1861. Debtors (who are included 
in this table, but are excluded in all the succeeding ones) rose 
from 858 males and 45 females in 1861, to 1.032 males and 77 
females in 1862. 

The localities in which the greatest progression in criminal com- 
mittals in 1862, as compared with the previous year, is observable, 
areas follows : — Dublin City (729), Antrim, including Belfast (213), 
Limerick County (140), Galway County (105), Cavan (133), Lei- 
trim (122), Sligo (101), Waterford City (139), Londonderry (99), 
Longford (101 j, Mayo (97), Queen’s County (125), Fermanagh (66). 

On the other hand, the committals were fewer in 1862 than in 1861, 
in the Counties of Westmeath, Monaghan, the South Riding of 
Tipperary, Louth, and Limerick City. 

The committals of males during 1862 were in excess of those 
in 1861 in every county, with the exception of Clare, Kildare, 

Meath, Monaghan, Westmeath, Wexford, and Wicklow, and in the 
City of Limerick. Female committals fell below those of 1861 in 
the gaols of Cork County and City, Dublin County, Galway Town, 

Kerry, Kilkenny, County and City, King’s County, Limerick City, 

Louth, Monaghan, Roscommon, South Riding of Tipperary, 

Tyrone, Westmeath, and Wicklow. 

The “ daily average number of prisoners” (exclusive of debtors), 
presents an increase in 1862 over 1861 of 252 among males, and of 
but ;T2 among the females. The highest aggregate of prisoners, 
without reference to sexes, exceeded by 383 that of 1861, and the 
lowest aggregate in custody during 1862 was also in excess, by 
233, of the corresponding schedule in 1861. The highest number 
of males in charge during 1862 exceeded the same item in the 
tables for 1861 by 330, while females showed an advance of only 
9 under this heading. The lowest number of males in custody 
during 1862 stands at 168 above that for 1861, and the females, also, 
in this category, afford a total of 49 above the returns for 1861. 

Table 4 shows the committals and the daily average number of 
prisoners in each year from 1854 to 1862. The committals in 1862 
amounted to 2,072, or nearly 7 per cent, above those of the pre- 
vious year; and the increase in the daily average number of pri- 
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F Re y £ St soners rose to 264, or about 10 per cent, on that of 1861. In 1861 
* the committals declined by 2 per cent, from those of the year im- 
mediately preceding ; but the daily average number rose by 107, 
owing to the judicial policy of giving longer terms of imprisonment 
than formerly. 

Table No. 5 affords an analytical view of the number of commit- 
tals in 1861 and 1862 by classes of offences. From it we learn 
that the number convicted during 1862 exceeded that in 1861 by 
1,818, or 27,266 against 25,448, an excess, which extends to both 
sexes, viz., 1,519 males and 299 females. 

The non-c.onvicted in 1862 comprised 3,073 males and 1,350 
females, against 2,744 males and 1,347 females in 1861 ; being an 
increase of 329 males, and 3 females in 1862. The number in 
custody remaining for trial, on the 31st December, 1862, viz.: — 
470 (331 males and 139 females), was less by 78 — viz., 53 males, 
25 females — than the total so returned at the close of the previous 
year, viz., 548 (384 males and 164 females). 

The convictions at assizes and quarter sessions, both for felonies 
and misdemeanors, during 1862, reach a much higher figure than 
those of 1861, viz., 2,985 against 2,602 ; being an advance of 383, or 
nearly 15 per cent. But this aggregate, when divided into sexes, 
shows that, while the convictions of females increased by 8 per cent., 
the progressive rates of those of males was 17 per cent., a propor- 
tion more than twice as great as that of the females. 

The summary convictions for larceny (2,740, 1,484 males and 
1,256 females) were, during 1862, somewhat in excess of the 
previous year in both sexes ; and those so dealt with under the 
heading “Misdemeanants” (11,492 — 6,415 males, 5,047 females) 
were 1,175 over similar convictions in 1861. This excess includes 
985 males, and but 190 females. Convictions for breaches of the 
revenue laws (198 — 160 males, and 38 females) were also higher in 
number than in 1861, when they amounted to 176 — 134 males and 
42 females. Under the Poor Law Acts there was also an advance 
beyond the previous year, viz., 594 (334 males and 260 females) 
against 522 (213 males and 309 females) in 1861. Committals for 
offences by Courts-Martial increased from 110 in 1861 to 120 in 
1862; but the number of deserters received during 1862 (290) 
fell considerably below similar committals in 1861, viz., 403. Con- 
victions for vagrancy in 1862 (1,326) were somewhat fewer than 
in 1861, viz., 1,362; but viewed by sexes, the number of males in 
the past year, viz., 627, was higher than in 1861, viz., 545, while 
the females declined from 817 to 699. 

The committals of drunkards in 1862 (6,868 — 3,080 males and 
3,788 females) exceeded in a trifling degree those made amenable 
for this offence in 1861, viz., 6,670 (3,060 males and 3,610 females). 

The prisoners classed as “ criminal lunatics” were, in 1862, 13 
males and 4 females, having in 1861 amounted to 20 males and 5 
females; while the return of “ dangerous lunatics” afforded a simi- 
lar total in both years, viz., 653; but differing as to the sexes, in- 
cluding in 1861, 409 males and 244 females, and in 1862, 399 
males and 254 females.

Forty-first From Table 6 we find that the number of individuals who were 
Report. comm itted during 1862 amounted to 26,024, viz., 16,935 males 
and 9,089 females. During 1861 they numbered 24,466 persons, 
15,266 of whom were males, and the remainder, 9,200, females. 
Thus in 1862, as compared with the previous year, the males were 
in excess by 1,669 ; while, on the other hand, the females were re- 
duced by 111 individuals. 

In 1862, the aggregate of persons committed a second time was 
1,868 (874 males and 994 females); those thrice committed in- 
cluded 591 persons (193 males and 398 females); prisoners four 
times times sent to prison during the year numbered 232 individuals 
(52 males and 180 females); and such as were jive times and up- 
wards committed, amounted to 370 persons (viz., 41 males and 329 
females). Comparing these figures with the return for 1861, there 
appears a falling off in the numbers thrice and four times commit- 
ted, and an increase in those committed a second time, and in such 
as were committed within the year jive times and upwards. 

It also appears from this table that the number of persons who 
underwent, in the year 1862, their first committal to prison, was 
in excess of similar returns in 1861. In that year they amounted 
to 16,320 (11,454 males and 4,866 females); while in 1862, 18,073 
prisoners were of this class, including 12,865 males and 5,208 
females.

The table immediately preceding is a summary of a special return 
compiled to show, so far as could be ascertained from the records of 
the gaols or other sources, the number of imprisonments undergone 
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in the course of their whole criminal career by the 26,024 indivi- Forty-first 
duals , who were committed to the several county and borough Re P ort - 
gaols during 1862. It appears from this return, that of the 16,935 
males included therein, 3,737, or 22 per cent., had undergone more 
than one imprisonment; and of the 9,089 females, 3,413, or 37 per 
cent., had been more than once committed to gaol. The other 
divisions of the table also show a much higher proportionable 
number of females than of males; and the total establishes an 
average of nearly four committals for every female, while the 
average for males is little over one and a-half. Similar propor- 
tions between the sexes were observable in the returns for the vears 
1860 and 1861.

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Forty-first From Table 7 we learn that, in 1862, 6 persons (males) were 
Report, sentenced to death, of whom 4 were executed, and 2 had their 
sentences commuted to penal servitude for life. During the same 
twelve months, 418 males and 168 females were condemned to 
penal servitude for various periods, ranging from the term of their 
natural lives to that of three years. In 1861 but 228 males and 
124 females were so dealt with, the increase in 1862 thus compris- 
ing 190 males and 44 females, as compared with the previous year. 

Table 8 includes such prisoners as were detained for non-pay- 
ment of fines, those directed to be confined for unlimited or unde- 
fined periods, and also those whose sentences were respited and 
not passed. 

By Table 9 we find, that during 1862, 25,909 persons (14,171 
males and 11,738 females) were sentenced to definite terms of im- 
prisonment, being an excess of 1,566 males and of 260 females over 
the numbers thus disposed of in 1861, which embraced but 24,083 
persons, viz., 12,605 males and 11,478 females. The number of 
prisoners sentenced in 1862 to imprisonment in county and bo- 
rough gaols, to terms above one month, were 3,518 males and 
1,719 females; while in 1861, 3,124 males and 1,848 females came 
within this category.

Table 10 shows, that of the 25,909 sentences to defined terms of 
imprisonment in 1862, no less than 20,672, or four-fifths of the 
whole , were for periods not exceeding a month, and affording but 
an average duration of detention for each prisoner of eleven days 
and. seven hours. In the year 1861 the proportion of prisoners 
sentenced to similar terms amounted to about tliree-fourlhs of the 
whole , the average of detention being nearly identical, viz., eleven 
days and eight hours. 

From Table 11, which enumerates by age periods the committals 
in 1862 and 1861, we learn that the greatest increase during 1862 
occurred amongst prisoners aged “ above sixteen and not exceeding 
twenty-one years,” and included both sexes. The only age periods 
at which committals declined in 1862 was “ ten years old and 
under but this diminution was solely confined to females, the male 
committals of prisoners of this category being exactly similar to those 
of 1861, viz., 70. With regard to the amount of “ education on com- 
mittal ” in 1862, as compared with 1861, the proportion of males and 
females who “ read and wrote ” was the same in both years, viz., 38, 
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and 15 per cent, respectively. During 1862, 35 per cent, of the Forty-first 
males committed were wholly illiterate, against 34 per cent, in the Repor t. 
previous year ; while the number of females included in this de- 
nomination fell from 53 per cent, of the whole in 1861, to 51 per 
cent, in 1862.

It appears from Table 12 that during 1862 there was but a very 
slight decline in the number of committals as compared with 1861, 
viz., 1,341 against 1,345; but taken by sexes, an increase of 94 
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males, and a decrease of 98 females is ascertained. This increase F ^I"‘ 
ill male committals was confined to prisoners aged “ above 10 and 'ffZ ' 
not exceeding 16 years,” while the class “ 10 years old and under" 
o-ives an identical number in the two years, viz., 70. _ The diminu- 
tion in the females extends to both classes; thus, prisoners not ex- 
ceeding 10 years old fell from 43 to 26, and those whose age 
exceeded 10 years, declined from 298 in 1861 to 21 i in 1862. It 
is, however, satisfactory to observe that the increase of juvenile 
male crime in 1862 stands below the rate, which adult male crime 
exhibited in the same period, viz., 11 per cent., that among juve- 
niles being but 9 per cent. Female adult crime in 1862 exhibited 
an advance of nearly 3 per cent, as compared with 1861, while 
female juvenile committals diminished nearly 29 per cent. 

Between 1860 and 1861 adult male committals increased nearly 
2 per cent. ; on the other hand, those of females decreased 6 per 
cent. Male juveniles , during the same period, declined more than 
8 per cent., but female committals rose by nearly 2 per cent. 

During 1862 juvenile female committals were 18 per cent, of 
the whole ; in 1861 they amounted to 25 per cent., or 1 girl to 
every 3 boys ; in 1860 and 1859 they were 23 per cent, of the 

whole. _ . 

The numbers found guilty at Assizes and Quarter cessions m 
1862 were 84 males and 23 females; while in the previous year 
they numbered 97 males and 33 females. Summary convictions 
included a considerable increase in the number of males so dealt 
with, but as marked a decline in those of females. Convictions 
of juveniles for vagrancy during 1862 — viz., 39 males and o2 
females— were far belowa similar aggregate in 1861—62 males and 

61 females. . 

Workhouse offenders, and offenders on leaving the workhouses, 
also exhibited a decrease in 1862 as compared with similar 
offenders in 1861, viz., 82 against 89. In 1861, 9 males and 3 
females, “ not exceeding 10 years of age,' came into this categoiy , 
but in 1862 no persons of this age period were committed for these 
offences. 

The juveniles not convicted and untried in 1862 amounted to 
202 males and 29 females; during 1861, 179 males and 44 females 

were so returned. . 

Table 13 shows the number of times each of the 1,010 male and 
209 female individuals , included in the 1,098 male and 243 female 
committals, were during the twelve months committed to prison, and 
from it we learn that 61 males andl5 females were twice, 12 males 
and 3 females, thrice, 1 male and 2 females, four times, and 2 ie- 
males, five times and upwards, committed in the year 1862. Dining 
1861 these numbers were respectively 44 males and ol females, 1 
male and 7 females, 3 males and 3 females, , and 1 male and 1 
female. Comparing the number of individual juveniles committed 
during 1861 and 1862 we find an increase of 65 males and a de- 
crease of 74 females in the latter year.

Tables 14, 15, 16, and 17, record tlie sentences passed on the 
juveniles in 1862, and, on comparing them with the corresponding 
Tables for 1861, we find that, while in the last-named year 5 males 
and 1 female were on conviction sentenced to penal servitude, 4 
males and 1 female were during 1862 so dealt with. To definite 
terms of imprisonment in the County and Borough Gaols there 
were 881 male and 208 female juveniles sentenced in 1862, against 
813 males and 293 females in the previous year; and of these, 55 
males and 22 females were 10 years old and under. In 1861 this 
class included 56 males and 39 females.

There were in 1862 15 males and 4 females imprisoned for unli- 
mited or undefined terms; in 1861, 7 males and 3 females were so 
sentenced. 

I he number of juveniles convicted in 1862 exhibits an increase 
of 71 males and a decrease of 83 females, as compared with 1861. 
Of the 1,109 juveniles convicted during 1862 no less than 940, or 
84 per cent., were sentenced to terms of imprisonment of one month 
and under, being on an average a detention in gaol of 14 days and 
24 hours. In 1861 the juveniles thus dealt with amounted to 85 
per cent., affording an average imprisonment of 15 days and 6 hours. 
In 1860 this average reached 15 days and 22 hours; and in 1859, 
15 days and 9 hours. 

The sentences of 1862, above referred to, include the prelim- 
inary imprisonment of 151 males and 30 females, ordered to be 
transferred to reformatory schools, as established under the 21st 
and 22nd Vic., cap. 103.=:" 

Of the \ 51 males and 30 females ordered to be detained in reformatories on 
the expiration of their gaol sentence, J7 males and I female were, for various reasons 
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Tables showing their ages, sexes, religious profession, terms of 
gaol imprisonment, &c., &c., have been prepared, and will be found 
in tbe Appendix to this Report with the others bearing on the 
subject of juvenile criminals. . . . 

Table 18 sets forth the condition of the juveniles committed 
during 1862, as to parentage. From this we learn that 258, or 19 
per cent., of this class of prisoners had lost both their parents ; 294, 
or 22 per cent., had lost tlieir fathers; and 167, or nearly 13 per 
cent., had been deprived of their female parent. In 1861 these 
proportions were severally 22, 24, and 12 per cent. 33 males and b 
females had step-fathers ; 42 males and 15 females had step-mo Jiera ; 
38 males and 2 females are returned as having been abandoned by 
their parents, and 17 males and 10 females as having absconded 
from their relatives. 12 males and 3 females were stated m the 
Returns as being illegitimate.

Table 20 shows the state of education of the juvenile prisoners 

on committal during 1862. 414 — 320males and 94 females nearly 

one-third of the entire number, as “ wholly illiterate.” 338 males, 
or one-third, are returned as having been" able to read and write; 
while but 41, or one-sixtli, of the females come into this category. 
In 1861 the male juveniles who could read and write on committal 
were somewhat above one-third of the whole 1,004; whilst the 
females thus far educated were returned as but numbering 42, or 
less than one-eighth of the total number, 341.

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Table 21 affords a return of the religious profession of these 
prisoners, and shows, as compared with 1861, a considerable falling 
off in the number of Protestant juvenile prisoners, viz., 94 males 
and 14 females, against 118 males and 22 females. There was 
during 1862 a slight increase in the number of Presbyterian 
juvenile offenders, as in the previous year they numbered but 18 
males and 4 females, whilst in the year just passed there were 21 
males and 5 females of this profession committed.

Prison Dietary. — Class 1, Males Breakfast— 8 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half 

pint new milk. Dinner — 14 oz. bread, l pint new milk. 

Class 2, Females Breakfast — 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half pint new milk. 

Dinner — 12 oz. bread and £ pint new milk. 

Class 3, Males and females under fifteen years — Breakfast — 5 oz. oatmeal, and 
half pint new milk. Dinner — Not less than 8 oz. brown bread, and 1 pint of soup. 
Supper — 4 oz. brown bread. 

Dietary for prisoners whose term of imprisonment shall not exceed one Calendar 

Month Class 1, Males Breakfast— 8 oz. meal in stirabout, and half pint new 

milk. Dinner — 14 oz. bread, and 1 pint oatmeal gruel, or vegetable soup. 

Class 2, Females Breakfast 7 oz. meal, in stirabout, and half pint new milk. 

Dinner — 1 2 oz. bread, £ pint oatmeal gruel, or vegetable soup. 

Class 3, Males and Females under fifteen years. — Breakfast — 5 oz. meal, in stir- 
about, and half pint new milk. Dinner — not less than 8 oz. brown bread, and 1 
pint soup. Supper — 4 oz. brown bread. 

The prisoners included in Class 1 , if committed for not less than two months, may, 
in cold weather, and if employed in exhausting labour (should it be certified as 
proper by the medical officer), receive for breakfast 9^ oz. meal, and for dinner, 
1 lb. of bread, or an equivalent portion of potatoes. 

The meal maybe Indian meal, or oatmeal, or rye meal, llice may be used 
instead, but only in conjunction with meal, and then in the proportion of 2 oz. ox 
rice to 6 of meal. Instead of new milk, buttermilk may be used, in the propor- 
tion of half a pint of new milk to one pint of buttermilk. 

The bread shall consist of either of the following substances : 

1 . Seconds flour. 

2. Half seconds flour and half Indian meal. 

3. Whole wheat meal. 

4. Bye. 

5. Bye an;l barley meal. 
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Provided that if rye or rye and barley bread be used, the equivalents shall be Forty-first 
16 oz. of rye or rye and barley bread for 14 oz. of wheaten or Indian meal, and also Report. 

in proportion for the other quantities.

It is strongly recommended that, as to preserve the health, variety of food is as 
necessary as a full supply, the substitution of potatoes for bread at dinner may be 
made whenever practicable, twice or three times in each week.

_ 1 he gaols have generally been healthy and free from epidemic 
disease ; the deaths in 1862 amounted to 66 (inclusive of 4 execu- 
tions), or 1 in 548; in 1861 they numbered 61, or 1 in 549; in 
1860 they were 48, or 1 in 706 ; in 1859 they amounted to 65, or 1 
in 549 ^ in 1858 they were 38, or 1 in 1,000. 

We find, however, that, of the 66 prisoners who died in 1862, 
39 were committed as dangerous lunatics ; others, although luna- 
tics, were not committed as such.

The expenses of gaols have, owing to the increase in the num- 
bers confined, increased, during the past year, by £6,605 be. 8 -If. ; 
and of bridewells, by £21 13, s. 2| cl. 

The total average cost per annum of each prisoner, in 1862, 
£26 18s. 6Jf., was rather less than in the previous year, viz., 
£27 3.s. 2f., the difference being caused by the increase in the daily 
average number confined (viz., 2,896 against 2,631 in the previous 
year), which naturally diminishes the average cost of each indivi- 
dual prisoner, whose share of the general expenses, including salaries 
of officers, is less in proportion, as the numbers in gaols are larger. 
A striking illustration of this latter principle is afforded by a detailed 
examination of the local circumstances, and of the expenditure of 
each gaol separately. Thus, we find, that the county of Louth, 
the smallest in Ireland, embracing an area of only 315 square miles, 
contains two prisons, those of Dundalk and Drogheda, with their 
regular staffs of superior Officers, Local Inspectors, Chaplains of the 
several denominations, Medical Attendants, and Governors, being 
the same in number as those of Cork (viz. the County and City 
Gaols), with its area of 2,885 miles, the greatest breadth of which, 
extending from east to west, comprises a distance nearly equal to 
that intervening from sea to sea between the metropolis and the 
town of Galway; and that the whole cost of each individual 
prisoner in the County Gaol of Antrim, at Belfast, has never during 
any one of the last five years amounted to more than £15, while 
at Carlow the same item has risen to no less a sum than £75, one 
inmate in the latter thus representing an outlay as great asyfre in the 
former. Such are the anomalies and inequalities produced by the 
observance of the arbitrary division into counties, in dealing with 
the criminal population,.

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Improvements in Accommodation and Discipline during the Forty-first 
Year 1862. 

Cork County. The hot-water pipes, which formerly ran through 
the corridors, have been altered so as to pass through the cells. 

Cork City. — Thirty-six cells have been artificially heated. 

County of Down. — A weigh-bridge has been provided, and a 
permanent shed has been erected over the levers. Artificial heat- 
ing on an extensive scale has been carried into effect, both in the 
male and female prisons, as altered for the enforcement of “separate 
confinement.” 

Dublin County ( Kilmainham ). — The female side in process of 
adaptation to the separate system. 

Dublin City ( Richmond Bridewell). — New kitchen for hospital 
built. The capstan-mill house newly roofed, and a portion con- 
verted into a dining-hall for lunatics. The exercise-yard for the 
latter enlarged. 

Dublin City {< Grangegorman ). — Some solitary cells in the yards 
have been converted into coal-stores. A plan for erecting a new 
building on the separate system is in contemplation. 

Kilkenny ( County and City).— Fourteen partitioned sheds for 
stone-breaking have been completed. Lavatories and shower-baths 
on the male and female side, are in process of erection. 

Limerick County.— A part of the shed hospital has been taken 
down, a day-room has been converted into an office, and two stoves 
have been placed in the corridor of the female prison; plans have 
been selectedfor theadaptation of theprison to the “separatesystem.” 

Drogheda — A fumigating-room and a straw-store have been 
erected. 

Mayo. — A tool-store has been built, and some roofing and point- 
ing has been executed by prisoners. 

Monaghan — An entirely new adaptation of the cells to the 
“ separate system” about to be carried out. 

lioscommon. — A weigli-house enlarged, and new flagging laid 
down. 

Tipperary {Clonmel). — Plan for a new female prison on the 
“ separate system” under consideration. 

Tipperary {Nenagh). — Building fitted up for male lunatics. 

Tyrone — Male prison in process of adaptation to the “ separate 
system.” 

Waterford County and City — A new joint prison on the “sepa- 
rate system” nearly completed and fit for occupation. 

Wexford. — Water-closets and lavatories erected in hospital. 

Material Deficiencies. 

Armagh. — The hospital is limited and defective as to baths ; the 
aim dry i s unpartitioned, as is also the front seat in the chapel, 
which is used for schooling. Additional stone-sheds required, and 
a t ran iway for the conveyance of heavy stones.

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Carlow.— No reception-ward, nor regular clrying-room, nor mar- 
shalsea for pauper debtors. 

Cavan. The tread- wheel un partitioned ; the hospital and laundry 

very defective. A drying-room, baths for general use, covered 
lavatories and a reception-room for females, required. 

Ql are The laundry, the tread- wheel, and the stone-sheds are 

unpartitioned, the drying-room is not heated, and there are no baths 
in the hospital. 

Cork County.— The laundry is imperfect; the hospitals are in- 
conveniently placed, and unprovided with fixed baths ; and there 
is no water-closet on the female side. 

Cork City Some work-rooms unpartitioned, as is also the 

laundry, which is inconveniently placed ; and the drying-room is 
small and defective. 

Donegal The sewerage is ineffective ; the accommodation for 

the Governor is very limited ; the laundry is small and unparti- 
tioned ; the drying-room a mere makeshift ; and there are no 
covered lavatories, nor a bath in the male hospital. A reception- 
room for females, and proper quarters for debtors of both sexes are 
further required. 

Down. Solitaries not artificially heated ; the accommodation for 

lunatics defective ; hospitals limited, and not furnished with water- 
closets or fixed baths. 

Dublin County. — No regular recejrtion-cells or store-rooms; the 
wall dividing tlie debtors’ yard is insecure, as also that of the 
female laundry-yard ; the flagging in the marshalsea very bad. 

Dublin City (Qrangegorman).— Water-closets and lavatories re- 
quired for the extension of the separate system, as well as partitions 
in the laundry, ironing-room, and school-room. 

Fermanagh. — No chapel; laundry and drying-room defective; no 
baths for general use. 

Galway County. — Partitions for the tread-wheel are required; 
reception-rooms, a laundry, a drying-room, and a proper kitchen 
are all wanting, as well as fixed baths and water-closets in the hos- 
pital. There is but one yard common to both classes of male 
debtors, and none for females. 

Galway Town This gaol is wanting in so many of the ordinary 

statutable requirements specified in the Prisons Act as to be unfit 
to be classed with similar institutions elsewhere. 

Kerry. — There are no reception wards for either sex ; no bath 
for females, nor marshalsea for debtors of this sex, nor an adequate 
number of yards for the criminal classes ; the drying-room is almost 
useless. On the male side there is but one yard for debtors of both 
classes. 

Kildare. — Provision for male debtors very inadequate, and vir- 
tually none for females. 

Kilkenny County and City.— The marshalsea imperfect; a 
drying-room and fumigating apparatus and shower baths required; 
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means of darkening the ordinary cells, so as to adapt them to Forty-first 
punitive purposes, the introduction of gas into the cells for winter Re P° rt - 
use, the removal of the partitions in the chapel, and of the pansand 
washing basins in the cells, would be desirable. 

Kings County. — Reception-rooms, a proper laundry and drying- 
room, and covered lavatories are required. There is but one 
yard common to both classes of male debtors. 

Leitrim . — No drying- room; no partitions in the laundry, which 
is defective ; no female school-room, and no yard for debtors and 
prisoners in contempt, belonging to the latter sex. The chapel is 
badly arranged, prisoners of both sexes being able to see each other. 

Limerick County. — The hospital is limited and inconveniently 
placed ; the laundry and drying-room are defective ; there is no 
bath in the female section ; the appliances for carrying out “ separa- 
tion” in the juvenile quarter are inadequate; the sewerao-e is 
imperfect, and the male marshalsea has but one building, and° one 
yard common to both classes. 

Limerick City. — The whole structure is most inconvenient and 
ill-adapted for classification and supervision ; the female accommo- 
dation is very defective ; there are no reception-rooms, no covered 
lavatories, and no drying-room; the laundry is inadequate and 
unpartitioned ; and there is no proper division of the marshalsea. 

Londonderry. — No proper division for female debtors; partitions 
required in the school-rooms for both sexes. 

Longford. — The laundry small and unpartitioned, and the 
drying-room useless ; no due provision for debtors ; a bath required 
for the female hospital. 

Louth, Dundalk. — The heating of the punishment cells is imper- 
fect;. the drying-room requires to be fitted up, the windows of the 
hospital to be furnished with glass louvers, and a wall to be erected 
between the male stone-sheds and the female exercising yard. 

Drogheda. — The chief structural defects are the want of proper 
debtor accommodation, and the position of the solitary cells for 
both sexes, which nearly adjoin each other. A proper laundry 
and drying-room, with a yard attached, are also required. 

Mayo.. — Water supply and sewerage inadequate; a drying-room, 
a reception-room for females, with a bath attached, quarters for 
debtors of this sex, baths in the hospital, and partitions in the 
school-rooms, are required ; chapel inconvenient. 

Meath. — The tread- wheel and laundry unpartitioned ; the drying- 
room a. mere makeshift; no due provision for debtors; no covered 
lavatories, nor baths attached to the reception-rooms ; the hospital 
inconvenient, and the water-closets somewhat out of repair. 

Monaghan. — The whole is about to undergo so extensive a 
structural alteration, that it is not necessary to enter into a detail 
of existing defects. 

Queens County. — The marshalsea is inadequate, there being but 
one building and one yard common to both master and pauper 
debtors. 1

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Forty-first Roscommon.— The sewerage is indifferent ; there is an inadequate 

Iteport - provision for male debtors, and none for females; the chapel is 
badly constructed ; there are no reception-rooms for either sex ; the 
laundry is small and unpartitioned ; the drying-room is nearly use- 
less- there are no covered lavatories, except m the new female 
prison; there are no water-closets in the hospitals; and in the 
quarter assigned to the females there is no bath. 

Sliao .— The tread-wheel and laundry require to be partitioned; 
there are no reception-wards with baths attached; no drunkards 
cells, no covered lavatories, no baths on the male side, and no 
water-closets in the hospitals. 

Tipperary , Nenar/h .— The school-rooms and laundry are unpar- 
titioned, and the hospitals are unprovided with fixed baths and 
water-closets. The drying-room and punishment cells are imper- 
fect, and there is no provision for female debtors of both classes. 

Tipperary , Clonmel — There are no water-closets in the hospitals, 
there is no provision for female debtors, and the male laundry is 
unpartitioned. 

Tyrone . — No due provision for debtors of either sex; no solitaries 
for females ; no fumigating-room ; the tread-wheel and laundry are 
unpartitioned ; hospital defective. 

Waterford {County and City)-— A joint new prison, in the course 
of erection, will obviate the defects of the former separate buildings. 

We.rford . — The hospital has but one staircase in common to both 
sexes. 

Wicklow . — The hospital is limited and defective, and without 
baths and a proper exercising yard; the marshalsea for males is 
imperfect, there being but one yard for “ masters” and “ paupers, 
and there is no provision for female debtors. 



Administrative Deficiencies. 

Armagh . — No tell-tale clock; some of the approved forms of 
gaol-books wanting. 

Carlow . — No school for either sex, and no night patrol; some 
forms wanting. 

Cavan . — Female classification imperfect. 

Clare. Classification imperfect, and staff quite inadequate; 

handicraftsmen required among the turnkeys. 

Cork Comity . — None of the turnkeys, except one, are trained 
handicraftsmen. 

Cork City . — No tell-tale clock, no by-laws, and some of the 
approved forms wanting. 

Donegal. — Female classification is imperfect. Both sexes take 
their meals in association ; and the male industrial labour is limited 
almost solely to stone-breaking. 

Down . — Only one detecter clock, which is badly placed.

Conditions of Gaols , dec. 

The foregoing tabular synopsis of the “improvements” carried 
into effect during the past year, enumerating as it does but a 
trifling amount of progress, and evidencing a reluctance to grapple 
effectively with the evils, which have formed the subject of many 
successive Reports, presents a disheartening contrast to the long and 
comprehensive records of the deficiencies, both material and admi- 
nistrative, which are to be found detailed, in extenso , in connexion 
with the several County and Borough Gaols under our inspection. 
On the present occasion, however, we refrain from dealing at large 
with the vexed question of prison improvement, and from urging 
the adoption of remedies, for the following reasons: — Firstly, a 
roval commission is holding an inquiry into the whole system of 
convict management throughout the United Kingdom, the result 
of which will, doubtless, affect our duties indirectly, and possibly 
directly, if it be suggested that detention in convict depots shall 
be substituted for the longer terms of imprisonment now fulfilled 
in ordinary gaols. Secondly, a Committee of the House of Lords 
is pari passu engaged in examining into the discipline of the 
prisons under the control of the local authorities in Great Britain, 
Ireland not being included within the scope of its consideration ; 
but we anticipate that the report of the latter body will lay down 
principles of action, and of consequent legislation, which will 
probably be extended to this portion of the empire. Thirdly, 
although the financial position of those who contribute to. the 
support of our gaols is more favourable than formerly, a consider- 
able proportion of the expense of the maintenance, &c., of certain 
classes of prisoners being borne by the Consolidated Fund, we feel 
that the general distress referred to above, and corroborated by the 
great increase of debtors in confinement, has fallen so heavily upon 
the smaller farmers, who constitute a majority of the rate-payers, 
that urgency on our part would be inopportune, even if it were 
likely to elicit a successful response. Pending, therefore, the 
proceedings of the above tribunals, and under these circumstances, 
we restrict ourselves to the further elucidation of a subject which 
has long occupied a prominent place in our Reports, namely, the 
laws affecting the detention of lunatics in the prisons of this 
kingdom. 

In our Report for 1861, we dwelt fully on the many and grave 
abuses arising from the operation of the Act 1 Viet., ch. 27, under 
which Magistrates are empowered to commit to the County and 
Borough Gaols of Ireland, lunatics alleged to be dangerous; we

pointed out how the Act, the result of panic legislation, had com- Forty-first 
pletely failed in the object for which it was intended, and that the Iie v orU 
attempt to amend it by the Act 8 and 9 Viet., ch. 107, had only 
increased the evil ; we likewise showed that, when Lord Chancellor 
Sugden, by a circular addressed to the Magistrates of Ireland, 
endeavoured to prevent the abuses referred to, his efforts were 
ineffectual, and that special Committees of both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, and the recommendation of the Royal Commission, were 
equally disregarded. That Commission reported in 1858 their 
opinion that the committal of lunatics to gaols and bridewells in 
Ireland ought to be discontinued; and recommended “the assimi- 
lation of the Irish law to that in England, which gives power to 
Magistrates, under the 68th section of the 16 and 17 Yict. ch. 97, 
to commit Lunatics direct to an Asylum or Hospital registered, or 
house licensed under the Act.” The Inspectors-General of Prisons 
have in each succeeding report borne testimony, as the result of 
their experience, to the correctness of this suggestion, and have 
recorded it as their firm conviction, that, until the anomalous 
legislation respecting lunatics, which exists in Ireland, is repealed, 
the present fearful evils must continue unabated. 

Having so recently enumerated the reasons, which, in our opinion, 
make the repeal of the Act, 1st Yict. ch. 27, necessary, as being 
inoperative for good, unjust to the ratepayers of particular districts, 
destructive of discipline in the prisons under our inspection, and 
often productive of permanent loss of reason, as well as of great 
mortality amongst a class, not criminal , but the irresponsible victims 
of disease and misfortune, we shall now confine ourselves to a state- 
ment of facts, which have come under our notice during the past 
year, proving the correctness of the observations we felt it our 
duty to make in our Report for 1861, and which show the grave 
responsibility incurred by delay in not at once remedying the evil. 

In December last, Dr. "Nugent, the Inspector of Lunatic Asylums, 
called our attention to the case of a female holding a respectable 
position in society, whom, although her relatives could afford to pay 
for her maintenance in a private asylum, he found committed to Bel- 
fast Gaol as a dangerous lunatic, at the cost of the rates ; and since the 
commencement of the present month (March, 1868), a Major (H. P.) 
in the Army, in receipt of a pension of 13 . 9 . 6^. a-day, besides being 
possessed of private means, has been committed to Wexford Gaol, 
as a dangerous lunatic, and is there supported at the expense of the 
ratepayers, whence under the sixth section of the Act he must be 
transmitted to the asylum of the district, and continue chargeable to 
the county. 

Again, notwithstanding that in 1858 a circular was issued by 
the Executive relative to the committal of the insane from work- 
houses and other public institutions to gaols and bridewells, Magis- 
trates still adhere, even in districts where there are vacancies in 
the asylums, to the practice thus reprehended, as being the least 
troublesome mode of disposing of lunatics; the certificates of quali- 
fication for admission, which the Governors of the asylums would 
demand, not being required ; and this is done notwithstanding that

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Forty-first the committal to the gaol is attended with a cost to the public of a 
Report. £ ee 0 £ £ W0 guineas payable to the Medical Officer, who signs the 
certificate, besides other expenses. 

Within the last few days, an aged female, paralysed and covered 
with bed sores, was committed as a dangerous lunatic to Clonmel 
Gaol from a neighbouring workhouse, although there was ample 
accommodation in the asylum. In the same gaol, a prisoner com- 
mitted as a dangerous lunatic, has been for the last month retained 
under medical supervision, because the physician has not, up to this, 
felt himself justified in signing a certificate of insanity. 

These cases, which are all of very recent occurrence, sufficiently 
show that the abuses are now as great as at any former period, and 
that without legislation they cannot possibly be abated. 

The injustice to the ratepayers is the least of the evils resulting 
from these committals. In proportion as an improved construction 
is adopted, and the system of individual separation is enforced, the 
gaol necessarily becomes more unsuited for these irresponsible 
beings. 

In one of the best administered prisons in Ireland, but strictly 
under the separate system, stringently carried out, we found, on 
both days of inspection during 1862, a female, who was committed 
as a dangerous lunatic, shut up in a cell in charge of two prisoners, 
there being no other place in this cellular prison where she could 
be kept. She was committed from the Union Workhouse at Bally- 
mena to the county gaol, in September, where she remained until 
11th December, when she died from debility, her constitution being 
totally broken down. During her imprisonment, she remained 
constantly crouched in the corner of her cell ; and it is not to be 
wondered at that she should have sunk under influences so de- 
pressing, and in the absence of all external objects of interest, such 
as amuse the eye, and withdraw the thoughts from despondencj 
and aberration. 

To lunatics confined in cells in gaols, this depression must fre- 
quently occur; and on examining the Governor’s Journal, or that 
of the Medical Officer, even in the best managed cellular prisons, 
such entries as the following will be found: “In February last 
one lunatic attempted suicide in her cell ; and in March a lunatic 
nearly lost his right eye while fighting with the rest.” And 
again: “ A lunatic was found insensible in his cell, and was only 
recovered by the use of restoratives, and the care of the Medical 
Officer, after treatment in the hospital ; another had a cut head.” 
But such cases must necessarily occur, and no diligence can prevent 
them in the anomalous position in which the insane are placed in a 
gaol, whether placed separately or in association in a cell.” 

The sad effects of the confinement of an insane person in a 
cellular prison was strongly exemplified in the case of I. S., com- 
mitted criminally to Dundalk Gaol ; he was a native of the county 
of Monaghan, a man of steady habits, and had for some time been 
a sergeant in the local militia ; but, in consequence of his failing 
intellect, having been discharged from the force at Carrickmacross, 
he •wandered to Dundalk, and was committed as disorderly by the 
borough magistrates for one month, at the end of which time, on 
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the 3rd of last November, he was discharged from the gaol, but Forty-first 
in a few hours afterwards re-committed for three months for dis- ReporL 
orderly conduct in the streets. His violence was such that it was 
necessary to confine him in a stfhit waistcoat; and within a short 
time his hands became much ulcerated from his struggles to free 
himself, and his front teeth were forced out of their sockets in his 
endeavours to bite off the bandages which restrained him. The 
Medical Officer wrote to the Inspectors-General of Prisons for advice 
how to act, and as soon as the legal forms were complied with, a 
warrant was issued by the Lord Lieutenant for the transmittal of 
the patient to the asylum of the district, and all arrangements were 
made for his reception, but before he could be removed, the unfor- 
tunate man was dead. 

Another instance has, since the above was in type, come under 
our notice. I he Medical Officer of Ennis Gaol, writes, on Monday, 
the 20th April — “On Friday night (17th inst.), J. S. was committed 
to this gaol as a dangerous lunatic, since which time he will neither 
swallow food or drink ; he has not slept since his committal, and is 
occasionally very violent, endeavouring to dash his head against the 
walls and floor. The appliances and arrangements of the prison are 
quite insufficient and unsuitable for the care and treatment of the 
case.” It is further added that, “ on application at the Lunatic Asylum 
of the district at Limerick, the manager, although he had a vacancy 
in the Asylum, could not admit the lunatic until the warrant for 
his removal had been duly signed by the Lord Lieutenant, which 
caused a further delay until Friday, the 24th April ; thus, not- 
withstanding that a vacancy existed in the Asylum, and the neces- 
sity for haste was most urgent (involving the life of a patient), one 
entire week was lost by the requirements of an act passed originally 
for the benefit of the community.” 

Many such cases have occurred during the past year, and 
lunatics have died from exhaustion and weakness, the result of 
want of food, which they could not be induced to take ; and ver- 
dicts have been accordingly returned at coroners’ inquests, “died 
from exhaustion, in consequence of having refused to take sufficient 
food to sustain life.” Such evils could scarcely arise in an asylum 
furnished with proper appliances for the treatment of the insane 
and under skilled management; besides, in a disease caused by 
depression of the mind, which must be immeasurably increased by 
the gloom and surroundings of a gaol, effective treatment under 
such circumstances, becomes impossible. One lunatic confined in 
Ardee Bridewell, as dangerous, committed suicide, by hanging 
himself; but as the death did not occur within the walls of the 
county gaol, it is not included in the table of deaths. 

In our Report for 1861, we showed that the mortality among the 
lunatic class of prisoners confined in the Irish gaols amounted to 
thirteen per cent., while the mortality among the sane prisoners 
was under one per cent. ; the deaths in the Central Criminal Asylum 
at Dun drum being under three per cent.; in private asylums, four 
and a-half per cent. ; and in the District Lunatic Asylums of Ire- 
land, about six and a-half per cent. 

Sixty-two prisoners died in the county gaols of Ireland in 1862, 
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Forty-first and one suicide in Ardee Bridewell, making altogether sixty - 
Report. t j iree deaths (not including four executions) ; of these, forty-four 
were lunatics, and two epileptics, a disease verging on insanity, 
leaving a balance of but seventeen deaths of sane prisoners during 
the vear. The average number of lunatics in custody during 1862 
was "363, showing a mortality of about the same ratio as last year, 
viz., thirteen per cent. ; while the mortality among sane prisoners 
in custody was even less than in 1861. 

It thus appears that the average rate of mortality in the prisons 
among lunatic prisoners was twice greater than the mortality in 
the Central Asylum for Criminals atDundrum, which contains die 
same class of lunatics as the law contemplated to be fit subjects for 
committal to county prisons as dangerous. It moreover sometimes 
happens that lunatics really dangerous are not dealt with under the 
Act; and on our inspection of Drogheda Gaol, we found a lunatic 
in custody, who had been left at large until he had committed a 
frightful murder, and had attempted suicide. 

These are some of the leading facts, which came under our notice 
during the year, with respect to the operation of the Act 1 Vic., 
ch. 27 ; but every one of the abuses detailed in last year’s Report 
still continues. Lunatics are still brought to the gaols, tied down 
with ropes on cars, and amongst the numbers committed from 
union workhouses, sometimes very distressing cases occur. Boi 
instance, a female lunatic committed from Loughrea Workhouse to 
the ordinary bridewell of the town, brought forth a child in a cell 
of this minor prison, to which there is no power, as the law now 
stands, to appoint a female officer, and there she was compelled to 
remain for many weeks, until she was sufficiently recovered to be 
removed to Galway Gaol.

Extract from Report of 1861, with reference to Lunatics. 

“ Next with regard to the second class of intrusive occupants referred 
to above, we would again urgently beg to call attention to the total 
destruction of discipline, to the injurious effects on sane and insane pri- 
soners, and to the excessive mortality among the latter class, resulting 
from the committals by Magistrates, to the County and Borough Gaols in 
Ireland, of Lunatics alleged to be dangerous — a subject in vain commented 
on in the Report of last year, as well as in many others which preceded 
it. It was there shown how completely the intentions of the Legislature 
are frustrated by such committals, as a large proportion of those so com- 
mitted does not fall within the category of ‘dangerous and an instance 
is given of one, ‘an aged man, stone-blind, feeble in health, and of a quiet 
temperament, confined in Wexford Gaol as a dangerous Lunatic.’ We 
believe that a serious responsibility is incurred by permitting this evil to 
continue, and we, therefore, feel it our duty now to bring the facts still 
more forcibly under the notice of Parliament, and to suggest the necessity 
of some remedial measure being passed. 

“As far back as 1807, the principle was laid down by a select Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, ‘ that to confine Lunatics in common 
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gaols is destructive of all possibility of the recovery of the insane, and of the Forty-first 
security and comfort of the other prisoners .’ In consequence, however, of R(i P ort - 
the murder of a distinguished citizen of Dublin, by an insane person, the 
Act 1 Viet., ch. 27, authorizing Magistrates to commit dangerous Lunatics 
to gaols, was passed in 1838 ; but even as early as 1843, abuses had 
arisen, which elicited a circular from the then Lord Chancellor addressed 
to the Magistrates of Ireland ; and in the same year a Select Committee 
of the Lords reported, ‘ that the Act, objectionable as it is, hasbeen rendered 
still more so by the practices it has produced f and concluded their report by 
observing, ‘ that they are desirous of impressing on the House , as the result 
of their inquiries, the following propositions on which they have formed the 
strongest opinion : 1. The necessity of discontinuing, as soon as practicable, 
the committals of Lunatics to gaols and bridewells ; 2. The necessity of amend- 
ing the Act 1 Vic., ch. 27, which appears, on the authority of the Lord Chan- 
cellor of Ireland, to have led to the most serious abuses.'' The Act was soon 
after amended by the 8 & 9 Viet., ch. 107 ; but the abuses still continue, 
and are equally patent now, as when the Committee reported in 1843, 
notwithstanding the facts disclosed in the evidence taken before the Royal 
Commission, appointed to inquire into the state of the Lunatic Asylums in 
1858, and the strong opinion expressed by the Commissioners on the sub- 
ject. At page 38 in their Report, they lay down without reservation, 

‘ That being satisfied, as well from personal observations as from the evidence 
given of the injury to the good order of the prison, and the bad effects ivhich 
confinement in a gaol must have on the Lunatic, the provisions of the laio 
allowing the committals of dangerous Lunatics to gaols, should be at once 
repealed.' 

“ The Commissioners projiose that the Irish law should be assimilated 
to that in England, which gives power to Magistrates, under the 68th and 
subsequent sections of the 16 & 17 Viet., ch. 97, to commit Lunatics direct 
to an asylum, or to an hospital registered, or house licensed under the 
Act, so that, if the asylum be full, dangerous Lunatics remain in safe cus- 
tody, and are cared for in a suitable place of detention, until they can be 
received into the asylum of the district. In this suggestion we fully agree, 
and we believe that, if it were carried out, it would meet the more press- 
ing requirements of the case. 

“ The circular above referred to was addressed to Magistrates by Lord 
Chancellor Sugden, principally in order to correct two abuses, which had 
arisen from the working of the Act 1 Viet., ch. 27 ; one, that Lunatics 
already in safe custody in workhouses and hospitals, were transferred to 
gaols with the view of relieving the former establishments from the in- 
convenience of their presence ; the other, that Lunatics not properly 
admissible to a pauper asylum, or chargeable on the rates, were committed 
to the gaol, and thence transferred, by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant, to 
the asylum, without those checks upon improper admission, which are 
enforced in other cases. Both these abuses are now as frequent in 1862, 
as they were in 1843. There are, at present, twenty-six Lunatics con- 
fined in the City prisons, who have been committed as ‘ dangerous’ by 
tlrn Magistrates from the Dublin Union "Workhouses to the gaol, the 
majority of whom are old and have been imbecile for years, three having 
been so committed since the 25th of February just past. By reference to 
the Appendix, No. II., to this Report, it will also be seen that, on the 
31st of December, 1861, a patient in a Dublin hospital, labouring solely 
under, puerperal mania, who had during the excitement incident ‘to her 
condition, inflicted some severe injuries upon herself, was, although 
reduced to the extremity of weakness, taken from that institution, placed 
in the hands of the police, conveyed to the station at the Head Police 
Office, and thence committed to the City prison, as a dangerous lunatic, 
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Forty-first where, according to the entry of the medical officer in his journal, she 
Report. arr i ve d ‘{ n a fearful state of mania and debility , so much so that it was 

feared that she would not reach the hospital alive. She never rallied, and 

died at 8 a.m. on the morning but one following The. Coroners jury 
found 'that her death was accelerated by her removal from the hospital;’ 
but the removal to a gaol was strictly according to the statute. 

“ We find in the reports of the Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums, frequent 
references to these abuses ; they show that ‘as a general ride, Lunatics , on 
becoming troublesome or insubordinate in Workhouses, are sent to prison, pro- 
bably by two ex-officio Guardians, to remain in gaol until regularly trans- 
ferred by warrant of the Lord Lieutenant to the district Asylum', and as the 
6th sec. of the Act requires that they should be sent to the asylum of the 
district in which the prison lies, a wrong is frequently done to the rate- 
payers of that district, who thus become liable for the maintenance of 
Lunatics belonging to other localities, and having no claim on their charity. 
The Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums refer to a circular, dated as far back 
as 1848, addressed by the Executive, at their suggestion, to Justices at 
Petty Sessions, for the purpose of checking the evil, but without effect ; 
aud they state, that ‘applicants who have been refused admission by the Local 
Boards, are frequently sent to gaol as dangerously insane, and in this manner 
ultimately forced on the institutions’ They instance the case of a Lunatic, 
a native of the west of Ireland, but resident for some years in Scotland, 
who was transmitted from Perth to Dublin in charge of keepers, hand- 
cuffed, leg-chained, and with his arms pinioned behind. This man was 
refused admittance into the Dublin Workhouse, but was subsequently 
committed to the City Prison, as a dangerous Lunatic ; and thence trans- 
ferred to the Dublin Lunatic Asylum. He has, we understand, been since 
discharged cured, and has returned to Scotland, from which country lie 
would never have been sent, but for the facility afforded by the law in 
Ireland to commit Lunatics to gaols, a facility which is given in no other 
part of the United Kingdom. The Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums also 
state, as the result of their experience, that ‘ families, in order to get rid of 
the care and support of their insane relations, clo not even think it worth their 
while to apply for admission into an asylum in the ordinary way, but depose 
to the existence of violent tendencies, the result too often of premeditated irrita- 
tion ; the interference of the police is all that is then necessary, as under their 
escort the Lunatics are brought to the county or city jorison / and consequently 
they find that ‘the great majority, so committed, exhibit no dangerous tenden- 
cies, are tranquil, and amenable to discipline ; and, as might be expected, 
many are discharged on the certificate of the Medical Officer as being 
quiet, although not perhaps cured. 

“ Amongst the various classes of the insane committed by Magistrates 
to gaols, are many labouring under delirium, the effects of drink, or moral 
or physical causes of irritation, temporary in their nature. In such cases, 
the delirium usually passes away with tiie causes which produced it, and 
after a certain period the patient is discharged, not unfrequently without 
having required curative treatment; but even in these cases the irritation 
and excitement caused by the means adopted for the apprehension, com- 
mittal, and transmission of the lunatic to gaol, often retard his recovery, 
and under any circumstance, a gaol, where grave offenders are suffering 
punishment, should not be converted into an hospital for the treatment of 
this, .or any other disease. With another class, however, the results are 
quite different. Persons suffering under acute mania often require prompt 
and active remedies, as in fever, with other appliances suitable to their 
cases. With them, after a few weeks of neglect or improper treatment, 
the disease becomes fixed, or at least recovexy becomes protracted and 
doubtful, so that besides the injury to the unfortunate individual, the rates 
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are heavily taxed for his continued maintenance, unless indeed he falls a Forty-first 
victim to some of the maladies incident to his condition. These persons -Report. 
left without proper diet or curative appliances and in charge of prisoners, 
are frequently subjected to the most extreme means of coercion : they are 
kept tied with ropes, strapped down, or otherwise restrained, and -we have 
occasionally found them handcuffed, with their hands behind their backs, 
to prevent them from injuring the other inmates of the prison. The in- 
struments of restraint are generally in charge of the Hospital Nurse, and 
it appears, from the evidence adduced before the Commissioners, that they 
are sometimes used on the slightest grounds, and continued for long 
periods. By reference to the Appendix, No. II., to this Report, it will be 
seen that at one gaol on the day of inspection (21st September last), a 
Lunatic was strapped to the iron railing, which divides the day-room of 
the old building, in which the insane are kept, and in the County Book a 
minute of the Grand Jury at the previous Assizes animadverts strongly on 
this man’s case, showing the length of time during which he had been 
subjected to the treatment. It is not, therefore, to be wondered at, that 
a Manager of a district asylum should observe in his evidence before the 
Royal Commissioners, 1 that some of the worst cases come from “ gaols and 
another, ‘ that he finds great difficulty in managing cases which come from 
gaols, but not much difference between those that come from workhouses and 
those ordinarily admitted and again, ‘the worst lunatic asylum is better far 
the treatment of the insane than the best gaol' We regret to say that our own 
experience confirms the correctness of these observations, and that such 
evils must arise is evident, when it is remembered that, where penal dis- 
cipline is enforced, it is impossible that lunatics can remain in the body 
of the prison, and they are necessarily transferred to some outlying build- 
ing where, being less under the immediate eye of the higher authorities 
of the gaol, they are more exposed to ill-treatment and neglect ; indeed, 
instances have transpired of Lunatics, who, when they felt the attack 
coming on, have committed suicide under fear of being taken up by the 
police and committed to gaol ; while, on the other hand, it is not unfre- 
quent for insane persons, who have been formerly cured in an asylum, 
to offer themselves for re-admission when they are conscious of the re- 
currence of the disease. 

“As has already been remarked, much unnecessary excitement and vio- 
lence are caused by the apprehension and committal of Lunatics to gaols : 
they are very frequently brought by the police tied with ropes on a car 
to the gaol, or to the residence of a second Magistrate for committal; and 
if he is absent or hesitates to act, they are lodged in the bridewells, where 
they sometimes remain for weeks, while under medical examination, or 
while awaiting the Petty Sessions, or the indispensable signature of a 
second Magistrate to the committal. In these cases, injury to the Bride- 
well Keeper or to the patient sometimes results ; and in the Appendix, 

No. II., to this Report is mentioned an instance of a Lunatic who, in 
July last, cut his throat in a bridewell, and when removed to the 
County gaol, committed suicide by hanging himself with the bandages 
taken from the wound. It is useless to multiply examples of individual 
suffering, as the mortality among the insane confined in the County prisons 
of Ireland demonstrates beyond doubt the grave responsibility incurred by 
delay in at once remedying the evil. 

“By reference to the tables for 1861, of deaths in the Irish gaols, it will 
be seen that 61 prisoners died during the year : of these 39 were Lunatics; 

3 died of epilepsy, a disease verging on insanity ; and 2 of disease of the 
brain. The average number of Lunatics in custody during 1861 was 302, 
showing a mortality of about thirteen per cent, belonging to that class alone 
for the year, while the mortality among all other prisoners was under one 
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Forty-first per cent. From the last published Report of the Inspectors of Lunatics we 
Report. l earn that, during the two preceding years, the deaths in the Central 
“ Asylum for Criminal Lunatics, at Dundrum, were under 3 per cent. ; in 

private asylums, 4^ per cent. ; and in the District Lunatic Asylums of 
Ireland, about 6^ per cent. The Asylum at Dundrum contains the same 
class of Lunatics which, in the contemplation of the law, is committable to 
County Gaols as ‘ dangerous ,’ yet a comparison shows as the result of 
treatment in the Asylum, a mortality of three per cent, in contrast to that 
in the gaols, which amounts to thirteen per cent. In other years a similar 
mortality has prevailed, and the records of the Irish prisons show, year after 
year, a destruction of life resulting from the operation of a law originally 
framed as a benefit to the community. 

“Besides the evil consequences to the individual imprisoned on the charge 
of insanity, and the injury to discipline caused by the presence of irre- 
sponsible beings, many other abuses have arisen from the committal of 
Lunatics to gaols, but one, especially, by which the administration of jus- 
tice is frustrated, and criminals guilty of grave offences, and sentenced to 
long imprisonments with ‘ hard labour,’ escape the full measure of the 
punishment included in the sentence of the J udge. Almost in every gaol 
the attendants on the insane are prisoners, and as the local authorities 
have no power to enforce this duty, they are compelled to accept such as 
volunteer their services, and to bribe them by extra diet and a total relax- 
ation of penal discipline in their regard. Indeed, in mercy to the Lunatics, 
this is necessary, as otherwise the food intended for the patients might be 
consumed by the attendants. It will thus be seen that the responsible 
office of Lunatic-Keeper, for which elsewhere special training is considered 
indispensable, and which requires strong powers of self-control, tact, and 
temper, is handed over to criminals under sentence often for crimes caused 
by impulsive and ungovernable passions j who barter for immunity from 
punishment the performance of a duty which, under the circumstances, is 
generally both disgusting and dangerous. The result is, as appears from 
the evidence, that ‘ the Lunatic is very often brutally treated ,’ and his moral 
status becomes still more debased ; he is dirty, treacherous, and violent, 
and, as might be expected, officers and prisoners are sometimes severely 
wounded in his attacks. 

“One of the turnkeys in Maryborough Gaol has been permanently 
maimed by a Lunatic ; and in a former Report instances are recorded 
where Lunatics in the Dublin prisons very seriously wounded their sane 
fellow prisoners who were in attendance on them. 

“ The Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums are acquainted with the case of a 
convict, who so correctly simulated all the symptoms of insanity while 
under sentence of penal servitude, that he successfully baffled the skill of 
the most experienced medical officers of the prison, and was removed from 
the Convict Dep6t to the Criminal Lunatic Asylum at Dundrum, where, 
exempted from penal discipline, he escaped the punishment awarded by 
the sentence of the Judge. After his discharge, this man confessed that 
he had acquired the perfect knowledge he possessed of the peculiar symp- 
toms of insanity while in charge of lunatics, during the many years which 
he had spent in the county prisons, under sentence for his crimes. 

“It is considered by persons who are most conversant with the treat- 
ment of the insane, that attention to diet, which should be nutritive and 
suitable, is of the utmost importance for their recovery ; for that reason, 
in the District Asylums, they are supplied with meat sometimes on six 
days, and never less than four days in the week, besides tea, coffee, &c., 
and occasionally with beer and porter. In the prison, although their food 
is generally better than that of the prisoners under punishment, and 
includes larger rations of white bread and milk, it is in most not suffi- 
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ciently nutritive for their state ; indeed a proper diet could not be Forty-first 
intrusted to their prison attendants, as even that which is allocated to Report. 

them is not always faithfully administered ; for we find that the verdict 

of a Coroners jury on a Lunatic, who died from mania and debility 
records that the milk given to the deceased was skimmed, although con- 
trary to the regulations of the gaol. 

“In the District Asylums, as appears from the lately published Report of 
the Inspectors of Lunatics, the insane are industriously and usefully 
employed, principally in the open air in the gardens and pleasure-grounds 
of the institutions. They are engaged in the various occupations suited 
for their state, and their comforts and amusements are not neglected. In 
these institutions ‘there are regularly trained bands of music, with 
apartments specially allocated for recreation. They are instructed by 
competent teachers in literature, singing, &c.,’ and are surrounded by 
every appliance which can, to use the words of the Report, ‘ prove bene- 
ficial by giving a fixity to their thoughts, and divert them from the subject 
of their delusions.’ In the gaol, on the other hand, they are, for the most 
part, placed in the gloomy buildings belonging to the old portion of the 
prison if a new one has been built, so as to interfere as little as possible 
with discipline, and men whose minds have partially given way under the 
adversities and misfortunes of life, are shut up in the cold flagged cells 
and day-rooms, and compelled to walk in the dreary yards or exercising 
rings ol the prison, their employment being limited to picking oakum or 
cocoa fibre. Under such treatment the result cannot be favourable, and 
the intellect, already shaken, must sink under the influences which 
surround and oppress it. Such cases are far from rare. In a visit of 
inspection during this year, we were particularly struck by the appearance 
of an old woman, a widow, without friends, but obviously belonging to 
a better class, who was visibly and rapidly pining away under the con- 
sciousness that she was in a prison. The epileptics likewise suffer much 
in these places, so unsuited to their condition. In one gaol a patient of 
this class, who had fallen in a fit on the pavement of the prison yard on 
the day previous to our inspection, was severely cut in the face, and his 
eye was swollen and inflamed from the fall. We would wish to add that 
the very penal character of the institution must have a pernicious effect on 
the minds of such of the insane as are yet capable of thought, and instances 
have occurred in which it caused the relapse of those who were partially 
convalescent. 

“ The preceding observations are intended merely to recapitulate some of 
the leading objections to the committal to prison, among felons, of persons 
not criminal, but the irresponsible victims of disease and misfortune. The 
facts were long since proved before the Committee of the Lords when they 
reported to the House that ‘ they had formed the strongest opinion of the neces- 
sity of discontinuing , as soon as possible, the committals of Lunatics to gaols and 
bridewells Seventeen years have since elapsed, and four years since the 
Royal Commissioners recommended ‘ the immediate removal from Magis- 
trates of the power of committing dangerous Lunatics to gaols, and the assimi- 
lation of the Irish to the English law in this regard,’ nevertheless the evil has 
not abated, and there are more Lunatics confined in the Irish gaols now 
than at either of the above periods. We believe that the numbers will not 
diminish without legislation on the subject, as some years must elapse 
before sufficient accommodation can be provided in asylums. 

‘ The District Asylums are for the most part full, and until the six new 
ones, ordered to be built, and the Auxiliary at Clonmel are completed, the 
gaols cannot be relieved from the presence of Lunatics. It would, there- 
iore, entail .much human suffering to postpone remedying the defects in 
the law until these institutions are rendered capable of containing all the 
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Forty-first insane who should he placed in them. We believe that the suggestions of 
Report. t | ie Royal Commissioners in 1858, that * the provisions of the 16th & 17th 
Viet., cb. 97 (England), which enables Magistrates to commit Lunatics 
direct to asylums, or to registered hospitals or houses licensed under the 
Act, should be extended to Ireland,’ would at once remove the evils of 
the present system, so far as the committal of dangerous Lunatics to gaols, 
but something more would be required to provide accommodation for the 
insane now confined in them and others of the same class, for whom there 
is at present no room in the District Asylums. The large and well- 
situated Convict Dep6t at Philipstown, which is already provided with 
suitable appliances for the treatment of the insane, padded cells, &c., be- 
came vacant on the 31st March, and we would submit for the considera- 
tion of the authorities that the occupation of the building for the purpose 
temporarily, pending the completion of the new asylums, would enable 
the provisions of the English law to be brought without delay into force 
in Ireland. This would be attended with the best results, as the building 
has sufficient capacity to contain all the Lunatics at present confined in 
the Irish gaols, and is thoroughly adapted, furnished, and ready for 
immediate reception. Legal provision should, however, be made for the 
transfer of Lunatics from tlieir own counties to Philipstown, additional 
powers being given to the Lord Lieutenant or Inspectors of Lunatics for 
the selection of the cases most suitable for removal.”

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The above returns differ little, as far as the complexion of the crimes is 
concerned, from those of preceding years, and I do not consider that they 
present any leading features worthy of special notice, except that the 
number of homicides during 1862 (three murders and seven cases of 
manslaughter) far exceeds that of other years. The trials for the murders 
are fresh in the memory of the public, and do not require any comment 
from me ; but I am anxious to call attention to the number of prisoners of 
both sexes who are constantly recurrent to this prison for acts of riot 
and disorder when at large between the intervals of their re-committals. 
My colleague, in his report for last year, mentions the case of one man, 0. 0. 
whom he found in custody undergoing his 109th sentence here, and on 
my inspection in November, I found him again in gaol, having been 
frequently re-committed in the interim. Among the females, I found 
on my inspection, in October, a girl, 0. B., under a sentence of 
twelve months’ imprisonment, and, although but seven weeks elapsed 
until my next visit in November, she had in the interim been discharged 
and re-committed for a fresh offence. Beared in one of the worst purlieus 
of Belfast, this girl, who from early youth has been a frequent inmate of 
the prison, was, when nearly sixteen years of age, sentenced, towards the 
end of 1859, to a Beformatory with her young sister, a brother, and 
several of her companions, whom she had trained in vice. Her sister, 
E. B., is described in the report of the Manager of the Beforma- 
tory school to which she was sent, as follows : — “ E. B. was eleven 
years of age when received, and had already been convicted for the eighth 
time. She then presented a pale and emaciated appearance, from the 
habitual use of strong liquors during the short periods when in the 
enjoyment of liberty, and from her frequent punishments whilst in gaol. 
Accustomed to witness vice of every description in her own home, and in 
the company of the fallen women who received her plunder, her moral 
training was as wretched as her physical appearance ; the slightest restraint 
would cause her little form to writhe with violent passion, and a volley of 
oaths and curses would fall on the ear of the shuddering listener.” The 
Inspector of Beformatories informs me that this girl, E. B., and 
her brother are both doing well, and not again likely to swell the criminal 
population of this town ; but C. B., when convicted, was already 
too old and hardened in crime ; every attempt to reform her failed, and 
she was, on the report of the Manager, at the instance of Sir Walter 
Crofton, c.b., the Inspector of Beformatories, discharged by the Chief 
Secretary “as an ineligible subject for Reformatory treatment,” a notification 
of the circumstance having been made to the police of Belfast. C. B. 
is one of the only three juveniles in Ireland discharged as incor- 
rigible from Beformatories before the end of their sentences. She is now, 
although but nineteen years of age, so hopelessly corrupt, that we must 
calculate on her constant recurrence to gaol, and hence a permanent 
burden on the funds of the prison. 

A gang, from a western county, of four (three sisters, and the young 
daughter of one) belonging to a different class of female offenders, were in 
custody at the time of my visit. They are not prostitutes, and are sober 
and intelligent, but for that reason even more dangerous to the public 
than the class to which C. B. belongs, as fraud and robbery are their 
habitual modes of life. Alternately shop-lifters, pickpockets, or fortune- 
tellers, as opportunity offers, the family have for generations subsisted on 
plunder, and according as each individual grows up, she is added, to the 
gang. I have found members of several such gangs in the different 
prisons of the county. On this occasion, two of the sisters were returned 
convicts ; the third is but sixteen years of age, and the little girl, 
nine. The Chairman of the County has now sentenced two of these 
women to penal servitude, one for seyen years, and the child to a

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Reformatory. There are at present three of the sisters in the Convict 
Dep6t at Mountjoy, and three of the children in Reformatories. 1 have 
alluded to these cases to show that the only means of protecting the 
public against such habitual criminals are long sentences to penal 
servitude for the adults, and Reformatories for juveniles ; and for their 
identification photography has been introduced with advantage into several 
gaols in Ireland. 

It is satisfactory to find that my opinion seems to oe that of the Judge 
of Assizes and the Chairman of the County, as already twenty-four 
prisoners, fifteen males, and nine females, have been condemned to penal 
servitude in Antrim during the present year, while only seven were 
so sentenced in 1861. 

The number of persons arrested for debt in the county Antrim, in 
1861, was greater than in previous years. The present commercial crisis 
will, however, account for the increase in a great manufacturing commu- 
nity, such as lies within the district of this gaol. 

Lunatics. 

Twenty-six lunatics were committed to Belfast gaol fas [dangerous in 
1861, and twenty-five during the first ten months of the present year. 
On my visits, I found nine in custody, one a female. Tbe males have a 
day-room and exercising yard, in which they can remain during the day, 
and they sleep in cells at night ; but the one female, M. W., in 
custody on both my visits, was shut up in a cell in charge of two prisoners 
there being no other place in this strictly cellular prison where she could 
be kept. She was committed from the Union Workhouse at Ballymena, 
in September, to this gaol, where she remained until 11th December, when 
she died from debility, her constitution being totally broken down. On 
all my visits I found her crouched in the corner of her cell ; and it is not 
to be wondered at that she should sink under influences so depressing, and 
where the absence of all external objects of interest must necessarily have 
fostered in her mind every melancholy form of gloom and eccentricity. 
The Medical Officer forwarded the certificates for her removal to the 
District Asylum on 30th September, and again applied, by letter, for her 
removal in October, but the District Asylum was always full, and she 
could not obtain admission. I mention this case merely to show the in- 
jurious effects of committals of lunatics to gaols, and the necessity of a 
change in the law on the subject. Another abuse of the Act 1st Viet., 
chap. 27, has been commented on by Dr. Nugent, the Inspector of Lunatic 
Asylums, on his visit in December, 1862, when he found a female, belong- 
ing to a respectable position in society, whose friends could afford to pay 
for her in a private asylum, committed to this gaol as a dangerous lunatic. 

Hitherto the diet of lunatics in this gaol has been the same as that of 
other prisoners, unless in special cases ; but the Medical Officer will now 
act on the powers vested in him under the 77th section of the Act 7th 
Geo. IV., chap. 74, and will order that insane prisoners in this gaol get 
meat twice in the week, and a third meal in the twenty-four hours, a diet 
which their malady requires to support the failing functions of their 
organization in a disease, which, according to Dr. Charlesworth, Dr. Con- 
nolly, and other high authorities, is almost always one of debility. 

Juveniles. 

Fifty-nine j uveniles were committed to this gaol in 1861, all belonging 
to the districts where convicted. Of these, seventeen could read and 
write, and twenty-two were wholly illiterate ; all but fifteen had lost one 
or both parents. Ten males were sent to the Reformatory at Malone, and 
six to that at Glencree ; three girls to the Reformatory in Cork-street, 
Dublin, and two to that at Spark’s Lake, Monaghan.

County of thought it desirable to place the above plan in my report as a model worthy 
Antrim 0 f imitation, because I consider that it would be quite impossible for the 
uo ' Governor, notwithstanding his zeal, attention, and efficiency, to carry out 
his present superior prison management, were he not aided by the im- 
proved construction of the gaol ; and I would wish to point out to the rate- 
payers of other districts the economy of having their prisons erected on 
the most improved principle, as thereby causing a saving in heating, 
lighting, and management, at the same time that the deterrent influence 
is brought to bear, and industry is promoted in a satisfactory manner. 

For the last three assizes no presentment, except for the payment of 
the salaries of officers, has been required from the County Antrim for the 
maintenance of Belfast gaol. In all other respects this establishment is 
self-supporting out of the sums repaid to the county by Government for 
the maintenance of convicted prisoners, and the proceeds arising from the 
industry of the prisoners, which is found under proper management to be so 
profitable, that I understand a surplus fund has accumulated in Bank, after 
paying all expenses. There is no waste of prison labour in the gaol, and 
it is applied so efficiently that it is more economical to pump by steam 
water for the supply of the prison than to employ prisoners at the work. 
Gas is manufactured at the prison, and it is now proposed to light the 
Court-house, without cost to the county, from the prison gasometer. The 
gas is of excellent quality, and the tar which is extracted is used as a 
substitute for paint for out-door work, by which a considerable saving is 
effected. The original cost of this gaol, including the purchase of the 
site, was £56,348 8s. 8 d. 

Water for the use of this prison, which was formerly obtained from the 
Corporation of Belfast, at a cost of £109 yearly, is now supplied from 
a well sunk by the prisoners on the grounds of the gaol, and a plentiful 
supply of water is distributed by steam to the cells, the laundry, and all 
other parts of the prison. The sewers are effectively flushed, and a 
return pipe from the tank enables an immediate supply of water to be 
obtained in case of fire. The superfluous steam from the engine cooks the 
lood for the prisoners without cost, and in every part of the gaol all 
available power is economically applied. This is the only prison in 
Ireland in which the hosjntal is cellular ; the laundry is likewise cellular, 
and very perfect. 

On all my visits to this gaol, I found it in a very creditable state of 
order, discipline, and cleanliness, in the different departments of the 
establishment. Remunerative industry everywhere prevails, and separa- 
tion is so completely and successfully carried out, that different members 
of a family are often confined together in the gaol without having met 
during the entire period of their sentences. I found the establishment 
amply supplied with bedding, blankets, sheets, rugs, and prison clothing, 
the materials for which are all manufactured in the prison. Fleeces of wool 
are purchased, and much employment is given in the different processes of 
carding and manufacture into cloth. Yarn, likewise, is similarly woven 
into linen.

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sack as exists here, the punishments must necessarily be numerous ; but 
each case of punishment by the Governor is submitted to, and sanctioned 
by the Board at its meetings. No prisoner was sentenced during the 
year to solitary confinement.

As I have already observed, the occupations in this gaol are altogether 
industrial and remunerative, and no prisoner is occupied in useless or 
unproductive employment. All those under long sentences, or who have 
sufficient capacity for the work, are engaged at trades ; the remaining 
male prisoners, at stone-breaking. The women are employed in the laundry 
where some good and well-finished work is executed. Prisoners are first 
taught washing, and afterwards ironing and the finer work. Each ironing 
stove answers for three cells ; and I consider this branch of the establish- 
ment highly creditable to the prison authorities, and so successful, that 
the amount received from the public for washing amounted, in 1861, to 
£615 4s. O^d. : besides the entire washing for the prison was performed. 
Care is taken, as much as possible, that the male officers should be capable 
of teaching trades, and matrons are selected who can instruct in needle- 
work or other branch of industry, besides two experienced laundresses, 
to superintend the washing department.

I examined them and found them worn, but not sufficiently 
so to j ustify their being cast,

The books, registries, and accounts are neatly and carefully kept, and 
I found this, as every other department of the prison, in a very satisfac- 
tory state. The small expense to the county, after the profits from prison 
labour are deducted, is sufficient evidence of the efficient management of 
the financial department of this prison. I, however, feel it my duty to 
observe that the reports required by the 30tli section of the 19th and 
20th Viet., chap. 68, are not forwarded to the Inspectors-General by the 
Local Inspector with the regularity or as fully as the section of the Act 
directs.

The preceding tables show that although the number of committals to 
the bounty Haol at Armagh have increased in number during 1861 the 
offences are not of a nature to call for special observation. The more 
serious crimes of murder, rape, burglary, <fcc., have diminished, and there 
is every reason to hope that the causes which temporarily disturbed the 
peace of the county have ceased, and that a proper feeling is now estab- 
lished among the population. 

I found seventy-six prisoners in custody, but twenty-three of these 
were either debtors, lunatics, or persons of weak mind, who could scarcely 
be considered by a jury responsible for their actions. Among the other 
prisoners, however, I recognised a lad— who, although scarcely eighteen 
years oi age, was a returned convict, committed for a burglary. This boy’s 
father was, in 1847, twice put on his trial for burglary and murder (the 
chief evidence against him being his eldest son, who was admitted as an 
approver), and ultimately he was convicted of the burglary only, and 
sentenced to transportation for life. His two remaining sons, Owen and 
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John, then but three and five years of age, were, ten years later, after a 

career of crime, both convicted of the same offence— burglary and 

sentenced to four years penal servitude. They completed their sentence 
within the last year, and already Owen is waiting his trial for another 
burglary, committed since his discharge ; and it is believed that his brother, 
who is in England, is engaged in similar practices. This family, belonging 
to a class the enemies of social order, has already entailed an enormous 
expenditure for law and justice on the community, and there is reason 
to fear that they will continue to be a permanent burden on the rates. 
Such cases show the necessity of breaking up the haunts of crime in the 
beginning, and so stop the nurturing of the young in vice. 

I shall instance the case of another prisoner — belonging to a family 
equally criminal, corrupted by bad company, early training, and neglect, 
but showing that under the present treatment of convicts reformation is 
probable. The father, a respectable man, filling a place of trust at Armagh, 
died in 1847, leaving four young sons under the care of a weak and 
foolish mother. Not long after his death they fell into criminal courses, 
and after frequent imprisonments in this gaol, all four, in successive years, 
received sentence of transportation or penal servitude. The two elder 
were sentenced to transportation. One was removed to Western Australia, 
Avhere he now is, the other was discharged from Spike Island Convict 
Depot at the end of his sentence, and returned to Armagh to begin a new 
career of crime. He has now been sentenced to penal servitude for a 
burglary committed since his discharge. The two younger, on the con- 
trary, convicted and sentenced under the Act of 1853, have both passed 
through the intermediate jjrisons, were discharged on licence, and have 
been for some years earning their bread honestly in Dublin. 

Re-committals, especially among female prisoners, have been more 
numerous during 1861 than in 1860 ; but the number has been far 
exceeded in previous years. I find also that the daily averages in 1861, 
and since the commencement of the present year, are much higher than 
formerly ; this appears to be due rather to the sentences on those convicted 
being for long terms than to an increase in the number of prisoners. 
Arrests for debt, have been very frequent latterly. They numbered 
thirty-seven in 1861 ; and during the first four months of 1862 up to the 
period of my first inspection, more prisoners had been committed to this 
gaol for debt than during the entire of 1860. 

Lunatics. 

Lunatics, committed by magistrates as dangerous, are likewise very 
numerous. Here, as elsewhere, they are necessarily under the depressing 
influence of a gaol. The females especially, some of whom are shut up in 
cells, in charge of other prisoners, without employment or means to occupy 
their minds or divert them from the subject of their delusions, must suffer 
much, notwithstanding the care which is bestowed upon them. Male luna- 
tics are placed in the yards and day-rooms of the old prison, and being 
together are better, circumstanced ; but they cannot be sufficiently and 
effectively treated in any gaol, although here the Governor and Dr. 
Robinson, the excellent Medical Officer of the establishment, devote much 
time and attention to their management ; indeed in few prisons in Ireland 
are they better cared. Their diet consists of meat three days in the week : 
every means is used to secure their comfort ; and when the weather permits, 
they, are employed, in the prison grounds and garden at digging, and 
in similar occupations. The result has been more satisfactory than 
m other gaols, and no . death has taken place within the past year. 
Besides the. fifteen lunatics in custody, committed as dangerous, I found 
five other irresponsible prisoners committed in default of bail, two for 
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attempting to commit a rape, and two for other assaults one of the 
latter, a constabulary pensioner, discharged from the force as a lunatic— 
has for years been quite incapable of self-control. This man, who is a fitter 
subject for a lunatic asylum than for a criminal prison, spends upwards 
of two-thirds of his time in this gaol, constantly re-committed lor breaches 
of the peace and outrageous acts when at large. He is now m custody tor 
throwing stones at the Relieving Officer of the union. Another of this 
class, charged with an attempt to commit a rape, has four times since Ins 
committal attempted suicide, twice by hanging and twice by cutting 
himself with glass. On my second inspection, m October, i found one 
of the irresponsible class in custody. 



Juveniles. 

There is a large amount of juvenile delinquency in this county. Twenty- 
four males and eight females were convicted during 1861— a greater 
number of juvenile offenders than in any other part of Ireland, except 
Dublin, Antrim, Cork, and Kerry. Of these thirteen had both parents 
living and twelve could read and write. All belonged to the localities 
where they were convicted, and none were sentenced to be sent to a refor- 
matory. On my second visit three young boys were m custody, one 
sentenced to one month’s imprisonment for leaving service, and two com- 
mitted for six months each for larceny; but m this well-managed gaol 
there is no danger of their being corrupted by association. I found a 
great many young girls under sentence, committed for various^ offences, 
who though now past the age when they could be considered as juveniles, 
have been for years constantly recurrent to this gaol.

The new prison was, when I made my inspection, in good repair, secure, 
clean and well kept. The old prison and the Governor’s house are, 
however, in a dilapidated condition, and part of the roof is in a dangerous 
state. It has been proposed to remodel the entire front range of the 
prison, and pull down useless walls and buildings which block up the 
ground and impede ventilation. I have examined the plans for the pro- 
posed alterations, which were drawn by Mr. Boyd, c.e., of Belfast, and

adopted by the Board of Superintendence. I consider them well adapted 

for the purpose intended, and for carrying out which there would be no 

difficulty in obtaining a loan, interest free, from the Consolidated Fund, County of 
repayable in twenty half-yearly instalments on the faith of a presentment, 

1 regret to find that the presentment for this very desirable improvement 
was rejected by the road sessions last June. I trust, however, that the 
ensuing sessions in November will permit this useful work to be carried 
out. The cost will not exceed £2,000, and repayment would be made by 
instalments of £100 at each assizes. 

I subjoin a plan of the prison, with the proposed alterations, by which, 
when completed, the county will be put in possession of an excellent 
institution ; the cost of repairing and patching useless old buildings will 
be got rid of ; and the Governor suitably lodged, instead of being, as at 
present, in damp unhealthy apartments, quite unfit for an officer in his 
important and responsible position. 




The gaol is abundantly supplied with water, from a tank supplied 
on a high level outside the town and prison grounds, whence the entire 
establishment receives whatever water is required, and the flushing of the 
sewerage is efficiently performed. The bedding, sheets, rugs, and prison 
clothing are sufficient, and generally of good quality, but some of the 
blankets are thin and worn. The accommodation for prisoners is ample, 
and the arrangements for carrying out the separate system arc satis- 
factory, except th.it the laundry is not yet partitioned, and sheds are 

Iv 
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required for prisoners employed at stone-breaking. These could be erected 
out of the materials of the old walls and buildings, when removed. The 
water-closets in the male cells are in good order and stanch; and the 
plan of having iron boxes let into the wall for chambers in the cells for 
females, is found to answer. 

A new cooking apparatus which has been put up in the kitchen works 
well, and the laundry in the basement under the female prison is now 
good and effective — an improvement having been made to prevent the 
steam from escaping into the interior of the prison. The drying-room 
which adjoins is likewise in good order. 

In his report for last year my colleague has suggested that a tramway 
should be laid down in front of the stone-breakers’ sheds, to facilitate the 
supply of stones to them without danger of accidents to prisoners, which 
sometimes happen when they are carrying large stones on hand-barrows. 

The lock-up is attended by the Governor or chief turnkey, and a watch 
patrols at night, but his vigilance is not tested by tell-tale clocks, which 
can now be purchased at a very cheap rate — (.£2 6s. each), and should be 
provided. By two being placed at the opposite ends of the watchman’s 
beat, the performance of his duty is insured. 



Punishments. 

Punishments for prison offences were not numerous during the past or 
present year, and were all inflicted by authority of Governor, and duly 
submitted to the Board at its meetings.

Two hours daily are devoted to school, and the teachers appear to be 
quite competent for the discharge of their duties, which are so important 
in a separate prison.

Gruel is substituted for milk at dinner twice a-week (on Mondays and Thursdays) 
for all prisoners, and daily for those whose sentences do not exceed one month.

Books and Accounts. 

The books and registers in use in this prison are kept with considerable 
neatness and accuracy, but several recommended by the Inspectors-General 
are not yet provided. The Governor, from the great attention he bestows 
on the prisoners and their antecedents; has been able to trace and bring to 
justice several grave offenders who would otherwise have escaped. The 
accounts are regularly posted and appear to be very satisfactory.

It will be seen by the above that the Roman Catholic Chaplain did not, 
during the past year, pay the number of visits required by the 69th sec. 
of the Prisons Act, which directs that “he shall visit the prison twice at least 
in every week , exclusive of his visit on Sundays." 



Hospitals. 

The hospital was, on the day of my visit, unoccupied. It was clean, 
well kept, and the building in sound repair. The accommodation is 
limited, being confined to one ward for each sex, which, however, is found 
sufficient. Two excellent water-closets have been lately put up in rooms 
off the wards, but baths are still required. A room on the ground-floor 
has a boiler and flue, and if baths were put up in the rooms off the wards 
they could be heated cheaply from it. 

The general health of the prisoners is good, and there have been no 
deaths within the past year, or since the commencement of the present.

The Board meets regularly every month for the discharge of business; 
all current accounts are then discharged by separate cheques to contractors. 
The turnkeys are paid quarterly, and the superior officers at assizes, when 
a general audit takes place. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my satisfaction with the way in which 
this prison is managed, and regret that the Governor is not better pro- 
vided with apartments. The bridewells of this county are much neglected, 
and some are totally unfit for the purposes of a prison. That at Ballybot 
contrasts most unfavourably with the bridewell on the opposite side of 
the river in the county Down ; and in all, except the bridewell at 
Lurgan, the bedding is insufficient and much worn. I found in the 
Lurgan bridewell, a chain and leg-bolt, to secure drunkards, attached to the 
guard bed in the cell for that class of prisoners. The keeper states that 
they are not now used, but I would suggest to the Board of Superinten- 
dence the propriety of having them removed.

The unusually large numbers of twenty-nine debtors committed to this 
gaol in 1861, and of ten during the first quarter of 1862, show that con- 
siderable poverty in the county has resulted from the more than ordinary 
pressure on both farmers, and the trading classes in towns during the 
past and present years. There has not been, however, the same increase 
in the number of criminal committals. Male criminals have been more 
numerous in 1861 than in 1860, but a decrease is observable in the num- 
ber of committals of females ; and, were it not that the prison is con- 
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North stantly crowded with lunatics and prostitutes, who are now committed

County of contain very few inmates, as is the case in the gaol of the adjoining 

Cavan county of Leitrim. I found, however, on both my visits, women of a 

Gaol. c lass not uncommon in the South and West of Ireland, who, although 
chaste, are thieves by profession, and support themselves by shoplifting 
and picking pockets, more particularly at country fairs and markets. 
At the time of my official inspection in May, one of these females, 
M. It., a returned convict, known to the prison authorities as a thief 
since her childhood, was waiting for trial for larceny from a shop, and 
is now again an inmate of the convict depot. In 18oG, this woman, 
an old offender (although but sixteen years of age), and, as well as the 
other members of her family belonging to a gang of pickpockets and 
shoplifters, was sentenced to four years’ penal servitude with her mother. 
In October, 1860, they were both discharged, having completed their 
sentences, and resumed their old habits. In 1861, her mother was again 
sentenced to penal servitude, and M. It. to twelve months’ imprisonment 
in this gaol ; but already, in May, 1862, she was recommitted here under 
a fresh charge of shoplifting, and in June last was sentenced to three 
years’ penal servitude. The average cost of each prisoner in Cavan gaol 
was £31 9s. 2d. for the year 1861. By adding the sums paid for prose- 
cutions, &c., to that of maintenance during the many years this young 
woman has been suj)ported in gaol at the public expense, it will be seen 
how much she has cost the community during her imprisonments. Her 
mother, at present in the Convict Dep6t at Mountjoy, is fifty years of 
age, and has been living all her life at the public expense, by plunder or 
in gaol. 1 found on my visit here in September, the sister, a young girl 
just seventeen years of age, but likewise an old offender, belonging to the 
gang, under sentence of twelve months’ imprisonment for larceny; she 
was at the time in one of the day-rooms, in association with some known 
prostitutes, although herself believed to be chaste. When discharged, at 
the end of her sentence, she can have no hope, and a long career of vice 
is before her. I have dwelt on these facts in order to show the present 
and future cost of this family to the ratepayers when in gaol, as well as 
to the public outside by whose plunder they support themselves when at 
large, and I wish to give my opinion that it is of no use to sentence 
such cases to long and frequent imprisonments in ordinary county 
gaols, managed in association, where mutual contamination is not 
prevented. I consider that if the daughters, when juveniles, had been 
sent to a Reformatory, and removed from evil surroundings both at 
home and in gaol, separated from the influences of a bad mother, they 
might have been saved from a life of vice. In any case long and frequent 
imprisonments in county gaols, such as this is, must be injurious, each 
fresh imprisonment with thieves and prostitutes only hardens in guilt, 
and renders reformation more difficult ; and, when once past the age at 
which the offender becomes eligible for a Reformatory, 1 believe it pre- 
ferable, rather than long imprisonments, to sentence to penal servitude. 
Iu the Convict Depot, the prisoner, in separation, is taught how she may 
earn her bread by honest industry; and if well disposed, she will, on dis- 
charge, be put in the way of doing so. In this prison, on the other hand, 
she passes the period of her sentence in association with others as bad or 
worse than herself ; she can learn nothing good, and is discharged with- 
out character or the means whereby she could obtain a livelihood. 

On the day of my inspection in May, 84 prisoners (61 males and 23 
females) were inmates of this gaol; of these, 19 were committed a3 dan- 
gerous lunatics, and three others, although committed for criminal offences, 
were really insane, making altogether 22 lunatics in custody. Eleven 
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strangers, belonging to distant counties, supposed to be a gang of pick- 
pockets, but arrested at a neighbouring fair on a charge of vagrancy, 
complained loudly to me of the illegality of their commitment, but I 
ascertained that it was correct, and the police report that there was good 
reason to believe that they were thieves. Another prisoner, whose eyes 
were diseased, complained to me that, although some time in the prison, 
he had not been visited by the Medical Officer or treated for his disease ; 
but, on inquiry into the facts, I ascertained that no blame appeared to 
attach to any person. 

Lunatics. 

I found the male lunatics confined in one of the sections of the new 
prison in charge of an attentive officer, who appears to understand 
their management, but the place is destitute of all appliances for their 
treatment, and their diet is the same as that of criminal prisoners, 
except that they receive a supper composed of six ounces of meal and three- 
quarters of a pint of buttermilk daily. The women (lunatics) are in a yet 
more wretched state. Confined in the day-rooms of the female prison, some 
under coercion, they present a sad spectacle, such as has been described 
in each succeeding report of the Inspectors-General, and I consider that 
some improvement in their condition is required. Above all, lunatics 
should get a more nutritious diet, with meat occasionally, which I under- 
stand the Medical Officer is anxious that they should receive, and which, 
more especially under the depressing influence of a gaol, their state and 
the great mortality amongst them seems to demand.

Only five juveniles were committed to this gaol in 1861, all natives of 
the county, but the majority had learned to read and write. None were 
committed to a Reformatory. 

No escape was attempted from this prison in either 1861 or the present 
year. One male and four females were sentenced to penal servitude in 
1861. The Governor regularly attends lock-up, and again goes his rounds 
at a later hour. One turnkey patrols in rotation at night, but without 
his vigilance being tested by a detecter clock.

On both my visits to this gaol, the prison buildings were for the most 
part in good repair, secure, dry, very clean, and orderly. At the time of 
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my inspection in May, the walls requiied to be pointed and dashed. On 
my second visit in September, I found the work, as far as finished, well 
executed, but the amount presented for repairs (£100) was insufficient, 
and the remainder of the work must be postponed until after next assizes. 

My visit in September was quite unexpected, and it was satisfactory to 
find the establishment in all its departments in an excellent state of order, 
cleanliness, and discipline, for which the Governor deserves the more 
credit, because some of his staff appear inefficient. As far back as 18d7, 
I find in the report of the then Inspector-General of the district, that 
charges of intoxication had been preferred against some of the subordinate 
officers; and, on my inspection of the prison in May, one officer was under 
suspension for repeated intoxication (he was three times reported in one 
week for being under the influence of drink); again, the hospital nurse is 
old and sickly : she is constantly under medical treatment, and although 
a respectable woman and trustworthy, does not appear to me suited for 
her place. 

Cavan gaol is amply supplied with water, which is pumped up by the 
tread- wheel into a large cistern, whence it is distributed to the different 
sections of the prison; but there are no covered lavatories or baths for the 
general use of the prisoners, who wash in tubs in the yards belonging to 
their classes; and, in the female prison, the laundry is supplied by carry- 
ing water from a pump in the yard. The stock of prison clothing is 
ample and of good quality, as likewise the bedding, blankets, sheets, and 
rugs. 

My colleague and my predecessors have frequently dwelt, in their 
reports, on the defective construction of this prison, and a plan has been 
suggested for altering one of the blocks of cells in which the male prisoners 
are confined, which, if carried into execution, would enable the separate 
system of prison discipline to be adopted in this gaol. The alterations 
would not be expensive, and the sum required could be obtained from the 
Consolidated Fund on the faith of a presentment, repayable, interest free, 
in twenty half-yearly instalments. By removing the central wall and 
corridors from one of the blocks of cells, a space of about ten feet would 
be left, which would make a central hall; and, when fitted with galleries 
and stairs, the cells heated and furnished with proper appliances, a suffi- 
ciently good separate prison would be formed, containing forty-two cells 
capable of affording adequate accommodation for the criminal male 
prisoners of this county. If this suggestion were carried out, a saving 
would be effected in heating and lighting, and an efficient discipline would 
be established. 

The female prison is at present even more defective than that for males, 
and no proper classification can be carried out in it. Thieves and prosti- 
tutes, the untried, innocent, and guilty, are in constant communication, and 
it is impossible that they can be kept apart so as to prevent mutual con- 
tamination. There are, however, in this prison eighteen cells, roomy and 
well suited for separation if properly fitted up and heated. I believe that 
they could, at a not considerable expense, be adapted to the separate sys- 
tem; and I need scarcely say how desirable it would be that the alterations 
were made. There are likewise three day-rooms which could be made 
available. The laundry could be much improved, and a drying-room 
erected at a trifling cost. If lunatics were removed, this prison would then 
answer all the requirements of the county.

Prisoners acquainted with skilled labour are employed at their trades 
as much as possible ; the remainder, not occupied in prison duties or 
minding lunatics, were, on the day of my visit, engaged (the males) break- 
ing stones, but neither the sheds in which the stonebreakers work nor the 
tread- wheel are partitioned.

There is no school-room in the gaol, but the prisoners, male and female, 
are instructed in the chapel by the schoolmaster, who, although not trained 
in any public establishment, appears to understand his duties. The 
prisoners are taught reading, writing, and arithmetic, but no copy-books 
are supplied, and they can only learn to write on slates. As far back as 
1857, my predecessor, the late Captain Hervey, recommended that copy- 
books should be supplied to the school, a recommendation in which I 
heartily join. The books and requisites used in the school are those in 
use in National Schools. If this school were placed in connexion with 
the Board of Education, a certain amount of free grants of books and 
requisites would be given, and others furnished at a reduced rate, besides 
the school would be regularly inspected by the Board’s officer, and gra- 
tuities given to the schoolmaster, should his conduct merit them. I found 
on the day of my visit twenty-one prisoners (males) at school. 

Dietary and Contracts.

The Chaplains regularly inspect the food, and generally report it good; 
it was so on the days of my visit to the prison. 

Books and Accounts. 

The Governor has no clerk; and, in addition to his other avocations, 
himself keeps the books and registries of discipline and statistics belonging 
to the prison, and evidently with great care and accuracy ; I consider that 
he deserves credit for being able to accomplish, so many duties in a satis- 
factory manner. The Local Inspector has charge of the accounts, which 
are regularly posted, and much attention is bestowed on them. All books 
ordered by the Queen’s Bench and forms suggested by the Inspectors- 
General, except the General Visitors’ Book, are in use. The requirements 
of the 108th section of the Prisons Act are, however, not carried out.

As has been already observed, I found one turnkey at the time of my 
visit under suspension for repeatedly coming on duty under the influence 
of intoxicating drink. I understand that he has since been dismissed. 
The hospital nurse was appointed on probation for three months, in June, 
1860, but she still continues to hold the place, notwithstanding that up to 
this time her appointment has not been confirmed, as directed by the Act. 
According to the opinion of the Law Officers of the Crown, “a probationary 
appointment lapses on non-confirmation, and the person who held it can- 
not any longer be considered an officer of the prison. Under the 19th 
section of the Act 19 and 20 Viet., no appointment of subordinate officers 
can be confirmed without the certificate of the Governor and Local Inspec- 
tor.” In this case the Governor refuses to give the necessary certificate, 
statino- “that he believes her to be unfit for the situation ,” and in that opinion 
my colleague and I agree, as will be seen by his report last year. She 
appears to us to be feeble and unequal to her duties. The Local Inspec- 
tor, however, and the Medical Officer, state that they “ consider her quite 
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equal and competent to the discharge of the duties and the Board of 
Superintendence have passed a resolution that — “ we are of opinion that , 
having given satisfaction to the Medical Officer, she he retained as nursetender 
of the gaol .” Under that resolution this officer is upheld in the situation.

It will be seen by the above schedule that the visits of the Protestant 
and Roman Catholic Chaplains fall short of the minimum number required 
by the 69th section of the Act 7 Geo. IV., ch. 74, while, on the contrary, 
the Presbyterian Chaplain has been regular in his attendance, and care- 
fully complied with the terms of the Act. As the great majority of the 
prisoners belong to the Established Church or are Roman Catholics (out 
of 390 committals during 1861, but four were of Presbyterians), I felt 
it my duty to inquire into the cause of this non-compliance with the Act, 
and ascertained that it arises, not from neglect, but having other duties 
to perform the Protestant and Roman Catholic Chaplains delegate their 
functions to assistants, for whose attendances credit is not given. 

The superior officers receive their salaries half-yearly at assizes. The 
inferior officers are paid monthly. The assistant-matron and hospital 
nurse receive rations of two pounds of bread and one quart of new milk 
each daily. The male turnkeys wear a neat uniform, and are supplied 
with arms, which are, however, old and nearly useless. 



Hospital. 



I found no patients in the very defective hospital attached to this prison, 
which is situated at the top of a winding staircase over the central build- 
ing of the old gaol. It wants all the requirements necessary for the 
treatment of the sick. There is no proper separation of the sexes, merely 
a separate ward for each, with a water-closet in connexion for both, and no 
bath or other appliance. The mortality each year in the prison is great, 
notwithstanding that no epidemic has prevailed, and I am informed that 
the situation is not unhealthy; six deaths (four of lunatics and two of sane 
prisoners) are recorded in 1861, out of an average daily prison population of 
thirty-three male and sixteen females. I consider that the subject deserves 
very serious attention, and a grave responsibility attaches to the authori- 
ties, whose duty it is to see that proper hygeian arrangements are carried 
out.

The above tables show the startling fact of thirteen persons having been 
committed to this gaol during 1861, for homicide or conspiracy to murder, 
besides four for “stabbing or shooting at.” I find, however, by reference 
to the police reports, that many of these crimes were perpetrated previous 
to 1861, and the criminal returns for that year do not show more than 
one case of homicide, and three of “ firing at the person at the same time, 
more prisoners were inmates of this gaol just previous to my visit in 
August than at any time within the last seven years. 

The few committals for crimes against property in this large county, 
(including within its boundaries a space greater than one-fifth of the entire 
province of Ulster, and embracing a scattered population of 236,859 in- 
habitants), corroborated by the Criminal Tables furnished by the police, 
show that such classes of offences are rare among the inhabitants of the 
county ; at the same time, those against the person and affecting the 
public peace have been very frequent, and notwithstanding that faction 
fights, which are so common in some of the southern counties, are un- 
known here. Many grievous assaults had been committed in the county 
some time previous to my visit, for which the offenders were then suffer- 
ing long sentences of imprisonment. Ribbonism also has been rife in the 
county, and has caused much crime. It has, however, received a check 
which, I trust, will have a salutary effect, two of the ringleaders having 
been sentenced to penal servitude ; and as there appears to be no desire 
among the rural population generally to screen the offenders, the majority 
have been brought to justice. 

The daily average number of prisoners in custody has been very high 
during the present year, and greater than previously for a long period. 
Lunatics and revenue cases have, since the commencement of the year, 
been very numerous, and criminals under long sentences of imprisonment 
in this gaol, have helped to swell the averages, still the criminal statis- 
tics of the county has not hitherto been satisfactory; latterly, however, 
there has been a decided improvement, as has been observed by the pre- 
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siding Judge of Assizes (Judge Hayes), who, in his charge to the Grand 
Jury at the Summer Assizes, 1862, just terminated, remarked: — 

“The authorities whom I have consulted say that the county is in a very peace- 
able and satisfactory state. They have probably arrived at this conclusion by look- 
ing at the state of things at the present Assizes as compared with previous ones. I 
cannot refer to the former condition of your county, but must confine myself to 
contrasting its state with others of which I have had experience. The prisoners 
present this strange and, I may almost say, singular aspect, that from beginning 
to end there is not a single offence against property. They are all offences against 
the person or against society. The calendar of the Crown Solicitor presents the 
same aspect. From the police returns I find that, out of all the offences committed 
since last Assizes, there have been but three against property, and all the rest 
against individuals. That state of things, judging from what I know of other 
counties, is not as good as I should like it to be. 1 have satisfaction, however, in 
saying that we have nearly the worst before us. In some counties I had to com- 
plain that of those charged with the commission of offences, but a small proportion 
had bee n made amenable to justice. Here, I am happy to say, there is a better 
state of things, as it appears that we have two persons brought to justice in every 
three cases.” 

Female crime, always inconsiderable in this county, has latterly still 
further diminished, and although my inspection was on the eve of the 
Assizes, there were but twenty-one women in custody, of whom seven 
were lunatics, one a vagrant, two committed for breaches of the revenue 
laws, and eleven for all other offences.

Much care and attention is bestowed on this establishment by the 
Governor, who is a vigilant and attentive officer. This prison was, when 
I inspected it, very clean and orderly, secure, well kept, and in good 
repair (except one spot in the roof of the female prison). The stock of 
bedding, sheets, blankets, and prison clothing, of good quality, and the 
supply sufficient. This gaol, situated nearly on a level with the river, is 
abundantly supplied with water, which passes to every part of the prison 
Rom a reservoir commanding all the prison buildings. The sewage, 
however, is defective, although the evil is remedied, as far as practicable, 
by the use of movable soil-boxes; but no contrivance can compensate for 
faulty drainage, which is always injurious to the health of the inmates of 
an establishment. There are many other deficiencies in this prison ; the 
apartments for the Governor are quite unsuitable for an officer in his 
position; the laundry and drying-room are very defective; there are no

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covered lavatories ; and I regret to find that no improvement in the con- 
struction of the prison is at present contemplated. 

As, however, there would be no difficulty in altering this into a 
separate prison where an improved system of prison discipline could be 
carried out, I subjoin a plan of the gaol as it now is, and hope that, by- 
pointing out the improvements which could so easily be made, they ulti- 
mately may be carried out.

The cells do not now contain the number of cubic feet (432) required 
by law for the adoption of the separate system; but by adding the adjoin- 
ing corridor to each cell in its length, the cells would then be sufficiently 
spacious, and they would answer all the requirements of the Act, 3 and 4 
Viet., chap. 44. The present building would then be formed into cells, 
and if two central halls, with staircases, &c., &c., at the places marke 
A A on the plan, were built, the county would be in possession of two 
good and convenient prisons, one for males, and the other for females. 

The gaol in the neighbouring county of Monaghan, in many respects, 
Tesembles that at Lifford. It is now being altered to suit an improve 
prison discipline, and I subjoin the plan with the proposed alterations, in 
order that the ratepayers of the county Donegal may judge of the vas 
improvement which a similar arrangement would enable to be carried ou 
in this gaol.

In his reports for 1861, and former years, my colleague has urged 
on the ratepayers of the county the necessity for the adaptation of the 
prison buildings to the enforcement of a system of individual separation, 
by which so many benefits would be obtained ; and he has shown that the 
repayment of the amount advanced from the Consolidated Fund, interest 
free, and repayable by twenty half-yearly instalments, would scarcely be 
felt as a burden on the rates of the county. 

Prisoners sleep in separate cells, but there is no attempt at individual 
separation during the day, except at stone-breaking. The males are distri- 
buted, as directed by the Act, 7 Geo. IV., chap. 74, into classes, with a 
common day-room attached to each, and they take their meals in common ; 
but no separation into classes can prevent the evils consequent on the 
association of prisoners under that Act ; the returned convict and the 
skilful burglar may be convicted of misdemeanors, and they are then, as 
directed by the 6th section of the Act, placed with trivial offenders. I 
found some of this class of prisoners in custody, under sentence of two years, 
eighteen and twelve months imprisonment, hence, in association over the 
common fire in the day-room* with men and boys from the mountain dis- 
tricts, convicted of killing a salmon or a hare, or for a trifling assault ; 
hence much mischief must ensue. 

I lie very fact which lately occurred, and which resulted in the convic- 
tion of the two ringleaders of the Ribbonmen, who were sentenced to 
penal servitude at the last Summer Assizes, proves the great mischief 
which must result from the unrestricted association in this prison. The 
approver, on whose evidence these men were convicted, was a fellow pri- 
soner, and the information which procured that conviction was altogether 
obtained by him while in association with them in this prison; and although 
the result in this case was satisfactory, it is impossible to estimate the 
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evils to morals, and the dissemination of ribbonism which the present 
classification must produce, especially where men under long sentences of 
perhaps two years in this gaol have an opportunity of spreading a regular 
organization by means of the constantly varying population which pass 
through the gaol. In no county gaol, but more especially in a prison con- 
stituted like this, is it desirable that long sentences should be carried out; 
and the system in force in Scotland, where all sentences exceeding nine 
months are transferred to a central dep6t, is far preferable to that which 
is practised in Ireland. The Judges then, when passing sentence, know 
what punishment will be inflicted. 

Among the females there are but two classes (in association), and two 
matrons in charge; it is, therefore, impossible to prevent contamination : 
the innocent and guilty in the untried class, the chaste and the prostitute, 
must be confounded. I wish it, however, to be clearly understood that 
the defects are merely the result of a vicious system, and the officers of 
the gaol appear to be zealous and efficient. 

Juveniles. 

I found seven juveniles in custody in this associated prison,^ one under 
a sentence of twelve months imprisonment for larceny, others for shorter 
periods. The Governor takes as much care to have them instructed and 
prevent contamination as the means at his control will permit ; but every 
year’s experience convinces me of the value of the opinion expressed by 
the Select Committee of the House of Commons in 1853, that gaols are 
not suitable places for the educational and corrective treatment of young 
children. 

During 1861, fifteen juveniles were committed to this prison for periods 
varying from three months to seven days; one under ten years of age 
was sentenced to three months imprisonment. All these children, except 
one, belonged to the locality, and but three could read and write. In no 
case since the passing of the Reformatory Schools Act in 1858, has any 
boy or girl been sent to a reformatory from this county. 

Lunatics. 



Thirty-four lunatics were in this prison at the time of my visit ; part 
of the old prison has been fitted up for their use, and much attention is 
paid to their management. They receive a better diet than in most 
county prisons in Ireland; nevertheless three died within the last year. 
Some of those now in custody have been in the gaol for the last eighteen 
months. Fifty-three lunatics were committed here in 1861, and twenty- 
six since the commencement of the present year.

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I found on my inspection a large number of prisoners in this gaol • in- 
deed in the July previous to my visit more males were in custody here 
than at any period within the last seven years, although the commis- 
sion of crime has not been attended with the same loss of human life during 
1861-2 as in other years. 

It will be seen by the foregoing tables that assaults, both common and 
aggravated have been on the increase since the commencement of the 
present year ; the numbers being but 53 in 1861, while already on the 
day of my inspection in October, 1862, they have amounted to 103. In 

1860, but one prisoner was committed for cattle-stealing, while seven such 
cases occurred in 1861, and a like number in 1862, No instance of a 
burglary appears on the return for 1860, while four prisoners were com- 
mitted to this gaol for that offence in 1861, and 11 in 1862. 

I do not, however, consider that when lunatics, debtors, and minor 
offenders are deducted, the above tables show a great amount of serious 
crime in proportion to the population of this large county, which includes 
an extensive suburb of Belfast and the large town of Newry. 

The County Down contains a population of 299,866 inhabitants, which 
exceeds the entire number in the city and suburbs of Dublin, and is greater 
than exists in any other county of Ireland, except Cork, including both 
ridings, and the County of Antrim, which contains the large town of 
Belfast. 

The number of arrests for debt has increased from 21 in 1860, to 38 
in 1861, and 36 in 1862. Lunatics also, committed as dangerous, are 
always very numerous in this gaol. The numbers were 36 in 1860, 39 in 

1861, and 23 in 1862. I found likewise several persons in custody on the 
day I inspected this prison, who although criminally convicted could 
scarcely be reckoned to be fully accountable for their actions. One of 
these had been convicted before the judge of assizes and sentenced to 12 
months’ imprisonment ; this man was previously in this gaol, committed 
as a dangerous lunatic, and discharged as cured in 1859. Since his com- 
mittal here as a criminal, his insanity has again become so apparent, that 
lie was transferred by order of the Medical Officer to the lunatic ward, 
where he now is, as also another prisoner committed in default of bail for 
two months, who is quite idiotic. A third, w r ho in August last attempted 
suicide, is still confined in the criminal prison, but is considered by the 
authorities of the gaol to be scarcely quite sane. This prisoner, ou my 
inspection, complained to me that his shoes were removed at lock-up, but 
I found that he had been very troublesome, making a noise by running 
about his cell during the nigljt (he said, to keep himself warm), and his 
shoes had been taken away to prevent him from disturbing the other 
prisoners. 

I found in custody four returned convicts ; one, well known in this county 
as an old offender, had previously been sentenced to six years’ penal 
servitude, had escaped from Mountjoy Convict Depot, been retaken, and 
sentenced to six months’ additional imprisonment, which expired in Decem- 
ber last. He has now been convicted of a fresh robbery, but has only 
received a sentence of three years’ penal servitude. The other three were 
strangers in this county, and not known to the prison authorities. I 
recognised them, however, as convicts. One was discharged from Spike 
Island within the last twelvemonths. He is now under a sentence of 
eighteen months’ imprisonment for having in his possession linen stolen 
10 m a bleach-green. Another whom I had known when a juvenile in 
Mountjoy Convict Depot, is under sentence of six months’ imprison- 
ment for larceny ; and a woman discharged from the Female Convict 
rison at Mountjoy, has been sentenced to two months’ imprisonment also 
for larceny.

'Down than probable that, after the periods of their short imprisonments have 
Gaol. expired, they will return again to plunder the community, perhaps in some 
other county where their antecedents are not known. For such offenders, 
long sentences of penal servitude are the only safeguard to the public ; 
and photography, if generally in use in the county prisons, would consider- 
ably diminish their chance of escaping recognition. 

Photography is now in use in Derry and Omagh gaols, and is there and 
in the Convict Depdt at Mountjoy found to be a valuable adjunct in ob- 
taining the recognition of old offenders, who now by going into a strange 
county, open a new field for plunder ; if detected, they frequently escape 
with a light sentence of imprisonment, and when discharged begin again 
their career of crime. 

The committal of all long sentences to a central depdt would likewise 
facilitate the detection of those old and hardened criminals, who in any 
case will live at the cost of the public, but who can be kept cheaper in 
gaol than at large, supporting themselves by robbery. 

Female crime is not considerable in proportion to the large population 
of this county, but is greater than in many other parts of Ireland. Six 
females were committed for concealing births or deserting infants during 
1861, and four in 1862. On my inspection I found nine women under 
various sentences of imprisonment, who had been tried at^ assizes or 
quarter sessions ; four of these had been convicted of this, which happily 
is a rare offence in many parts of Ireland, and some had received sen- 
tences of two years’ imprisonment. 

Two females were waiting for trial, and eleven were under sentence, 
having been summarily convicted, besides five lunatics, making altogether 
twenty-seven females in custody on the day of my visit. 

Eleven prisoners (male and female) were sentenced to penal servitude 
in this county during 1861. 

No escape was attempted from the gaol in 1861 or 1862, but one 
prisoner effected his escape from the bridewell at Newtownards during 
the present year. 

Juveniles. 

Twenty- three juveniles (twenty boys and three girls) were committed 
to this gaol in 1861, all except two belonging to the locality in which 
they were convicted. Twelve had lost one or both parents, and only nine 
could read and write. One boy was sentenced to the Malone Reformatory 
at Belfast, and one girl to that in Cork-street, Dublin, each for four 
years. 

I find that six juveniles were sentenced out of all Ireland to penal 
servitude during 1861; of these, two were from this county, both boys, 
sentenced to three and four years’ penal servitude ; but as they were 
much grown they have lately been transferred to the adult class of con- 
victs, and there is at present no juveniles considered as such in the 
Government Prisons of Ireland. 

I found on my inspection two boys and one girl in custody. The boys 
were under sentences, one for twelve months for sheep-stealing, the other 
for a shorter period for larceny. The girl, who will not be tried until the 
December quarter sessions, appears to me to be a fit subject for a Refor- 
matory school. She is young and intelligent, but although in gaol for 
the first time, is, I am informed, a confirmed thief, who has hitherto 
escaped with impunity from an unwillingness to commit to gaol so young 
and nice-looking a creature. 
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Lunatics. 

On the day of my inspection twenty-four prisoners were inmates of 
the Lunatic wards of this prison. At night they are lodged in the cells of 
the old prison, and during the day occupy the day-rooms underneath, and 
the yards adjoining. The cells in which they sleep are flagged, not heated, 
and without glass in the windows ; and the buildings present a desolate 
and dilapidated appearance. 

Previous to my visit, lunatics in this gaol never received meat or veo-e- 
tables, and their diet was the same as that supplied to other prisoners, 
witli the addition of half-a -pound of wheaten bread, and half-a-pint of new 
milk for supper ; but in future, with the approval of the Board of Super- 
intendence, the Medical Officer will order for the insane, meat with soup 
twice in the week. They have also directed that warmer clothing and 
extra bedding be supplied to lunatics, in order in some measure to 
counteract the bad effects of the cold and cheerless place in which they 
are necessarily lodged. The order of the Board and Medical Officer will, 
I am satisfied, be attended with considerable benefit to this class, and I 
feel much obliged for their prompt compliance with my suggestions. 
The necessity of comfortable clothing, and a nutritious diet for the insane 
is strongly urged by all writers who have turned their attention to the 
subject, and Dr. Connolly, the highest authority on their treatment, 
observes that — “All physical discomfort is opposed to mental recovery,” 
and “Lunacy frequently results from half- starvation going on for years 
“ or generations ; the. body becomes deteriorated, and the manifestation 
“ the mind fail with the other functions.” “ No external influence 
“could be devised more calculated to depress the mind and sink it into 
“ inactivity, than monotonous gravel courts surrounded by high walls, 
“ without tree, shrub, or blade of grass.” 

Three male lunatics died in this gaol within the last year. 

I was happy to observe that the site for a new lunatic asylum at Down- 
patrick had been valued, preparatory to being purchased, a short time 
previous to my visit in October, but it must take several years before the 
asylum can be built and made fit for the reception of the insane.

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Downpatrick gaol, erected after a model common in the southern and 
midland counties of Ireland, consists of a central building containing the 
chapel and Governor’s house, and four detached blocks of cells radiat- 
ing from it. The plan was originally most defective and unsuited tor 
carrying out an efficient system of prison discipline, but under the di- 
rection of the County Surveyor, the two blocks of ce ls nearest to the 
entrance gate have been most judiciously and skilfully alteied. kach 
block now forms a separate prison, one for males and the other for females. 
The centre wal 1 and corridors in each have been removed, and a sufficient 
inspection hall with galleries formed, from which the cells are accessible, 
and proper supervision can be exercised. The cost of the alterations has 
been trilling and the result very satisfactory. These prisons now con- 
trast strongly with the two blocks of cells which remain unaltered, and 
which are “partly used as workshops, the remainder being occupied by 
lunatics. I consider, however, that it would have been an improvement 
if the flags in the cells had been removed when the alterations were being 
made, and boards substituted, as flags are too cold, in this northern climate, 
for cells in which prisoners, especially females, are kept constantly con- 
fined during the day on the “ Separate System,” and seeds of disease are 
often sown during imprisonment which incapacitate the persons from earn- 
ing their bread honestly after discharge, and so render them a permanent 
burden on the community in workhouses, oven if disposed to be honest. 

Four reception cells have been built at the entrance of each prison, 
male and female, with good baths attached, but as yet there has not been 
sufficient opportunity of ascertaining whether the heating apparatus will 
answer during the winter months. 

An excellent laundry and drying room, supplied with hot and cold water 
pipes, ironing stoves, and every necessary appliance, is attached to the 
female prison, where the inmates wash in separation. 

An ample supply of water is furnished to this gaol from a reservoir 
situated at a high level about a mile from the town, whence the water 
flows into a raised tank on the prison grounds, and is distributed to the 
different buildings, and applied to the flushing of the sewerage which is 
effective. 

I found on my inspection the male and female prisons in good order 
and repair, clean and well kept, but the buildings in which the lunatics 
are located, are quite unfit for the occupation of invalids suffering from a 
disease often the result of debility. . 

I found on my inspection this gaol fully supplied with good bedding, 
blankets, sheets, and prison clothing, some of the materials for which are 
manufactured by the prisoners. , 

There is a good bake-house, and the bread made of whole wheaten meal 

is excellent and well suited for prison use. 

Lock-up is attended by the Governor and his deputy ; and the night 
guard is required to mark a detecter clock, but here, as in some other 
prisons, it is placed in the guard-room and consequently is no test of the 
vigilance of the patrol. The guard is relieved at two o’clock, A.M., and 
a night watch is required to remain up in each separate prison.

I found in store some excellent linen and bed-ticken, which had been 
manufactured in the prison, but the frieze for prison clothing is purchased 
outside.. In a county where weaving is so generally in use much employ- 
ment might be found tor the prisoners, by purchasing wool and employing 
them in the different processes for the manufacture of this article. 

The principal occupation of the male prisoners on the day of my inspec- 
tion was stone-breaking. The materials are supplied by a road contractor, 
for whom they are broken at a charge of one shilling per ton. The time 
allotted to labour each day is three hours and a-half. 

Shot drill is now altogether discontinued in this prison.

Although this prison is healthy and no epidemic has prevailed, the number 
of deaths during 1861 and the present year has been considerable, bei no- 
three in 1861, and three in 1862.

The Board meets on the last Saturday of every month with great 
regularity, when all accounts are examined and paid by drafts in favour 
of the Local Inspector, who discharges each claim separately, and produces 
receipts and vouchers at the next meeting of the Board. 

Bridewells. 

The bridewells in this county are among the best in Ireland. That at 
Newry contrasts very favourably with the one at the opposite end of 
the town in the county Armagh. Water-closets are, however, much 
required in the bridewell at Newtownards. The apartments of the 
keeper in that bridewell are defective and should be improved. I 
pointed out to the keeper some slight alterations which are desirable. 
One escape was effected during the year from Newtownards bridewell, 
but the man was quickly retaken.

He * 
hnnnv to say that for years past the number of juvenile delinquents was gradually 
decreasing^ Tow hat » this attributable ? To the efforts of the people them ,se Ives, 
oral to (hit most excellent system of reformatories which had been la ely 
S coidd‘ itate, trim experience, that juveniles had a far greater dread of being 
committed to a reformatory for four years than of imprisonment in a gaol for 
ranoH.s and therefore, if necessity should arise, be would advise them to take 
advantage of the benefits to be conferred on juvenile criminals m these institutions. 

I have given this charge nearly in full, because I believe that it repre- 
sents tlio true state of crime in the county Fermanagh, notwithstanding 
that the number of male committals to Enniskillen Gaol lias rather m- 
croased during the past year. The daily average number in custody lias, 
however, diminished, being twenty-eight in 1860 and eighteen iin ^ • 

The number of committals of females, as likewise the average daily num 
her in the gaol, were less both in 1861 and in 1860 than previously. 

Juveniles. . . 

Twenty-two juveniles were committed to this gaol in 1862. T n» is a, 
greatTncrease in the number of committals when compared with forme 
years; but I find that the offences were principally of a . veiy tnilm 
nature, the result of poverty and scarcity of fuel (stealing, tuif, Ac.), a 
do not show the habitual training of the young m vice. ^ 

The number of juveniles committed in 1861 was but ten ; seven of 
had hoth“arents J living, only two had lost father and mother and four 
could both read and write ithree were sent to reformatories in 1861, and 
three during the present year ; hut two others, sentenced to a reformatory, 
were necessarily discharged by order of the Lord Lieutenant, the sen n 
heinn illegal, the preliminary imprisonments ordered being only ten ’ 
while the Act requires at least fourteen days previous imprisonment as 
punishment for the offence. 
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Lunatics. 

Seventeen lunatics were committed as dangerous during 1861, and three 
previous to my inspection in 1862, but none were in custody on any of 
my visits. 

Thirty-one male, and two female debtors, were committed in 1861, and 
fifteen males and one female since the 1st of January, 1862. I found four 
in custody (paupers) on the day of my inspection. 

Three prisoners were sentenced to penal servitude in 1861, but none 
previous to my inspection in 1862. I found, however, one returned con- 
vict, a female, in the gaol under a sentence of six months imprisonment. 

The lock-up is regularly attended by the Governor, and a night patrol 
is made by one of the turnkeys in rotation ; but there is no detecter-clock 
in the prison, by means of which his vigilance could be tested. One escape 
was effected by a female, but she was soon afterwards retaken.

I found the gaol, on my several inspections, in an excellent state of 
order and discipline ; the buildings very clean, secure, and well kept, ex- 
cept in one place, where there was a leak on the roof of the old building 
occupied by female prisoners. The accommodation is more than is required ; 
hut the several defects, noticed by my colleague in his report for 1861, 
still exist. The Board of Superintendence are, however, anxious to have 
them remedied as soon as the most improved plan for altering a part of 
the old buildings to suit the requirements has been obtained. Some of 
the members expressed a wish that I should meet the Grand Jury at 
the Summer Assizes, when a plan for altering the laundry and drying- 
room was submitted, but it was not such that I could recommend its adop- 
tion, and the subject-lias been postponed until the Spring Assizes, when 
I trust that a suitable plan will be submitted. I have explained my 
views to the County Surveyor, to whom the carrying out of the work is 
intrusted. A chapel also is required in this prison, and I would suggest 
the propriety of obtaining a small sum from the Consolidated Fund, repay- 
able by twenty half-yearly instalments , interest free, to enable this and the 
other requirements of the gaol to be carried out in a satisfactory manner; 
at the same time, that the repayments, being extended over a period of 
ten years, the burden on the ratepayers would be inconsiderable. 

Besides excellent spring water for drinking purposes, there is an un- 
limited supply of water from the lake, which is raised by a crank pump, 
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worked by the prisoners into a tank, whence it is distributed to the 
different sections of the prison, and applied to flushing the sewerage, which 
is effective. There is an oven on the premises, but it is not now used, 
ns it is considered more economical to have the bread supplied by con- 

tr Tfo f und the Supply of prison clothing, bedding, sheets, and blanket, 
sufficient, and the quality good; but some of the blankets were thin and 
worn. There is an excellent hospital, but unnecessarily large foi the 
requirements of the prison.

I found 15 males and 3 females in custody on the day of my inspection 
if this gaol. The males consisted of 3 debtors, 2 untried prisoners, a 
Militiaman who had absented himself from drill, a lunatic waiting lor re- 
moval to the asylum, and another prisoner, apparently equally insane, com- 
nitted for pulling down a wall ; 2 prisoners under sentence oi nine mon . , 
mprisonment for robbery, and five for assault four of which were o at e.y 
rooravated character, attended with loss of life, and the offender were 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment, with hard labour, in this gaol. 

Hard labour here, however, is, as in some other county prisons, mere y 
nominal, and consists chiefly in pumping water by the treadwhee 
prison use, and occasionally breaking stones. The result of my expe ence 
is that the custom followed ill Scotland, of removing all prisoners under 
long sentences from the county gaols to a central depot, under Governmental 
management, is much more beneficial than the practices Ireland; because 
in a central depot, as at Perth, prisoners are obliged to work haid, are 
engaged in useful labour, and while they learn habits of industry, aie no. 
in association with other criminals. 
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It is very satisfactory to find so small a criminal population in tliis 
county, containing 104,815 inhabitants, and extending over an area of 
392,863 acres. On the day of my inspection, 1 1 males and 3 females in- 
cluded all prisoners committed for, or accused of any offence, however 
trifling, in the entire county, as the only two bridewells belonging to it 
were both on that day unoccupied. Even out of the three female prisoners 
in custody, two were prostitutes committed in default of bail, under the 
Towns Improvement Act, and but one female in the county was in gaol 
for a criminal offence (larceny of a shift). This immunity from crime in 
the female population of Leitrim is remarkable. I find, on looking over 
the daily state book of the prison, that for a long period not more than 
three females were at the same time in custody, and I counted thirty days 
since the commencement of the present year on which only one female 
was an inmate of the gaol. 

During 1861, but 31 males and 8 females were convicted in this county 
by jurors at assizes and quarter sessions, and 81 males and 27 females 
summarily convicted before magistrates, not including drunkards. I found 
no juvenile in custody at the time of my inspection; but 11 males and 1 
female were committed in 1861. The female was sent to a reformatory, 
and one male was ordered to be sent ; but the reformatory was at the time 
full, and the boy was consequently discharged. One of the debtors here 
was (as I have found frequently elsewhere) a retailer arrested for a debt 
to a Dublin house, but not being able to procure payment from his cus- 
tomers on account of the scarcity of money just at this time, he is unable 
to meet his engagements, although he is (as I am informed) owed more 
than would cover his liabilities. Although, in general, there are very few 
female debtors, in this prison two were committed in 1861. 



Lunatics. 

Happily, lunatics are seldom inmates of this gaol. Only 3 were com- 
mitted in 1861, 3 in 1860, and 8 in 1859. When in custody they do not 
get a meat diet, and receive only half a pound of bread and a pint of milk 
daily more than other prisoners. The highest authorities on the subject 
consider insanity as almost always a disease of debility, requiring animal 
food ; and insane patients in confinement should have a better diet than 
when at large. 

One convict on licence was committed here within the present year. 
His licence was revoked, and he was forwarded to Dublin, to undergo 
the remainder of his sentence in the Convict Depot. One male and one 
female were sentenced to penal servitude in 1861. 

-The Governor attends lock-up regularly, and a watchman patrols during 
the night ; but the tell-tale clock, which was procured upwards of twelve 
months ago, is still in the Governor’s office, and has not up to the present 
time been made available for the purpose for which it was intended. 

■No escape was attempted either in 1861 or during the present year.

The prison buildings were, at the time of my visit, in a very creditable 
state of order and cleanliness, generally in good repair, secure, and with a 
sufficient supply of water, which is raised by the treadwheel into a cistein 
placed over it, whence it is distributed to the different sections of the 
gaol. The sewerage is good, and regularly flushed, which is done by a 
pump whenever the treadwheel, which requires seven persons to work it, 
cannot be used, from an insufficiency of power to keep it in action. 

The roof over the board-room requires repair. The chapel is danipand 
the seats badly arranged, so that, the prisoners of different sexes can see 
each other during service, which is objectionable. . 

The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, and prison clothing is ample tor 
the small requirements of the gaol. One day-room is fitted up as a school 
for males, with separate stalls and desks, and found to answer lhe ac- 
commodation for females is limited, but quite sufficient for the few. female 
prisoners who find their way into this gaol. The lower cells, which are 
dark and damp, are not nsed. The laundry is. sufficient in size, but the 
fittings are out of order, the pipes for conveying hot water are useless, 
and the fire in the ironing stove in the smoothmg-room cannot be lighted. 
There is no apparatus for artificial drying ; the clothes when washed are 
hung up to dry in one of the empty apartments of the prison. 

Punishments. 

But one male and one female were punished in 1861 for prison offences, 
and the same number in the present year. One prisoner of each sex was 
placed in solitary confinement; and I consider that these few punish- 
ments speak favourably of the general management of the prison by the 
Governor.

I questioned each prisoner in custody, and no complaint was nmde to 
me by them. I tasted the provisions supplied on the day of my visit and 
found them good. They are regularly examined by the Chaplains, and 
occasionally the bread is reported as not sufficiently baked, and the milk 
thin, and sometimes dirty. 



Boolcs and Accounts. 

The different prison books and forms ordered by the Judges of the 
Queen s Bench, and recommended by the Inspectors-General, are in use in 
this prison. 

The Governor keeps those in liis charge with much care and accuracy, 
the accounts are kept by the clerk and schoolmaster in a clear and satis- 
laccory manner, and are regularly entered up and posted.

It will be seen by the above return, that the visits of the Roman Catholic 
chaplain do not come up to the minimum number required by law, which 
directs, that each chaplain shall visit the prison under his care twice at 
least in every week, exclusive of Sundays. 

All officers, except the apothecary and surgeon, are paid monthly ; but 
none, except the nursetender, receive rations. The turnkeys wear a neat 
uniform, and are supplied with arms. 



Hospitals. 

Both hospitals were unoccupied at the time of my visit. They are 
under one roof, but separate. The male hospital consists of two large and 
two small wards, and a surgery. In the hospital for females there are two 
wards and two nurses’ rooms, as also a bath-room, with a second entrance 
on the male side ; but there are no water-closets in either hospital. 
There are good exercising yards attached to both.

The county gaol at Omagh being at present undergoing alterations to 
adapt it to the separate system, some of the prisoners belonging to the 
county Tyrone have been transferred to this gaol, and consequently the 
number of its inmates has been unusually great, and the daily averages 
higher during the present year than for a long time previously. I 
found sixty-one males in custody; and at one period of the year the 
number amounted to eighty-three. The daily averages for males have 
been fifty-three and a-half in 1862, thirty-eight and a-half in 1861, and 
thirty-three in 1860. 

The number of female committals was likewise greater in 1862 than 
in the previous year, being one hundred and twenty-eight in 1860, and 
one hundred and fifty-six in 1861. The daily average number of females 
in the gaol in 1860 was fourteen, in 1861, twenty, and twenty since 
January last. 

The preceding table shows that drunkenness in Londonderry is more 
rife among the female than among the male population of the town, the 
number of females committed for drunkenness being two hundred and 
seventy-seven in 1860, two hundred and twenty-two in 1861, and one 
hundred and thirty-three during seven months of 1862 : the number of 
males being one hundred and sixty-seven in 1860, eighty-nine in 1861, 
and eighty-three up to August, 1863. 

Among the males crimes of violence, manslaughter, stabbing, and 
assaults, have increased, and this is a subject which requires to be spe- 
cially considered. 

Arrests for debts have increased from sixteen in 1860, to nineteen in 
1861, and twenty-six up to August, 1862. 

Lunatics. 

In this gaol, as in other prisons in Ireland, the presence of the insane 
is totally subversive of discipline. There were on the day of my visit 
eight lunatic prisoners committed as dangerous. Thirteen have been so 
committed during the year. 

J uveniles. 

I found three juveniles in custody ; one, P. M‘M., although only fifteen 
years of age, an old offender, and a frequent inmate of this gaol. Since 
the commencement of last year he suffered six weeks’ imprisonment for 
two larcenies at Newtownlimavady, was again sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment for another larceny, and is now under a sentence of twelve 
calendar months’ imprisonment with hard labour, fora fresh offence. Ilis 
parents are both alive, but dissolute and idle like himself. The second, 
II. S., aged twelve years, an orphan, on his first conviction, sentenced, at 
Magherafeit, to four calendar months’ imprisonment for “obtaining goods 
under false pretences.” The third — a boy of fourteen years of age, the 
son of a pensioner, was waiting for his trial for “ larceny in a dwelling- 
house. ’ With reference to these boys I shall merely observe that my 
experience convinces me of the wisdom of the opinion expressed by the 
oelect Committee of the House of Commons in 1853, when they passed the 
iollowing resolution : — 

Resolved— That a large proportion of the present aggregate of crime might be 
prevented, and thousands of miserable beings who have before them, under our 
present system, nothing but a hopeless career of wickedness and vice, might be 
•onver ted into virtuous, honest, and industrious citizens, if due care were taken 
o rescue destitute, neglected, and criminal children from the dangers and tempta- 
ons incident to their position. That the common gaols and houses of correction 
m p n ,° generally provide suitable means for the educational and correctional treat- 
rliff °* yj? un o children, who ought, when guilty of crime, to be treated in a manner 
merent from the ordinary punishments of adult criminals.”

District. ] ;jl q some having been frequently re-committed, only tw enty-one individuals 
c ZZZ„f composed the entire number. The great majority had both parents living, 
2“X- only four could read and write, and all but two belonged to the 
derry Gaol, localities where convicted. Two boys and two girls were sent to a refor- 
matory, after undergoing sentences of one month and fourteen days, as 
punishments for their offences. 

Ten prisoners, eight males and two females, were sentenced to penal servi- 
tude in 1861, and seven males and one female during the present year. 

I found two returned convicts in custody, both females, belonging to the 
drunken, disorderly class which infects this and some other seaport towns ; 
one of these, convicted of an attempt at picking pockets, was an inmate 
of this gaol, under a sentence of two years’ imprisonment, when my col- 
league visited it in October, 1861, and her sentence will not expire until 
July next. I believe that for such offenders long sentences of penal ser- 
vitude are most deterrent, and the only way to protect the community 
from their plunder. This woman was discharged from the convict prison 
at the expiration of her sentence, receiving, as is the custom, only a small 
portion of the gratuities she had earned, but in consequence other bad 
conduct since her discharge the remainder has been forfeited, bhe made 
an urgent appeal to me when I visited the gaol to support her petition to 
have it restored to enable her to emigrate, but I did not see any reason 

to interfere. „ . , , , . 

The Governor attends lock-up, and the vigilance of the night patrol is 
tested by a good detecter clock. No escape was attempted either during 
the present or past year. , f , 

Photography has been introduced into this prison, as a means tor the 
detection of old offenders, by the active and intelligent Governor, and its 
application has been attended with the best results. ' 

J. S. was committed to Derry gaol for trial at Quarter Sessions, in June 
last, on a charge of burglary. The Governor having ascertained that lie 
was a native of Armagh, but had afterwards removed to Glasgow, forwarded 
photographs of the man to the Governor of the Armagh gaol, and to the 
Superintendent of the Police at Glasgow, by which he discovered that J. S., 
having been convicted in 1851 of burglary and stabbing a constable with 
intent to kill, was sentenced to transportation for life, and transferred to 
Gibraltar, where having assisted the authorities in suppressing a revolt 
of the convicts, he received a free pardon in 1858, and then returned to 
this country to recommence a system of plunder. Were it not for the 
use of photography in this prison, and the watchfulness of the Governor, 
a reckless and daring burglar would have received some short sentence of 
imprisonment, and then again been turned loose on the community.

This gaol was, when I inspected it, in a most creditable state of order 
and discipline, the buildings in good repair, very clean, secure, and well 
kept. The prison clothing, bedding, sheets, blankets, and rugs, sufficient 
for present use, but, excepting shoes, blankets, and some male clothing, 
there was no stock in store. Water for the supply of the prison is 
abundantly furnished from the town reservoir to a large tank, which 
commands the entire buildings, and the sewerage, which is now good, 
can be flushed, an improvement of immense importance to the sanitary 
condition of the establishment. 

Since last inspection more than half the male prison, containing fifty- 
seven cells, has been adapted to suit the separate system. The cells have 
been heated, and gas introduced into each ; they have been fitted up with 
gongs, the doors and windows have been altered, the heavy wooden 
louvres which darkened the cells in the female prison have been removed 
and muffed glass substituted, as suggested by my colleague in his report 
for last year. This I consider a great improvement, as perhaps no prin- 
ciple exercises a more important influence, both mentally and physically, 
ou life, and the delicate organization of man, than the direct rays of 
the sun, and not alone scrofula and consumption, but even diseases of the 
mind are nurtured by its absence. It is for that reason that prisons are 
now built as cheerful as possible, and as different from the dark dungeons 
of former times, and, therefore, I would have preferred that the muffed glass 
had only been placed, as was suggested by my colleague, in the windows 
of cells which formerly required louvres, instead of into all the windows 
of the prison. 

The roofs of the buildings have been during the summer put into 
thorough repair, at a cost of £32, and other improvements effected. 

I have nowhere seen a greater desire to carry out an efficient prison 
system than here, and in this the Governor is assisted by the Board of 
Superintendence and the Grand Jury.

In the absence of the Governor, on leave, I inspected this gaol, accom- 
panied by the Local Inspector and the Chaplains, who appear to devote 
much time to their duties in this prison. I found forty-six prisoners in 
custody, including one female and eight male debtors. The increased 
number of persons in confinement for debt, shows that at present much 
poverty prevails in the county \ but the plentiful harvest of this year 
will, it is hoped, remedy the evil. In the criminal classes of the 
prison two males were waiting for trial, one for a bank robbery, the 
other for assault. One little boy, eleven or twelve years of age, occupied 
the reception ward, sentenced, from a rural district, to fourteen days im- 
prisonment for stealing turf. I requested the Local Inspector to take 
care that he is kept, as far as possible, in separation, so as to prevent con- 
tamination by association with old and hardened offenders during 
his imprisonment. Besides the prisoners waiting for trial, ten others 
were in custody, summarily convicted by magistrates at Petty Sessions, 
including an old man for rooting growing potatoes, a blind man for 
larceny, and the boy already mentioned. Twenty-four prisoners, seven- 
teen males and seven females, were undergoing various periods of imprison- 
ment with hard labour, three of which were for two years ; one of those 
offenders is, I understand, a hardened and accomplished thief, of a class 
most injurious to permit in association if possible. He is now convicted 
of picking pockets, but he has frequently been an inmate of this gaol. 

It is always with regret that I find grave offenders under long sentences 
in an associated prison, as I believe much mischief necessarily results. 
I trust that under the new Prisons Act powers will be given to remove 
all such cases to the Convict Depot atMountjoy, where separation will be 
enforced, contamination prevented, and labour, severe, defined, and useful, 
will be insured, which can seldom be accomplished in a county prison, 
even under the best management. Eight prisoners were under sentence 
for assaults, two for perjury, and one for embezzlement, but none for 
offences of an agrarian character ; and, although the daily average 
number of prisoners in custody is now much higher than it has been 
for some years, I believe that the state of the county generally is 
satisfactory. 

Female crime has always been trifling in the county Longford. At 
one period within the last year there was but a single female prisoner in 
custody for any offence throughout the entire county, with a population 
of 71,592 inhabitants, and extending over an area of 269,409 acres. 
The daily average number of female inmates of this gaol, which contains 
all offenders within the county, as there are no bridewells, was, 8 in 1858, 
7 in 1859, 8 in 1860, and 5| in 1861. There is, however, a great increase 
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in the daily average number of female prisoners since the commencement 
of the present year, which appears to be caused in part by prostitutes 
being now committed under the Towns Improvement Act, from Granard, 
Bally mahon, and Longford, as likewise workhouse offenders, of which I 
found several in custody at the period of my visit. I was informed that 
none of the female inmates of the gaol, on the day of my inspection, were 
from the rural districts of the county. Only one female, a girl of eighteen 
or nineteen years of age, was waiting for trial, but I understand that she 
belongs to the town. She is charged with larceny, and has been for 
years a frequent inmate of this gaol, is an incorrigible thief, and so likely 
to entail a continued expense on the county. It is for such cases, when 
taken in time, that reformatories are of value. 



J uveniles. 

During 1861, but eleven juveniles, ten males and one female, were com- 
mitted to Longford gaol ; of these nine were wholly illiterate, and but 
one could read and write ; eight belonged to the county, and three were 
strangers ; none were sentenced to a reformatory during the year. 

I found no lunatic in custody; but five male lunatics and one female were 
committed to this gaol in 1861 as dangerous. Four prisoners were sen- 
tenced to penal servitude, twenty-one were convicted under the Poor 
Law, and twelve under the Vagrant Acts. No escape was attempted 
either iu 1861 or up to the period of my visit in 1862.

Since last report considerable improvements have beeq effected in this 
gaol, but still much remains to be accomplished. Some of the water- 
closets of the prison have been repaired. Two excellent baths on the 
most improved model, with hot and cold water pipes, have been erected 
flic laundry has been partitioned, but on apian which makes supervision 
difficult, and I doubt that it will bo found satisfactory. A new guard- 
room has been fitted up, and a stone staircase leading to it has been 
erected.. A wooden bridge has been placed, connecting the new guard-

County of been removed to a room over the kitchen, adjoining the guard-room, and a 
Longford second entrance opened into a passage leading to the female prison. The 
Gaol, new gate-lodge has been completed, and two old chimneys rebuilt, be- 
sides five others repaired, capped with stone, and pointed. A room at 
the top of the female prison is at present used for an hospital, and the 
old female hospital is converted into a reception ward for males. The 
female prison, which has been heated and fitted up for the separate system, 
is now occupied, but it will never make a good separate prison. The 
sixteen cells of which it consists are far too scattered, ranging, over three 
stories of the building, and not sufficiently under supervision. Some 
prisoners were making a noise in the top corridor while I was inspecting 
the lower cells, and it is impossible for the matron to prevent constant 
breaches of discipline. The defects in construction of the prison as 
altered are manifest, and I would strongly urge on the Board of Super- 
intendence the necessity of adopting a more improved model .when the 
male prison is being adapted to the separate system, as discipline can 
never be properly maintained or abuses prevented in a badly constructed 
separate prison, and the cost of heating, lighting, and supervision, must 
necessarily be greater in one circumstanced as this is. 

The prison buildings were, at the time of my inspection, in good repair, 
secure, clean, and well kept. An appearance of discipline and. order 
prevailed generally in the establishment, and many of the prisoners 
were usefully engaged. There is an ample supply of good water, 
which is pumped up by the tread-wheel into a cistern placed over it 
whence it is distributed to the different sections of the prison and ap- 
plied to the flushing of the sewerage, which is effective. Since last in- 
spection new taps and connexions have been added to the water-pipes in 
all the prison yards, and they are now in good order. The prison for 
debtors in this gaol is large and commodious, but there is no separation of 
master and pauper debtors, who have but one exercising yard in. common. 
The drying-room connected with the laundry is altogether dismantled 
and useless. The locks in the female prison are not good, and the bells 
too feeble. The supply of prison clothing, rugs, blankets, and bedding, 
is sufficient, but sheets are much required. In one class I found only one 
sheet on some of the beds in use; this is expressly contrary to the 12th 
section of the Prisons Act, which requires <£ that one pair of sheets should 
be allowed for each bed.” The water-closets of the gaol were generally 
in good order, but one for the use of prisoners in the workshops was in a 
very bad state, and should be put in decent order. The cells used for 
separation are not lighted by gas, as suggested by the Select Committee 
of the House of Commons, who recommend “ that no prisoner, except as a 
punishment, be left in darkness more than a maximum time required for rest, 
viz., eight hours.” The Governor or his deputy attends lock-up regularly, 
and at night a guard patrols, whose vigilance is tested by an excellent 
detecter clock. 

The punishments in this gaol are very numerous, six were inflicted by 
magistrates, the remainder by the sole authority of the Governor anu 
submitted for approval to the Board at its meetings.

On the day of my visit, a pauper debtor and a prisoner under sentence 
for assault (smiths) were employed in the forge of the prison. I found 
also a prisoner, a carpenter, at work at his trade ; but no prisoner is 
taught a trade in this prison unless matmaking, oven those under sentence 
of two years imprisonment. This I consider a mistake, as inatmaking is 
found to be perfectly useless as a means of a livelihood after disclia?°-e. 
Although there is a tailor and a shoemaker warder in the prison both 
tailors and shoemaker’s shops were empty at the time of my visit, as no 
prisoner, of either trade happened to be an inmate of the gaol. The fe- 
male prisoners were, on the day of my visit, employed picking oakum 
except two engaged in prison duties, and one debtor.

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I have nowhere found the Chaplains take more trouble in inspecting 
the provisions than here. I tasted the food which was supplied on the 
day of my visit. It was good; but the prisoners generally complain of 
the milk, and with reason, as far as I can ascertain. The Chaplains state 
that when received in the morning it tastes sufficiently good, and they do 
not feel justified in rejecting it; but before the prisoners’ dinner hour, at 
two o’clock, it sometimes has quite changed, and is evidently adulterated. 
The price, 7 id. per gallon, is as much as is paid in some other establish- 
ments where a genuine article is supplied; but in Longford, contracts for 
the gaol are I am informed, entered into by the cess-payers at road ses- 
sions- and, as the Board of Superintendence do not select contractors, they 
are independent of the Board and indifferent about pleasing them. Be- 
sides, contractors will not generally come forward at road sessions as fees 
have to be paid, consequently milk is the only article supplied by con- 
tract to this gaol. I would suggest that in future the practice which is 
found to work well in other counties be adopted here, and a bulk sum 
presented at each Assizes for the maintenance of the gaol. I he Board 
can then enter into contracts, and make the necessary arrangements for 
the management until the next assizes. I believe this arrangement will 
be found economical and beneficial to the public service.

ihe preceding tables do not show a large amount of crime in the county 
Louth. On the day of my inspection 21 males and 13 females were 
inmates of this gaol, including debtors, lunatics, drunkards, and all classes 
of offenders. The bridewell at Ardee, the only one in Louth, was, on the 
clay of my visit, unoccupied, so that the above numbers comprise all 
persons then under committals within the county. 

Amongst the males in custody, several were young, three but 18 years of 
age ; oue of the latter was under a sentence of eight months’ imprisonment 
for cattle stealing, and two for larceny. The great majority of the 
females were prostitutes and drunkards, committed by the borough magis- 
trates under the Towns Improvement Act, and sentenced to from one to 
three months’ imprisonment ; five of these then in custody had already 
within the present year spent an aggregate of 801 days in this gaol during 
leir frequent re-committals ; and one had been an inmate two out of every 
three days since the 1st of January last. An old woman, half-witted, has 
upwards of fifty times suffered imprisonment for drunkenness in this gaol, 
ohe was, when I visited the gaol, under a sentence of three months for 
that offence, and was at the time wailing and crying in her cell ; this, I 
was informed, is her constant habit ; but although the noise disturbs the 
quiet of the prison, the Governor feels an unwillingness to punish a crea- 
uie so little accountable for her actions. This class of prisoners are not 
deterred by prison punishments ; they will not restrain their passions, and 
lence are quite incorrigible. The long sentences for drunkenness and dis- 
orderly conduct, and the constant re-committals, have increased the daily 
average number in custody, which was 18 males and 12 females in 1861,

I found a little girl of twelve years of age confined in one of the cells, 
under a conviction for larceny. This was her first offence, and the Governor 
carefully kept her separate from adult prisoners. Seventeen juveniles 
ere committed to the gaol in 1860 j eleven in 1861 ; and sixteen during 

o 2 
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the present year. Of those sentenced in 1861, none were for long periods ; 
all belonged to the district in which the gaol is situated. Only one could 
read and write ; eight out of the eleven had both parents living ; one was 
under ten years of age ; and one male was sent to a reformatory. 



Lunatics. 

Three male lunatics wore in custody, under the care of a prisoner, on 
the day of my visit. They were confined in a double cell, the least objec- 
tionable spot where they could be placed ; but in proportion as the 
separate system is in force, tlic gaol necessarily becomes more unsuited 
for these irresponsible beings, who, under such circumstances, sometimes 
commit suicide, or take the life of other lunatics confined with them even 
in the best regulated lunatic asylums; and I perceive by the Medical Officei s 
Journal of this prison, which is most carefully kept that in February last 
one lunatic attempted suicide in her cell, and in March a lunatic neaily 
lost his right eye while fighting with the rest. I found in custody one 
insane prisoner, I. S„ committed criminally, a native of, and lately sergeant 
in the militia of, the county Monaghan, a man of steady habits (as I am 
informed by his captain) ; but in consequence of his failing intellect, 
having been discharged from the force, ho wandered to Dundalk, and was 
committed here as disorderly by the borough magistrates for one month, at 
the end of which time, on the 3rd of last November, ho was discharged from 
the gaol, but in a few hours afterwards re-committed for three months tor 
disorderly conduct in the streets ; he then became so violent that he had 
to be confined in a strait waistcoat ; within a short time his hands became 
much ulcerated from his struggles to free himself, and his front teeth 
were forced out of their sockets in his endeavours to bite oft the bandages 
which restrained his hands. The Medical Officer wrote to the Prisons 
Office for advice how to act. I visited the prison and as soon astte 
legal forms were complied with, a warrant was issued by the hol'd Lieu- 
tenant for his removal to the asylum of the district, and all arrangements 
were made for his reception, but before he could be removed, the unfortu- 
nate man was dead. I mention this case to show the necessity of legis- 
lation on the subject, at the same time that I exonerate from all blame 
the authorities of the gaol, who, I believe, bestowed all the care on the 
case which it was in their power to give. 

While this report was being printed, P. O’B., an insane prisoner, com- 
mitted suicide by hanging himself in the Bridewell at Ardee. thus, 
another is added to the victims of a defective legislation. 

Hitherto the ordinary diet given to lunatics in this gaol was the same 
as to other poor prisoners, viz., stirabout and half a pint of milk for 
breakfast, and bread and a pintof milk for dinner; no supper (with, how- 
ever, the privilege of being supplied with other food by their friends, 
if they had any). As, however, I consider it very desirable that more 
nutritious food should be provided for lunatics— persons whose disease, 
according to the highest authorities on the subject, is, most frequently, m 
the poorer classes, the result of half starvation anil privations, per aps 
during successive generations — “the body becoming deteriorated, ie 
manifestations of the mind fail with the other functions “—I urged the 
Medical Officer to exercise the ample discretionary powers vested m him, 
and to order, in all such cases, a generous diet, including meat at leas 
twice in the week, in order to sustain their failing systems. 

The apartments for master debtors are very good, but badly situated at 
the entrance to the prison. I highly approve of the suggestion of tie 
Governor to alter the doors to these apartments, and so confine t ic ncDiois 
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within their proper quarters. I found two in custody : one has been in the 
gaol for nearly two years, confined for a debt of .£15 3s. 2d. ; the other 
is under remand for eighteen months, by order of the Court; he, notwith- 
standing, enjoys the same privileges as other master debtors, while the 
pauper debtors, against whom no imputation has been cast, must, as the 
law now exists, be occupants of the cells in the criminal prison, and be 
subject to strict separation, and the privations in force in it. 

No returned convict was in custody on the day of my visit, but one 
female and two males had been sentenced to penal servitude during 1861. 
No escape was attempted in either the late or the present year. 

I found the prison in a very creditable state of order and discipline, 
and the prisoners appear to be kindly treated by the Governor, who is an 
active and experienced officer. He has been in charge of this prison since 
1842, and under his superintendence the different improvements have 
been made, which make this gaol well suited for criminal prisoners. The 
Governor himself attends lock-up ; and there is, in the central hall of the 
prison, a good detector clock, which tells the vigilance of the watch in 
the interior of the prison. The guard is changed twice during the night, 
at ten and at two o’clock; no patrol is considered necessary round the 
exterior of the gaol.

I have subjoined the above plan of Dundalk Gaol to this report because 
I consider it in many respects an excellent prison, built on an economica 
model, except the front building G, which is defective and unnecessarily 
costly. As other counties have under consideration to build new gaols, x 
believe it desirable to have models of the most approved prisons on recor 
with the defects pointed out, that they may be avoided in future, i 
radical fault in this prison is one which X consider should be at o 
remedied. The male and female prisons radiate from a common cent 
hall without any separation ; and although, under the present manage- 
ment of this prison, I am satisfied that no abuses exist^ in it, still j 
might at any moment arise, and it is wrong that male officers should na 
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access to the interior of the female prison at night, or, indeed, at any time, 
without being accompanied by a matron. I would, therefore, suggest to’ 
the Board of Superintendence the propriety of putting up a permanent 
separation between the male and female prisons, which might be done at 
a trifling cost, by a railing placed at the entrance to the female prison, 
marked R on the plan. A bell leading to the apartment of the matron 
might be within reach of the guard in the central hall, and without him- 
self having access to the interior of the female prison, he might rino- it, 
should any female prisoner become ill, or any necessity arise which would 
require the presence of the matron in the prison during the night. 

I found the prison buildings on my inspection generally in good repair, 
clean, and orderly; some of the basins and water-closets in the cells 
leak, and were under repair at the time of my visit ; some of the outer 
walls also being built of slate, admit the damp, a defect which it i3 diffi- 
cult to remedy. The hospital is likewise very damp from the same cause. 
It is, however, little used, and I do not consider that a separate hospital 
building is required in a small gaol such as this. The hospital should 
adjoin the main building; and all the prisoners should be under the same 
lock at night. 

This gaol, placed on a healthful and commanding site, just outside 
Dundalk, and close to the railway station, is well suited for the circum- 
stances of the county, is secure, well ventilated, and with all the appli- 
ances required for a separate prison. The sewerage is effective ; and the 
stock of bedding, sheets, rugs, and prison clothing good and sufficient, but 
some of the blankets are thin and worn ; there are, however, sufficient in 
store to replace those in use. There is no drying-room, which is much 
required ; and the punishment cells should be improved. They are, how- 
ever, little used, as will be seen by the annexed return; at the same time, 
discipline is enforced by other means.

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There is a good quarry on the prison grounds, opened since 1854, 
where much remunerative employment is given to the prisoners. The 
stones are disposed of when broken at Is. 8 d. per ton. A railway passes 
• from the sheds to the depot, where the stones are weighed in the break. 
Some of the prisoners were engaged in industrial works on the day of my 
visit : and there is no useless waste of human labour in this prison.

All officers resident within the prison are supplied with fuel and gas- 
light. Male turnkeys receive uniform, and the matron and her assistant 
clothing. JNo other allowances are given. 

Since last inspection, the Roman Catholic Chaplain, Chief Warder 
Matron, Schoolmaster, and one Sub-Warder, resigned. (The Chief Warder 
m consequence of being appointed Bridewell Keeper at Ardee.) The vacan- 
cies thus caused have been filled by the Board of Superintendence 
At the time of my inspection of Cavan Gaol in May last, one of the turn- 
keys of that prison was under suspension for repeated intoxication and I 
expressed an opinion that he ought not to continue an officer of the gaol 
i subsequently ascertained that he had resigned. On my visit to Dundalk 
Daol 111 .November, 1 was informed that the person referred to had been 
elected chief warder of that prison on the faith of the following certificate 
signed by the Chairman of the Board of Superintendence of Cavan Gaol* 
and dated 7tli July, 1862 : — ’ 

“We certify that served for the last seven years as turnkey of 

this prison, during which time he discharged his duties faithfully, honestly 
and to the satisfaction of the Board, the Governor, and the Local In- 
spector.” 

Within a very short period this person’s intemperate habits caused his 
removal from Dundalk Gaol, and another officer now occupies the situa-

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I found fifteen males and five females in custody, including two debtors 
three deserters, three prostitutes, and one lunatic committed as dano-er- 
ous, and another who, having been left at large, perpetrated a frightful 
murder, and attempted suicide, in which lie nearly succeeded. Of the 
males, seven were under sentence : one, a returned convict, for assaulting 
the police; a deserter, a boy of eighteen for an attempt at burglary, and 

four trifling cases of larceny. Five males were waiting for trial a man 

committed for. manslaughter in a drunken row, two deserters, and two 
others for passing base coin and embezzlement. The only females in the 
gaol were the wife of the man committed for passing base coin, three 
prostitutes, and a lunatic girl who has been in custody since March, 1862. 

I have enumerated these particulars because I feel that although the 
number of committals has increased, and the daily average number of 
persons in custody in 1863 has been greater than last year, the amount 
of crime m the district is inconsiderable. Several of the more serious 
criminals are strangers ; and although the district belonging to the gaol is 
small, containing a population of but 18,094 inhabitants, Drogheda is a 
seaport, with a considerable trade. I find, also, that the femSe commit- 
tals are confined almost exclusively to prostitutes, who are constantly 
recurrent to the gaol. Out of those committed during the present year 
one had been previously in custody ninety-two times, three upwards of 
sixty times each, and the rest from twenty-eight to forty-nine times. 

J uveniles. 

Seven boys and two girls were committed to this gaol in 1861— all but 
two, strangers to the district, and only one could read and write. Two 
(boys) were sent to.a reformatory.. During the first eleven months of 
loo2 but four juveniles were committed.

Several additions and some alterations will he required to adapt the 
” 7 S bc!on S‘"fft° gaol for carrying out effectively the most i, ,- 
pun ed system of prison discipline. There are but ten cells for prisoners in 
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the top range of the new prison ; these are occupied by females. And the 
chapel which is also used for a school, is on the same range and adjoin- 
ing which is objectionable, as male prisoners pass daily to it, both for 
■' school and chapel. The lower range contains twelve cells, occupied by 
males • the middle, fifteen, which latter are used for both sexes when the 
upper 'and lower ranges are full; this is likewise objectionable. The 
old building has not sufficient accommodation, and the tank placed on 
its roof does not command the top range of cells. All these defects 
might be remedied by raising that building another story : the tank on 
the roof would then be of sufficient height to supply every part of the 
gaol • and if the chapel were removed to it, the entire upper range of the 
new prison would afford sufficient accommodation for all females likely 
to be committed to this gaol, and the stairs leading from the male to the 
female prison might be removed. . . 

I regret that I could not procure a plan of the gaol, as having it would 
facilitate the decision on the alterations, which should be made with care 
and judgment. . 

The room in which the washing is now carried on is quite nnsuited for 
the purpose, and a proper laundry and drying room, with laundry yard 
attached, should be built. Washing is a most useful and profitable employ- 
ment for female prisoners, as by it they can earn their bread honestly after 

*My oolieague, in his Report for 1861, has made some useful suggestions 
which ought to be adopted; amongst others, a door should be opened 
for male prisoners to pass direct to their exercising ground ; and, 
above all, gas should be introduced into the prison. On this subject 
a Select Committee of the House of Commons passed a resolution— 

“ That no prisoner in separation should he left in darkness for more than 
a maximum time required for rest, vie., eight hours. 

I found, on my inspection, this gaol very clean, well kept, and in 
a creditable state of order and discipline, the ventilation sufficient, and 
the prison generally dry, but the traces of damp on the walls between the 
new and old work, observed by my colleague when he inspected the gaol 
twelve months since, are still apparent. The sewerage is good, and is 
flushed from the tank at the top of the building, which is supplied by 
a crank pump, from which an ample supply of water can be obtained. 
The stock of bedding and prison clothing is small, and some of the 
blankets, especially those, in the cells for females, are thin and worn, ihe 
lock-up is attended by the Governor, but there is no night patrol, and 
the Matron, the only female officer in the gaol, sleeps in a building 
at the gate distinct from the prison.

m< The great majority of the juveniles committed to this gaol had both 
parents living, and were wholly illiterate ; out of the entire number (twenty- 
five), but two could read and write. One little girl of eleven yeais of age 
had completed a sentence of three months imprisonment, and was under a 
fresh committal, waiting for trial for another offence ; her mother, who 
is an old and hardened offender, was, as I understood, to be transmitted to 
Meath and Westmeath on the completion of her sentence, being charged 
with crimes committed in both localities. One girl was undergoing a 
punishment of three weeks imprisonment in strict separation previous to 
being sent to a reformatory, to which she had been sentenced. Some of 
the other juveniles were not kept sufficiently separate ; but the prison was 
overcrowded, and is destitute of proper requirements for the purpose. 

Lunatics. 

As in the other gaols of Ireland, insane patients, instead of being placed 
in an hospital or asylum, where their disease can be properly treated, are 
committed here as if they were criminals. The result must necessarily be 
injurious. I found on looking over the Governor s journal, which is 
minutely and carefully kept, that on one occasion a lunatic was found in- 
sensible in his cell, and was only recovered by the use of restoratives and 
the care of the medical officer, after treatment in the hospital ; another 
had a cut head ; but such cases must necessarily, occur, and no diligence 
can prevent them in the anomalous position in which the insane are placed 
in a gaol. Fourteen lunatics were in custody on the day of my visit. 
Their cases presented all the usual features which have already been de- 
scribed in reports on other county gaols. One death during the past year 
was of a lunatic. , , i 

The diet given to lunatics in this gaol is the same as that provided tor 
other prisoners. Animal food is very seldom given to any of the inmates 
belonging to this class, although the necessity for animal food for the insane 
is universally admitted. I Im anxious that the Medical Officer should 
understand that he has power under the Prisons Act to order them any 
diet which he considers their state requires.

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ho. alteration or improvement has been made in this gaol since last in- 
spection, except that a door was opened between two classes to prevent a 
passage through the debtors’ quarters. Several improvements are, how- 
ever, contemplated, one to increase the supply of water, by boring the well- 
hole, and. thus obtain an adequate quantity, as the amount at present 
available is so limited that water-carts have to be employed to furnish a 
sufficiency for prison use. The well-hole was, I am informed, nearly dry 
for two months during the summer of 1861, and in April of this year the 
water was very low in it. This subject is too closely connected with the 
sanitary state of the gaol to be neglected. The number of deaths in the 
prison is proportionally greater than in many other gaols, and nowhere is 
the supply of water and the sewerage more defective. I would, therefore, 
beg to suggest that the matter be no longer postponed. In a limestone dis- 
trict it must be eminently successful if judiciously and skilfully done. Im- 
perfect sewerage requiring the use of movable soil boxes should never exist 
in a public. institution. A presentment of £94 has, I understand, been made 
at last Assizes for repairs, which will, I trust, go far towards the comple- 
tion of the most necessary requirements for the sanitary state of the gaol. 

I found the prison, on my inspection, very clean, orderly, and secure, 
the buildings generally in a good state, but some repairs were required in 
the roof of the hospital and elsewhere. Ventilation has been improved 
by zinc ventilators having been introduced into each of the cells. The 
stock of prison clothing, bedding, rugs, and blankets, was sufficient, but 
a few of the latter were worn and in holes. Some sheets and shoes for 
the females are required. An alteration should be made in the sittings of 
the chapel, so that prisoners of different sexes should not see each other. 
A laundry, drying-room, baths, and some other requirements mentioned by 
my colleague in his last report, are still wanting, and the imperfect classi- 
fication already alluded to makes this prison very defective. 

The Governor attends lock-up, and a guard patrols during the night. 
Its vigilance is checked by a detecter clock. Eleven prisoners were sen- 
tenced to penal servitude in 1861, and fifteen up to the period of my 
visit in 1862. No escape was effected in either year.

Reading and penman- 
ship are well taught ; and the proficiency attained in those branches by 
persons who were totally illiterate on entering this school, is highly satis- 
factory, and very creditable to the teacher. I have suggested that 
exercises in mental calculation be introduced, and more attention paid to 
the teaching of the tables of weights and measures.” The Master, who is 
classed first of third, has received £5 for some years from the Commis- 
sioners of Education, as a' gratuity for his diligence and attention.

The Board assembles monthly, but not always in sufficient numbers to 
form a quorum. Payments are made by drafts drawn in favour of the 
contractor for all sums exceeding 20s. 

Subordinate intern officers are paid at the monthly meetings of the 
Board ; the salaries of those of higher grade at the Assizes. 



Bridewells. 

The bridew r ells in this county are generally very defective and want- 
ing in the requirements for a prison, that at Belmullet particularly so. 
When I visited it, ten adult prisoners were in custody, besides two chil- 
dren ; and for their accommodation there were but three bedsteads and 
four beds. There was no other furniture in the bridewell, except one 
form. Sheets, blankets, buckets, tins, tables, forms, and chambers are much 
required. The locks are very insufficient, and there is no difficulty in 
crossing into the yard from the outside. As this building is a mere out- 
house rented by the year, I would suggest that it be surrendered, and 
money obtained from the Consolidated Fund, interest free, under the 16th 
section of the Act 7 Geo. IV., chap. 74, repayable in twenty half-yearly 
instalments, with which a suitable building could be erected.

When the extent of this large county, comprising an area of 579,89!) 
acres and containing a population of 110,009 inhabitants, is coneide , 
the preceding tables (which present no remarkable feature for comm .) 
are only such as might be expected in so large and populous a. distr ct i 
we except one case of murder, and three of manslaughter the cr.m.n 
statistics of the county do not generally contain crimes of a g ■ 
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character; the number of committals, however, has increased in 1861 
although the offences, were, for the most part, only such as result 
from the pressure of poverty, and assaults, formerly frequent in this 
county, have considerably diminished. 

The number of arrests for debt increased in 1861, but I found no 
debtor in custody on the day of my visit. There has been no female 
debtor in this prison for some years. Female crime is very inconsiderable 
in the County Meath, but six persons of that sex were in custody on the 
day of my visit, one of whom was a Poor Law offender, and all were 
for trifling offences. 



Juveniles. 

Although but six boys and ono girl, under sixteen years of age, were 
committed to this gaol during 1861, two of these were sentenced to 
penal servitude : the girl for six, and the boy for four years ; two 
were sentenced to a reformatory, two to short imprisonments and one 
was acquitted. My experience leads me toagreein the opinion ’expressed 
m the resolution of the Select Committee of the House of Commons, that 
“ children, when guilty of crime, ought to be treated in a manner different 
from the ordinary punishments of adult criminals." I watched the career 
of a little boy, T., sentenced to penal servitude, who was perfectly incor- 
rigible in the Convict Depot, and, on discharge, joined a gang of burglars. 
This boy, on re-conviction, being still a juvenile under sixteen years of 
age, was sent to a reformatory, where be now is, and, I am informed, doin n- 
well. All but two of the above had lost one or both parents, and only 
one could read and write. I found one juvenile an inmate of the gaol 
when I visited it. 6 

No lunatic, committed as dangerous, was in custody on the day of my 
inspection, but eleven males and one female were so committed in 1861 
and three since January last. Two adults, one male and one female, were 
sentenced to penal servitude during 1861 : each to three years. 

The Governor attends lock-up regularly, and a guard patrols at night 
Ao escape was attempted either during the present or the past year.

Gao1 ’ ereoted at a period when prison construction was ill under- 
tl m . and the so]e object contemplated was the safe custody 
Gove „„r’?r era ’ C T‘ StS ° f , a lal 'S e circular building, containing the 
noi s house, offices, and chapel, and five separate blocks of cells 
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radiating from it; eacli block is again divided by a central wall. I 
feel perfectly satisfied that no efficient system of prison discipline can 
be established in these buildings as they now exist, and that they are 
quite inapplicable for carrying out sentences of secondary punishment, 
and likewise, the management must, necessarily, be expensive. 

When I inspected this gaol I found it very secure, remarkably clean, 
and well kept, the prisoners orderly, and I am satisfied that every care 
is taken by the Governor to avail himself of the appliances at his disposal. 

This prison is well supplied with w r ater, which is pumped up by the 
tread-wheel, and distributed to the different sections of the establishment, 
and applied to the flushing of the sewerage, which appears to be sufficient; 
water, for drinking purposes, is obtained from a hand-pump on the prison 
grounds. The laundry, which is formed in one of the day-rooms of the 
prison, could, at a small cost, be made satisfactory ; it is not partitioned, 
neither is the tread-wlieel, but where association so fully exists elsewhere 
in this prison, separation at these employments only would be compara- 
tively of trifling advantage. The other defects in this prison are 
mentioned by my colleague in his Report for 1861, but, I am informed, 
that no improvement is in contemplation. e 

I found the stock of bedding, sheets, rugs, and prison clothing sufficient, 
but baths, covered lavatories, and other requirements are wanting.

I frequently inspected this prison during the year, and at all times 
found it clean and well kept ; the Governor and prison staff attentive 
to their duties, the buildings in sufficient repair, and the establishment 
in as good a state of order and discipline as circumstances would permit. 
The stock of bedding, sheets, and prison clothing, is insufficient for the 
requirements of the prison ; rugs are much required, and some of the 
blankets were in holes and much worn when I inspected them. 

This gaol, although situated at the top of a high hill, is sufficiently sup- 
plied with water, which is pumped by the tread-wheel from a very deep 
well on the prison grounds into a large cistern, whence it is distributed 
to the different sections of the prison, and applied to flushing the sewerage, 
which is effective. I am happy now to be iu a position to congratulate 
the excellent Board of Superintendence of the gaol of this county on the 
speedy prospect of having the prison buildings altered to meet the require- 
ments of the most improved system of discipline ; and at the small expense 
of £3,000, repayable, interest free, in ten years, a good and secure gaol will 
be formed, where perfect supervision can be exercised, with convenience 
of construction and economy in heating, lighting, and attendance ; at the 
same time the prison will become more healthful as the aspect of the cells 
will be improved, and the prisoners will be in the enjoyment of the light 
and free air from the surrounding country, which I consider of great con- 
sequence to the well-being of the inmates when kept in separation, a 
subject which too often is not considered in the building and alterations 
of gaols. A slightly different plan for the alteration of this gaol was 
adopted by the Grand Jury, and approved by his Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant in 1861 ; but as no contractor could be found to undertake the

Although the number of prisoners in custody in the county gaol at 
Roscommon, on the day of my inspection, was less than on the correspond- 
ino- days during the last three years, the committals, both during the pre- 
sent and the past year, have exceeded m number those in 1860. I 
appears from the preceding tables that eight committals for burglary and 
four for highway robbery, were made during 1860, while but one (of a 
female) for highway robbery in 1861, one tor burglary in 1862, and 
durino- the two years up to my visit in July, 1862, there was no other 
committal for either of those crimes. Committals for cattle-stealing, on 
the contrary, have increased from four in 1860, 

likewise, have become much more frequent, being 99 in 1860-120 in 18b 1. 

I found one master and two pauper debtors m custody , one of 
the latter was a female ; she was placed in the hospital, as theie is no 
accommodation provided for female debtors m this prison. It appears, 
however, that very few are committed here (only three within the last 
seven years). Tlie male pauper debtor whom I found in custody, com- 
plained to me of being obliged to sleep in a cell m the criminal prison at 
night but I did not consider this a just cause of complaint. Amongst the 
criminal classes, one juvenile was under sentence for felony, and two oi 
absconding from the Union. The Governor had those boys carefully 
separated from the adults, as well as the circumstances of tins associated 
prison would permit. In the female prison, a little girl of eleven years 
of ao-e sentenced to three months imprisonment for an assault, was kept 
nuitfapart a^d in separation, for which there are facilities on the female 
side o/the prison, which is principally under the separate system, 
consider that the Assistant-Matron deserves much credit for the pains she 
has taken to instruct this child, who is intelligent, and although wholly 
illiterate when committed to the prison, can now read fairly , but her 
parents are drunken travelling tinkers, and I fear that, when ^j^rged 
and again in their company, the instructions which she has received w 
be forgotten. For such cases a reformatory is particularly suited. I 
found one returned convict, a female of the very worst description m 
this gaol. She had rings in her ears, which I directed to be removed as 
not suited for an inmate of a prison. 

Juveniles. 

Thirteen male and three female juveniles were committed to this gaol 
in 1861 ; all, except one, belonged to the localities m which i they were 
convicted. All these had one parent living, and ten of the boys had hot 
father and mother ; ten could read and Write, and the remaining six we 
wholly illiterate. But one juvenile, a girl, was sentenced to a reforma- 
tory during the year ; she previously underwent one month s impuson 
ment a3 punishment for her offence.

Twenty lunatics were committed here as dangerous during 1861, and 

seven up to J uly in the present year. I found seven in custody on my ^ 0Uni V °f 
inspection. Here, as elsewhere, their position is anomalous, and the same ^Guol™ 
objections apply to this as to other gaols for criminals, used for the treat- 
ment of patients suffering under mental affections. Their diet is quite 
unsuited for persons whose disease is, according to the opinion of the 
highest authorities, Dr. Connolly and others, “the frequent result of 
half starvation, going on for years, or perhaps for generations and 
where there is an insufficient production of the nervous force, the im- 
poverished blood, according to Sir Benjamin Brodie, is incapable of main- 
taining the functions of the nervous system. 

The prisoners are kindly treated by the authorities, and discipline 
efficiently maintained, with few punishments. 

The females are placed under the separate system, but the new building 
has not been constructed on the best plan, and, although containing but 
sixteen cells, supervision cannot be satisfactorily maintained by one officer. 

At a small additional expense the space between the cells could have been 
made sufficiently wide to enable a central hall to have been formed, and 
perfect supervision insured. I trust that when the male prison is beino- 
adapted to the separate system the most improved principle of prison 
construction will be adopted. I subjoin a plan of the gaol, by which it 
will be seen what facilities exist to form an excellent prison out of the 
present buildings, if judiciously done.

I found this gaol, on my inspection, in a very satisfactory state of cleanli- 
ness and order, sufficiently supplied with prison clothing, blankets, sheets, 
and run's, but many of the bed- ticks were very much worn and should be 
cast. Water for prison use is pumped by the tread-wheel into a large 
tank placed over it, whence it is distributed to the different yards and 
sections of the gaol ; but there are to covered lavatories for male pri- 
soners, a deficiency which could be supplied at a trifling cost. 1 he supply 
of water is limited, but I understand sufficient. The tread-wheel is 
partitioned, but the stalls are too deep, and supervision is prevented ; 
prisoners waiting for their turn can chat with those on the wheel. 1 
explained to the Deputy-Governor how this would be remedied if a slight 
alteration were made by a common carpenter. My colleague suggested 
some improvements in his last report, which the Board of Superintendence 
appointed a Committee to consider. The report of that Committee is 
very full, and in accordance with their recommendation the Board have 
laid down new flagging of a superior description in the day-room of the 
male prison, and, as far as practicable without putting the county to 
expense, have ordered theother suggestions to be acted on. As there were 
no Protestant prisoners in the gaol, the improvement in the sittings in the 
chapel was referred to the Roman Catholic Chaplain for report. I consulted 
with him and the Deputy-Governor, and believe that the arrangement 
now proposed by them will, if adopted, be satisfactory, and obviate the 
defects complained of. I regret that a more efficient sewerage is no 
contemplated, as my experience leads me to believe that on a goo 
sewerage mainly depends the sanitary condition of the inmates of the 

S The present stores are too small, and I would suggest that some of the 
useless rooms in the prison be fitted up for the purpose. . 

I shall not refer to the other defects of the prison, as they have already 
been fully considered by the Board, and perhaps in some year ot iesb 
pressure on the rates, may be remedied. ,

Water-closets could be 
put up for a very trifling cost; the cisterns are in their places, and cheap 
pans can now be procured, quite suited for the purpose. The closets off 
the wards are not secure, but they can be made so without difficulty. An 
exercising ground for male inmates is also wanting. 

The sanitary condition of the prison is not satisfactory, as will be seen 
by the number of deaths yearly.

The Board meets regularly every month for the discharge of business, 
when the accounts are duly examined and paid by draft to each creditor. 
Intern officers are paid monthly, the Local Inspector and Apothecary 
quarterly, and the Chaplains half-yearly at assizes. 



Bridewells. 

Some of the bridewells in this county are very defective ; there is but 
one day-room, exercising yard, and privy, in each of those at Castlerea and 
Strokestown, where sane and insane, good and bad of both sexes, chaste 
and unchaste, innocent and guilty, are placed together without distinction, 
the mischief which must result may be guessed when it is remembered 
that petty sessions are held only fortnightly at Strokestown ; besides, in 
J t the only sleeping cell for females is inside that for males. I would 
entreat the Board to improve these buildings. Prisons and bridewells 
are intended to prevent, not to be the cause of, crime.

I regret to find an increase in the number of committals to this gaol 
during the past year, and that increase is under almost .every head m ' 
above tables except malicious injury ; at the same time, the amoun 
crime is not great, considering the area and population of the c /• 
The average daily number in custody has likewise been higher duimg 
past and present years than previously, the numbers being twenty-tin 
males and six females, in 1860; twenty-six males and nine females, 
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1861 ; and thirty-one males and eleven females up to July in 1862 ; but the 
longer sentences now given in many cases, and the pressure of successive 
bad harvests in a poor district, such as the county Sligo, may, perhaps, 
account for the increase in the numbers in custody in this gaol. 

I find, likewise, that the number of convictions under the game and 
revenue laws have increased, but there does not appear to exist the same 
agrarian crime as in some other parts of Ireland ; and we may reasonably 
hope that offences will diminish in proportion to the increasing prosperity 
of the county. 

Female crime has always been trifling here, as in other parts of the 
west and in the south of Ireland. I found seven females in custody, 
consisting of three untried prisoners, two summarily convicted — one for 
larceny, the other for a breach of the revenue laws — and two convicted 
by a jury. One, however, was a returned convict, a class of prisoners 
whose presence must necessarily exercise a most mischievous influence in 
an associated prison such as this is, notwithstanding every exertion of the 
authorities of the gaol to counteract its effect, more especially as there 
exists, scattered throughout the country, several gangs of professional 
female thieves, natives of Sligo and the adjoining counties, who appear to 
recruit their ranks in the associated prisons of the West of Ireland. The 
presence of such offenders, under long sentences, in a gaol where free 
intercourse among prisoners is permitted, as here, must always be detri- 
mental, as tending to spread organized crime among the population of the 
district; and my experience leads me to believe that it would be most bene- 
ficial to introduce the plan adopted by the prison managers of Scotland, 
under the Act 23 and 24 Viet., c. 105, by which offenders under sentence 
of more than nine months are transferred to a central dep6t, where a 
uniformity of punishment is carried out, and the present anomalous treat- 
ment of prisoners in county goals avoided. 

Six discharged convicts were committed to this gaol in 1861, and but 
one in the present year. I found two in custody at the time of my 
visit. 

Lock-up is regularly attended by the Governor. A night patrol is 
kept up by one of the turnkeys in rotation, but his vigilance is not tested 
by a detecter-clock. No escape was attempted during the present or 
past years.

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I found this gaol, on my inspection, in every part thoroughly clean 
and well kept, orderly and secure, the ventilation and sewerage good, 
and the supply of water abundant. To these facts, and the attention of 
the authorities of the gaol, I must attribute its generally sanitary state 
for many years, except in 1860, when two deaths occurred. The water, 
which is obtained from a reservoir outside the prison grounds, is of a 
good quality, and abundant ; it is distributed to the different parts of the 
prison, and then applied to flushing the sewerage. The stock of bedding, 
sheets, blankets, and prison clothing, is good and sufficient, ihe debtors 
prison, the hospital, cook-house, laundry, and drying-room are good, and 
the accommodation more than required, as will be seen from the plan of the 
prison which I have appended to this report; but the appliances required 
for an improved system of prison discipline are altogether wanting, they 
could, however, easily be introduced.

It will be seen by the above plan that facilities exist for altering the 
buildings so as to suit the requirements of the Act 3 & 4 Viet., cli. 44, 
under which a deterrent system of prison discipline might be established, 
and the defects which must necessarily exist under the vicious classifica- 
tion of the 7 Geo. IV., chap. 74, would be avoided. The present intelli- 
gent and efficient Governor of this gaol appears to be well qualified to 
carry out the separate system, if the means of doing so were put within 
his reach ; and I beg again to call the attention of the Board and the 
Grand Jury to the advantages which would result from its adoption. 
The cells of the prison are of the size in which prisoners can be legally 
confined in separation, and the alterations would consequently not be 
attended with much cost, which, when spread over a period of ten years, 
and obtained from the Treasury interest free, would not be felt as a bur en 
on the rates. , r . t 

If the present day-rooms were divided into cells, more than surnci 
accommodation for all prisoners, male and female, would be formed m » 
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present range ; and the two prisons, although perfectly separate and 
distinct, and entered from opposite ends of the block, might be heated 
from a common boiler, by which a saving in fuel would be effected.

Appendix to Forty-first Report of 

When I visited this gaol in July, the male prison was in the hands of 
the contractor who had been appointed to make the necessary alterations 
for adapting the buildings to the separate system of prison discipline. Many 
of the prisoners had been removed to Derry Gao!, to enable the works to 
be carried on, consequently the above table of the state of the prison on 
the day of my inspection does not correctly represent the number of 
criminals belonging to the county in custody on that day. It will be seen 
however, by reference to the preceding tables that committals did not 
increase in number during the past year. In 1860, 301 male and 149 
female criminal committals, making a total of 450, were made to this gaol. 
In 1861 the numbers were 305 male and 136 female committals foi 
criminal ’offences, being altogether 441 during the year.. My average 
number of prisoners, however, considerably increased m 1861. In that 
year the averages were 42 males, and 23^ females, while m 1860, the 
numbers were 37 females, and 21* females. My experience leads me to 
believe that the daily averages are not a correct criterion to judge of. the 
state of crime in a district, as at present much longer sentences are given 

th There lia/been a great increase in the number of arrests for debt since 
1860. The numbers of debtor inmates of this prison were 24 in I860, 
34 in 1861, and 32 from January to the day of my inspection in July, 
1862 ; 8 were in custody at the time of my visit. 

Lunatics are now seldom committed to Omagh gaol as dangerous ; one 
only was so committed in 1861, and 3 since the commencement of 1862. 

Juveniles. 

Twenty-five male, and 8 female juveniles were committed to this gaol 
in 1861 - all but 4 belonged to the localities in which they were convicted, 
16 had lost one or both parents ; 3 could read and write ; the Iema ™ d ® r 
were either imperfectly instructed or wholly illiterate. One a boy oi 
thirteen years of age was sent to the Reformatory at Malone at the end of 
a sentence of one month’s imprisonment, as a punishment foi his often® . 
At the time of my visit, two boys were in custody summarily convicted , 
one an old offender, who is constantly recurrent to this gaol.

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I found this prison, on my inspection, in an excellent state of order 
and discipline. The buildings not undergoing alteration were clean and 
well kept ; the stock of bedding, sheets, blankets, rugs, and prison 
clothing sufficient ; the supply of water abundant, and the sewerage 
effective. 

The accompanying plan of the gaol when altered has been forwarded 
to me by the Governor, and as it svill be found useful in facilitating 
future arrangements, I have appended it to this report.

I would have preferred that a plan on a more improved principle had 
been adopted, but it would have been attended with an increased expen- 
diture, and could not have been executed for the amount of the present- 
ment. There is one improvement, however, which I consider necessary 
in a separate prison in this cold damp climate. The floor of the cells 
should be of timber. Flags are too cold for the purpose, and likely to 
lay the seeds of disease. Prisoners under the depressing influences of 
cellular imprisonment in separation and on gaol diet, cannot bear cold 
with linpuuity. The limited amount of food given is required for the 
performance of the organic functions, and should not be expended on an 
/in t0 H e ®P U P an 5 ma d heat in the system. The cost of flooring the cells 
will be trifling, and I would beg to suggest to the Board the propriety of 
laving this improvement carried out while the prison is in the hands of 
the contractor. 

Six prisoners were sentenced to penal servitude in this county during 1861, 
and ten during the present year. The Governor, who is a zealous and 
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active officer, takes considerable pains to have old and hardened offenders 
including returned convicts, identified. He has established a system of 
photography for that purpose, and his endeavours have been attended 
with success, as the identification of several, who would otherwise have 
escaped with a light sentence, was facilitated by its means. I believe 
this to be an important improvement m the prison system which should 

everywhere be introduced. , . , , , , 

The Governor or his deputy attends lock-up regularly ; a watchman 
patrols at night, and there is an excellent detecter clock in the prison, by 
which his vigilance can be tested , Rfi9 . , 

No escape was effected from this gaol e.ther during 1861 or 1862 , but 
two prisoners escaped from bridewclls;-one, D. M‘A„ from Dungannon, m 
January last, and the other, A. S„ from Strabane, in the following June.

As the prison is now undergoing a general alteration and improvement, 
it is desirable that the defects in the hospital, pointed out by my colleague, 
should be remedied. 1 found one patient, who was under along sentence, 
in one of the wards, suffering from phthisis. As this is a disease so 
frequent among prisoners in cellular confinement, and generally, under 
ordinary circumstances, fatal, such cases require to be careiully watched 
ill county prisons, where the diet is so low. It is- for that reason that lull 
powers are given, under the Prisons Act, to the Medical Officer to order 
whatever food he considers necessary to counteract the waste produced 
oil the body by the action of the mind.

I found in custody, on the day of my inspection, forty-one male, and eight 
female prisoners. The tried males were twelve, convicted at Assizes and 
Quarter Sessions, and twenty-six summarily. The offences were princi- 
pally assaults, some of a serious nature. Three prisoners were under 
sentence for appearing in arms at night, six for larceny, receiving stolen 
goods, &c., and two were offenders against the Poor Laws (deserting wife, 
&c.) The untried were two, a man committed for sheep-stealing, and 
another for rape. Two pauper debtors were in custody, one of whom has, 
I understand, been upwards of twenty years in the gaol and will not be 
discharged, he acts as cook for the prisoners, in which capacity he is 
found useful and trustworthy. The females were, four prostitutes, com- 
mitted as vagrants by the borough magistrates, from the towns of Mul- 
lingar and Athlone; two untried ; and one tried prisoner convicted of 
burglary ; a very young girl belonging to a gang ot thieves and pick- 
pockets from one of the western counties of Ireland, members ot which 
I have found inmates of different gaols throughout the country ; her 
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mother and brother, convicted with her, were sentenced to penal servitude 
for the same burglary, and this girl, in consequence of her youth, to 
twelve months’ imprisonment only. My experience leads me to believe 
that in such cases the prisoner generally, at the end of her imprisonment 
ao-ain joins the gang ; and that the sole chance of reformation is to 
sentence her to penal servitude, in the hope that from the refuges she 
may be provided with an honest way of earning her bread, and not again 
return to her friends, who are still leading a life of crime. One, amongst 
the prostitutes committed for vagrancy, is a returned convict formerly sen- 
tenced to penal servitude for a like offence. On the completion of her 
sentence she returned to her former mode of life, by which she has been 
livino- for twenty-five years, except during the period of her committals. 

Two of the male inmates were returned convicts, one discharged five 
years ago from the Convict Depot, since which time, it is stated, no 
charge of dishonesty has been brought against him. He is now convicted 
under the Poor Law Act, for deserting his wife (he states that he finds it 
difficult to obtaiu employment, being known to have been a convict). 
The other, one of those old and incorrigible offenders, discharged at the end 
of a commuted sentence of transportation, served in Bermuda. lie lias now 
been sentenced to two years’ imprisonment in this gaol, for having stolen 
goods in his possession, which he acknowledged to me lie had taken, 
assisted by another returned convict (who was not convicted) and t ie 
robbery was committed by means of a little girl, twelve years of age, the 
man’s daughter. The child has been sent to a reformatory by the Judge 
before whom the case was tried. I found one fine little boy, about 
eleven years of age, in the gaol, sentenced to fourteen days imprison- 
ment for throwing stones ; his mother is dead, and his father and brother 
having been sentenced to penal servitude, he was left deserted in the 
streets of Mullingar. Three other youths were in custody, but past tne. 
acre when they could be classed as juveniles, one under a sentence of two 
years, and all appear hardened in crime. I regret to find that many 
youths belonging to this neighbourhood appear to be growing up in vice, 
and some have been sentenced to penal servitude in other counties. 

Twelve male and five female juveniles were committed to this gaol in 
1861, and nine in the present year. Three boys and three girls were 
sentenced to a reformatory in 1861, and one boy to penal servitude , ic 
was one of the only six so sentenced during the year, and has since been 
transferred to the class of adult convicts in the Government prison. 

1 found no dangerous lunatics in custody, and those committed are 
not detained here long. One insane prisoner, however, who had murdered 
another lunatic in the District Asylum, was committed to this gaol by 
the Coroner, and gave much trouble before he was removed to the Criminal 
Asylum at Dundrum after the assizes.

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I found the prison buildings, on my inspection, in good repair and order ; 
they were clean, well kept, and secure. Although the gaol lies low, ven- 
tilation is good, and it is healthy. The sewerage is very effective, as a branch 
of the river Brusna, passing through the prison yards, keeps the sewers 
always flushed, which circumstance, perhaps, may account for the sanitary 
condition of the gaol. There is, also, an unfailing source of water on a high 
level outside the grounds, whence an ample supply is furnished for prison 
purposes even in the driest seasons. I found the stock of bedding, blankets, 
sheets, and prison clothing of very good quality, and sufficient in quantity. 
Much of the materials are manufactured in the prison, by which good warm 
clothing is insured, and what is of even more importance, the prisoners 
are usefully employed at reproductive labour. Corn, likewise, is pur- 
chased in the market, dried on a kiln, and ground in an excellent crank 
mill, worked by the prisoners condemned to hard labour, of which there 
are always many in this prison, sentenced for waylaying, assaults, and 
other agrarian outrages. The mill, which is worked both for prison use 
and the public outside, is a source of profit of which I highly approve, as 
not alone beneficial to the prisoners as a labour, and furnishing the best 
description of food for their use, but likewise tending to reduce the rates 
on the county. I consider, however, that the prisoners at the mill should 
be kept more separate, those waiting for their turn for work are too much 
in association, hut the defect could easily be remedied. There is an ex- 
cellent hake-lmuse attached to the gaol, where good bread is made, a 
matter of much importance to the health of the prisoners, as the allow- 
ance given in county gaols is limited. The laundry and drying-room are 
excellent, but the prisoners are not sufficiently separated while at work. 
To carry out separation perfectly in the laundry, each prisoner should 
have a separate room, as in Belfast Gaol, which is a model in this respect, 
worthy of imitation. The prison chapel is damp and cold, and a. stove is 
much required in it. 

Although the separate system is not enforced for all classes of prisoners 
none were in association on the day of my visit, and I was particularly 
glad to find that the child in custody was kept altogether separate from the 
adult prisoners. 

The Governor regularly attends lock-up, and a guard patrols at night, 
whose vigilance is tested by an excellent detector clock, made in Mullin- 
gar, on an improved principle, and not likely to be put out of order. 
Although this clock is kept in the board-room, the guard-room is in 
another part of the gaol, hence an effective patrol is insured. 

The punishments, which arc few, were all inflicted by the sole authority 
of the Governor, and each entry in the Punishment Book is initialed by 
the Chairman of the Board at its meetings. 

The prisoners appear to be kindly treated, at the same time that a 
proper discipline is kept up. I questioned each on the day of my visit 
and found r.o cause of complaint, except that some alleged that the quan- 
tity of food supplied to them was not sufficient, but it is according to 
regulation, and is of a much better quality than is given in many other 
gaols throughout the country. No escape was attempted within the 
present or past year.

Besides sums handed over to the county 
towards the reduction of the rates, a fund is generated by- which officer, 
whose cases do not come within the provisions of the Prisons Act, can be 
remunerated.

The schools are placed under the National Board of Education, and 
regularly inspected by their officer, who reports favourably of the efficiency 
of the Master, and that the school is progressing; he keeps a school in 
the town, but attends at the gaol for four hours daily. He is classed 
second of the second class not trained. I was much pleased with the pro- 
ficiency in writing shown by some of the pupils.

I have great pleasure in stating that the existing condition of the county 
of Callow presents no exception to the remarkable ami creditable immu- 
nity from crime, which has characterized it in later years, and which lias 
been the subject of justly congratulatory notice on the part of successive 
Inspectors-General. There is a slight increase in the averages of both 
sexes durin o- the first five months of the current year, as compared with the 
complete twelve months ofl 861 ; but I have no doubt that in the course of 
the summer and autumn the normal decline will take place, and that there 
will bo no permanent advance. When we take into consideration that 
there are no bridewells in this county, and that the inmates of this single 
gaol represent the whole aggregate of offenders in custody, the number is 
surprisingly low; and when we further analyze the committals of the males 
in charge, we find that out of twelve, four are master debtors one a pri- 
soner merely lodged here for transmission to Naas Gaol, and a criminal 
lunatic, acquitted of assault on the ground of insanity, and thus we have 
hut six individuals of this sex belonging to the responsible criminal class. 

In other localities the proportion of the re committals of females, chiefly 
prostitutes and disorderly persons, is usually very great ; but here in a 
term of five months, it will be observed, on reference to the schedule that 
bvt one has returned— a striking testimony to the deterrent effect of the 

“ separate system.” . 

Juvenile offenders are infrequent here, and none, since the establishment 
of Reformatories, have been consigned to these institutions.. Vagrancy, 
also, has become comparatively rave ; and there is a decline in the num- 
ber of drunkards, as contrasted with the corresponding period of last year.

I found the whole prison in sound repair, clean and orderly, and the 
supply ol water, the ventilation, and the sewerage satisfactory. 1 he stock 
of bedding, blankets, sheets, and clothing was adequate. No alteration 
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has taken place in the accommodation since the last inspection, nor is any 
in contemplation. In most respects the requirements of a well-ordered 
gaol are to be found here ; but, in the event of pauper debtors being com- 
mitted, there is no separate quarter allocated to them, in contravention of 
the 8th General Rule, annexed to the 109th section of 7th Geo. IV., cap. 
74; and there is no regular reception- ward for prisoners of either sex, 
who, when admitted, are placed in the day-rooms of the old prison, 
stripped and washed, and passed into their classes or cells without the 
previous medical inspection, which is prescribed by the 20th General Rule 
annexed to the section and Act recited above. 

The females are subjected to “individual separation” in its integrity, 
the laundry being partitioned, except the lunatics, and those, who are 
nursing children. With regard to the latter, as the number of cells ex- 
ceeds the highest number in custody at any one time during the present 
and past year, and, as it therefore would be possible to provide a change of 
cells by removing them at night from those, which had been occupied in 
the day-time, and thus rendered offensive, I trust that this exception will 
hereafter be discontinued. 

The males are divided into five criminal classes; and as the tread-wheel 
is stalled, and as when engaged in industrial labour they are kept apart as 
much as possible, and take their meals and sleep in single cells — a consi- 
derable approach is made to the same system ; but I would suggest that 
the artificial heating should be extended to the quarter assigned to this 
sex ; for, though but few of the cells contain the approved amount of 
cubic feet, those, which fall slightly below it, might be allocated to inmates 
under short rules, and the larger ones reserved for the reception of those 
sentenced to longer periods, and thus an uniform discipline would be 
established throughout. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, but there is no night patrol, the 
Governor and Matron alleging that any disturbance in the quarters re- 
spectively under their charge, would arouse them; in the event, however, of 
any casualty occurring on the female side, where the separate system is, 
as has been stated, in legal operation, the absence of an officer appointed 
to communicate with the prisoners would give rise to a very serious 
question. 

Only one punishment, inflicted by the Governor, was recorded since the 
1st ot January. I explained to him the necessity, for his own protection, 
of obtaining the signature of the Chairman to the Punishment Book, as an 
evidence of cognizance and acquiescence on the part of the Board.

Carlow continues to be the only county in Ireland, the gaol of which is 
entirely without any provision for education. The great majority of pri- 
soners are undoubtedly under very short rules here, and juvenile offenders 
are comparatively rare; but for those, whose sentences exceed brief periods, 
and who are of an age to derive benefit from tuition, means of instruction 
could be easily and cheaply supplied.

No complaints were preferred by any of the prisoners as to the diet. I 
examined the bread, milk, and stirabout, and considered them to be all oi 
unexceptionable quality; that of the milk, indeed, is guaranteed by a very 
severe penalty upon the contractor in the event of a default, i ie ia P 
lains are regular in their inspection of the provisions, and enter their com- 
ments on each item of consumption in their journals, but not in tne 
tabulated form of record exclusively assigned to this subject, which tie 
Inspectors-General recommend as being much more convenient or 
purposes of reference.

I regret to be unable to congratulate the local authorities upon the 
diminution of criminals in this county, the above tables showing a con- 
siderable excess among the males, while the females remain almost sta- 
tionary. The daily average of males for the year 1861 was 28, and for 
the preceding year only 19; but for the expired portion of the current 
year it has risen to 38; and it is to be observed that on the day, which I 
have selected for my inspection, the numbers in custody amounted to no 
less than 45. Some portion of this increase is fairly traceable to the dis- 
tress, which has generally prevailed, and which has thrown out of employ- 
ment many who were dependent upon the smaller farmers, and the con- 
tinuance of a lawless and brutal temperament among the peasantry, which 
exhibits itself in violent assaults (thus involving sentences of long dura- 
tion), also tends to swell the averages; but many other offences appearing 
on the registry cannot be thus accounted for, such, for instance, as burg- 
lary, for which there have been, since the first of January, five com- 
mittals, but must be attributed, I fear, to moral deterioration. On the 
other hand, 1 have to state that the female inmates are derived chiefly 
from the prostitute class, and those idle and disorderly persons who 
habitually oscillate between the workhouse and the prison. If, indeed, 
we examine the table of re-committals for the first four months of this 
year, we shall find that they exceed by one-third those of the males, 
while their committals do not reach the proportion of one-third of those 
of that sex, thus evincing an almost incredible proneness to recurrence. 
There were two juveniles only, both males, in charge, and two dangerous 
lunatics, one of each sex.

I found the prison, at my visit, clean and orderly, and in sound repair, 
except the factory, which is about to be roofed.. The supp y of water is 
abundant, the sewerage effective, the ventilation satisfactory, and the 
stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, and gaol clothing was sufficient. 
There has been no alteration or improvement in the accommodation since 
the last inspection, and the defects referred to in former reports remain 
uncorrected. Classification can scarcely be said to exist here, though 
there is an approximation to the system of individual separation, the 
males are divided into two sections, viz., one comprising those of the best 
and the worst character, which is placed in a building containing nineteen 
cells artificially heated, and fitted with the requirements of ‘ separation, 
and another embracing the whole of the remainder, which occupies a yard 
apart. The females are confined in a corresponding building of the same 
capacity (viz., nineteen cells), and similarly adapted. All, however, have 
opportunities of communication in the hours oi labour— -the facto iy, and 
the tread-wheel for the males, and the laundry for the females, being 
unpartitioned ; and also in the respective schools, and at the issue oi 
provisions. Officers are stated to be present at these periods, but it is 
Manifestly impossible that the exercise of due supervision, or the entorce- 
ment of strict discipline can be maintained by a staff utterly inadequate 
to these duties, as detailed below. _ 

The lock-up is attended by the Governor or Head Turnkey, and a night 
patrol is maintained by a watchman. There is one tell-tale clock in use 
here, but two, placed in different quarters of the building, are indispen- 
sable for measuring vigilance, and the accuracy of the circuits.

Educational instruction is given daily at the hours specified to the males 
by a trained schoolmaster, and to the females by a matron. The Form of 
Registry recommended by the Inspectors is not observed here. The 
Chaplains visit from time to time, and the Inspector of the National 
Board, under whose supervision the school is placed, reports favourably 
of the qualifications of the master, but less so of the matron; and strongly 
urges that a further supply of books, writing materials, &c., should be 
obtained.

An examination of the above tables will show that in the first four 
months of the present year the daily average of males is considerably in 
advance of that for the past year, as well as of those for the years lb60 
1859, and 1808, the figures standing respectively thus, 119, 1U0, iiyina 
110 : while, on the other hand, a slight decrease is observable in similar 
records of the females, the numbers being as follows 55, bl, 56, andO/. 
There is nothing, however, to call for special observation either in the 
nature of the offences, or in the excess of the offenders, when we take into 
consideration the vast extent and large population of this county. Indeed 
the immunity from crime, which characterizes the females, is a matteiioi 
congratulation, the great majority of prisoners of this sex being derived 
from the prostitutes and disorderly persons, who swarm in the naval and 
military stations of Queenstown and Fermoy, and their averages e g 
swelled by the constant recurrence of the same individuals, as tested oy 
the schedule of recommittals. Juveniles have fallen far below the pi o- 
portion, which prevailed here a few years ago, and the establishment o 
reformatories has withdrawn some of those, whose habitual home was tue 
prison, 17 males and 7 females having, since the Act came mto practical 
operation, been consigned to these institutions, and 2 males having 
rejected. There was but one dangerous lunatic, a female, this gao ein 
happily free from the presence of this unfit class of inmates, who ar 
almost immediately transferred after committal here to the asylum. 1 e 
were no returned convicts in custody, ascertained to be sue , u 
females were suspected to belong to this category.

I found the prison, as I am bound to state that I have always found it 
at my inspections, now extending over many years, in a highly creditable 
condition of order, cleanliness, and discipline. The supply of water, both 
for drinking and for general use is abundant, and that raised from the 
river is subjected to filtration. The ventilation and the sewerage, which 
latter is flushed, are effective. The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, and 
clothing, for wear and in store, was fully adequate. Since the last inspec- 
tion five wards, containing seventy-eight cells, have been artificially 
heated ; but the apparatus, at the time of my visit, had not been brought 
into satisfactory working condition. The female prison has been improved 
by opening the corridors and by removing the party wall between two of 
the yards, so as to create a larger space ; and a commodious mess-room 
and dormitories for the male officers have been fitted up. 

In other respects no changes have taken place, nor are any demanded 
in many of the departments. The laundry still falls below the standard 
of the other requirements, as does also the hospital, the defects of which 
are stated under its special heading ; and there are but two baths, both 
situated at the entrance gate, in connexion with the reception-rooms, for 
both sexes. The school-rooms are not divided by partitions, and thus 
constitute an exception to the system of approximative separation, which 
is laudably observed here ; for the tread-wheel, the laundry, and the 
work-rooms are all stalled, so as to prevent undue intercourse, and all 
prisoners take their meals and sleep singly; the lunatics, their sane at- 
tendants, and the nurses, who require the day-room fire for heating their 
children’s food, being alone exempted. 

To these advantages is to be added the enforcement of a very compre- 
hensive classification, far exceeding the very meagre prescriptions of the 
old Prisons Act ; careful subdivisions, according to the age and antecedents 
of each prisoner, being carried out, so as to obviate, as far as is possible 
in an associated gaol, the evil of contamination. But none of these guards 
and checks, and no vigilance, however strict, on the part of the officers, 
can cut off all means of communication, or arrest that moral fermentation, 
which appears to be inevitable, wherever numbers are congregated, for the 
mere consciousness of the presence of others, even though the opportuni- 
ties of intercourse are almost unattainable, seems to counteract the dispo- 
sition to regret the past, which the most hardened and depraved experi- 
ence, when subjected to “ individual separation” maintained in its integrity. 
This form of discipline is peculiarly adapted to affect favourably the classes, 
from which the greater part of the population of this gaol is supplied, 
namely, the perpetrators of violent assaults among the males, and prosti-

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tutes among tlie females ; for nothing tends like silence and isolation to 
scare the drunken brawler, or to break down the brutal and savage tem- 
per of those, who are paying the penalty for having indulged it. I trust, 
therefore, that 1 shall not appeal in vain, and that the ratepayers of this 
great county may be induced to make an effort comparatively trifling, when 
contrasted with what has been already effected by smaller and poorer 
communities. The adaptation of the prison, and the erection of a large 
district bridewell at Skibbereen (which will shortly be connected with the 
city by railroad), or in any other more suitable locality m the West Riding, 
for the fulfilment of short terms of imprisonment, could be completed for 
an amount, which would scarcely be felt, as moneys would be advanced 
by the Commissioners of the Treasury, at the instance oi the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, to be repaid without interest (an advantage not extended to any 
other part of the United Kingdom), by twenty half-yearly instalments. 
It is further to be borne in mind, that the ratepayers are placed m a much 
more favourable position now than formerly, in consequence of the large 
reimbursements paid quarterly out of the Consolidated Fund for the 
maintenance, &c., of certain prescribed classes of prisoners.. 

It is rio-ht that I should add, that shortly after my inspection, the Hoard 
placed a sum of money in the hands of the Local Inspector for the purpose 
of introducing photography, as the means of tracing and identifying pri- 
soners ; and they also came to the conclusion of establishing hydrants to 
be used in the event of fire. • „ , , 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a night patrol is performed by 
three turnkeys, whose vigilance and regularity are measured by tell-tale 
clocks, placed at opposite extremities of the building. . . 

The punishments, all of which, except one, where the intervention of a 
magistrate was found necessary, were inflicted by the authority of the 
Governor, amounted to eighty-seven since the 1st of January, The re- 
cord of them is submitted to the Board at each meeting, and signed by 
the Chairman.

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. The above schedule gives a fair representation of the ordinary alloca- 
tion of all the criminal prisoners in custody, under both headings of labour. 
It is to be observed that the capstan-pump here furnishes the means of 
fulfilling sentences of hard-labour among the females, which elsewhere is 
a nullity. Very laudable energy and activity are displayed in carrying 
out industrial operations, which are turned to account in manufacturing 
and making up various articles of wear and use, although little attention 
is paid to the selection of handicraftsmen among the turnkeys, hut one of 
whom, viz., a weaver, is a tradesman. Another turnkey is a baker; but 
as bread is now supplied by contract, his services are not available. ‘

All juveniles of both sexes, except those under very brief rules of 
imprisonment, are instructed daily, for the period specified, by a compe- 
tent master, trained under the National Board of Education, a matron, of 
course, attending the tuition of the females. No adults of either sex are 
regularly admitted to school, hut those are received, who express a desire 
or exhibit an aptitude to learn, and those, on whose behalf an application 
is made by the Chaplains of their respective creeds, who visit from time 
to time, and test the proficiency of the pupils. At the time of my inspec- 
tion the master was absent on leave, in consequence of the death of a 
relative. The Inspector appointed by the Board of Education has reported 
favourably of the administration of the school, as did also the Protestant 
Chaplain, whom I had the pleasure of meeting. The approved form of 
registry is observed. . Religious instruction is further given to the pri- 
soners by the Chaplains, and under their sanction by appointed visiters of 
both sexes belonging to the several persuasions.

Several changes in the staff of the gaol and bridewells have taken place, 
in consequence of the death, resignation, dismissal, and discharge (a ter 
failure on probation), of officers of both sexes. The vacancies thus 
created have been duly filled by appointments and transfers. All the 
interns are supplied with fuel and gas, and (except the Governor and the 
Matron) with clothing. The salaries of the female officers have been 
raised by a graduated advance. The externs and the Governor are paw 
monthly, and the subordinates weekly.

The quarters allocated to the sick are adequate in size and well venti- 
lated, but very inconveniently placed. The male department is fitted with 
a water-closet, but not the female, and there are no fixed baths for the 
use of either sex. There were no intern patients at the period of my visit, 
and the sanitary condition of the prisoners was, and had been satisfactory.

Bridewells. 

The bridewells of Cork are quite incommensurate with the gaol, or with 
the other institutions of the county, and, indeed, are wanting in most of 
the necessary requirements, no less than twelve being unprovided with 
water, and seven with sewerage. Those of Dunmanway, Millstreet,* and 
Castletown are utterly unfit to be used as places of detention ; but I regret 
to add that the Grand Jury refused to pass a presentment for rebuilding 
the latter, on the ground that the number of prisoners latterly confined 
there had been very small. The accommodation of Mitchelstown bride- 
well is wretched, and the keepers’ quarters at Kanturk and Macroom are 
quite untenantable from damp. The keeper’s bed in the sleeping-room 
at the latter place had literally rotted, in consequence of the continual 
moisture streaming from the walls. Although the new bridewell at 
Fermoy is very faulty, ill-built, and inconvenient, I hope that, after 
a communication which I held with the Local Inspector and County 
Surveyor, the most prominent defects will be corrected, and the wants 
supplied, so as to enable me hereafter to certify it as fit for occupation. 

In the event of mandatory legislation on the subject of prisons and 
bridewells, the condition of the latter in the county of Cork is such, that 
many, indeed almost all, would require to be rebuilt or remodelled. Taking, 
therefore, the whole matter into consideration, viz., the large outlay which 
would thus accrue on the one hand, and on the other, the great facilities 
of transmittal to the gaol afforded by the railways — facilities which will 
be considerably increased by the extension to Macroom and to Skibbereen, 
I would submit to the local authorities the policy of discontinuing many 
of these minor prisons, the objections to which have been so frequently 
urged in former reports by successive Inspectors-General. 

* Since the above was in type, at the instance of the Grand Jury and county 
authorities, the Lords Justices made an order for the discontinuance of Millstreet 
Bridewell.

I regret to state that a very considerable advance appears in the record 
of the daily average of the inmates of this prison for the expired portion ot 
the current year (viz., four months), as compared with that of the year 
1861 This advance is found to exist exclusively among aclut males 
(juveniles of this sex, and the females of all ages, remaining stationary), 
and falls within the category of “ criminals,” as may be seen on reference 
to the tables of “committals.” A certain proportion of this sudden increase 
is perhaps, to be attributed to the pressure of distress; but, as the same 
cause has not affected materially the population of the county gaol, it 

cannot bo taken as accounting fully, and satisfactorily for the whole result. 

I trust, therefore, that this disturbance of the normal condition ot cirnie 
may prove to be of a temporary character. The number ot juveniles 
(of which class twenty-six have been removed to Reformatories since tne 
establishment of these institutions) in custody on the day of my visit was 
remarkably small; and there were, I am happy to add, no dangerous 
lunatics in charge. There were, however, three “returned convicts, 
ascertained to be such, viz., two males and one female.

The building was throughout clean and orderly, in sound repair, and 
free from damp, except that caused by the weeping of the stone in soft 
weather. The cell windows are rather small, but in other respects the 
ventilation is satisfactory. The supply of water is ample, and the distri- 
bution of it for the use of the several sections of the prison, and for 
Hushing the sewers, is conveniently arranged. There are baths in the 
quarters assigned for reception, in the hospital, and in the laundry-yard. 
All prisoners are washed on admission, before being passed into their 
several classes, and are bathed subsequently, as occasion may arise, under 
medical direction. There are further lavatories on each story for ordinary 
daily ablution. The kitchen, the store-rooms, and the marshalsea, are 
commodious; and the stock of clothing and bedding, blankets and sheets, 
was sufficient. One of the female work-rooms has been nartitioned and 
another is in process of division. Twenty cells for males, and a small 
wing on the female side, containing eight cells, designed for carrying out 
sentences to ‘‘solitary confinement,” have been artificially heated, and 
provided with bells ; and a contract for extending these advantages to the 
remainder of the male prison has been entered into. The tread wheel 
and stone-sheds are also partitioned. On the other hand, the laundry, 
which is not stalled, is inconveniently placed outside the female quarter, 
and the drying-room is ineffective. In the large male work room also, as 
well as in the school-rooms, there is no provision for separating the inmates, 
and preventing undue communication. O 11 the male side, indeed, under 
the present circumstances, there is a deficiency of accommodation, which 
might be partially obviated by adopting the plan suggested by my colleague 
in the last report, viz., the alteration of the doors leading from the central 
inspection halls, and the division into cells, by breaking out windows, and 
building party- walls in the now discontinued day-rooms, which servemerely 
as passages to the corridors. This inexpensive change would provide twelve 
additional cells ; and I, therefore, submit it to the Board as worthy of their 
immediate attention. I cannot refrain further from giving expression to 
the hope that the females may, at no distant period, participate in the 
benefits of the system of “ individual separation,” which are about to be 
conferred on the males. The existing criminal classification of both sexes 
embraces five sections, viz., tried and untried felons, tried and untried 
misdemeanants, and vagrants. When the numbers permit there is also 
maintained a separation of first committals from re-committals, and of 
juveniles from adults; and at night and at meal times all classes occupy 
single cells. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a nightly patrol is maintained 
by turnkeys, whose vigilance and regularity in making circuits, however, 
ere not measured by the indispensable test of tell-tale clocks, which are 
procurable at a very moderate cost. The punishments from the 1st of 
January to the day of inspection amounted to seventy, and were all 
inflicted by the authority of the Governor, except one, in which the 
intervention of a magistrate w r as found necessary. The record of them 
is duly submitted to the Board at each meeting, and initialed.

The above schedule evinces very praiseworthy activity in this import- 
ant department of prison administration— many articles of wear and con- 
sumption being manufactured, and made up within the walls, and some of 
the turnkeys being trained handicraftsmen, and capable of directing gene- 
rally the various industrial operations.

Educational instruction is given daily, by the master and mistress, at 
the hours recorded above, to the younger prisoners of both sexes, divided 
into classes, to which adults who are of suitable years, and are desirous 
to avail themselves of this advantage, are added. But the short terms of 
sentence, and the advanced age of many, tend to limit the number of 
pupils. The master was trained by the National Board, but the school, 
not being placed under this institution, is not officially inspected. The 
Chaplains, however, occasionally visit, and examine the scholars, and the 
approved form of B-egistry of Progress is observed.

There were no complaints preferred by the prisoners as to the provi- 
sions, which are regularly inspected by the Chaplains in the form suggested 
by the Inspectors-General. But very few exceptions to the diet appeared 
in this record, and were taken chiefly to the baking of the bread. On the 
day of my visit I tasted it, as well as the stirabout, and found both to be 
of a very good quality. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

The Registries, the books directed by the Court of Queen’s Bench, and 
the accounts, are kept with fulness and accuracy. The Chaplains are 
provided with journals, as are also the Medical Officer and the Governor; 
and the several forms recommended by my colleague and myself are 
in use here, except “The Daily Employment of Prisoners Book,” “The 
Work Ledger,” and the “General Visitors’ Book.” No by-laws have yet 
been framed for this gaol, and, as this omission might lead to considerable 
inconvenience, my colleague and I have thought it our duty to address to 
the Board the requisition prescribed by the fourth section of the Amended 
Prisons Act, the 19th and 20th Vic. cap. 68.

Cork Gaol. I regretted to learn that an ill-feeling had sprung up, and shown itself 
between the Matron and Assistant-Matron, rendering the interposition of 
the Board necessary on two occasions; on the last of which these officers 
were reprimanded, and cautioned, that, in the event of any recurrence of 
such conduct (subversive as it is of order and discipline), dismissal would 
inevitably follow. I trust, therefore, that this lenient course may be suffi- 
cient, and that the Inspectors- General will not be called upon to put into 
action the 22nd section of the Act quoted above. The extern officers and 
the Governor receive their salaries monthly, and the other interns weekly. 
No gaol rations are supplied to any officer, but there is allowance of fuel 
and light. The turnkeys are provided with fire-arms and uniforms.

I lament to state that an examination of the preceding schedules reveals 
the fact that the average of male offenders committed to this prison during 
the first nine months of the current year is far in advance, proportionately, 
of that for the whole of the year 1861, while the highest and lowest num- 
bers in custody “ at any one time,” for the former period reached a figure 
very nearly double that for the latter. 

We remark also that this increase is not to be found among the lesser 
delinquents, such as “ vagrants and drunkards ,” but falls within the 
category of criminals. The average of the females shows a very slight 
reduction, but there is no improvement observable in the aggregate 
of “ committals and I learned from the Governor, and other superior 
officers that the prostitutes, who constitute a large portion of the inmates 
constantly recurrant to the gaol, exhibit a lower depth of demoralization 
than formerly, their language and demeanour being utterly shameless and 
depraved. This is a melancholy social condition, demanding the. most 
rigid enforcement of the law and of the strictest forms of prison discipline, 
which latter it is difficult to apply, as but fifty-four cells are prepared for 
the complete “individual separation” of the males only, whose highest 
total, after deducting debtors and lunatics, as neither of these classes would 
be subjected to the action of the “cellular system,” largely exceeded this 
amount of accommodation. 

There was but one juvenile offender in charge at my visit, and but one 
since the 1st of January had been sentenced to detention in a Reformatory. 
One male was suspected, but not known, to be a returned convict.. 

There were, lam sorry to add, no less than fifteen dangerous lunatics, viz., 
eleven males and four females, the males being placed in a building apart, 
under the supervision of two prisoners selected for this duty; and the females 
being intermixed with the sane prisoners of their own sex. It is needless 
to recapitulate the evils, so often and so vainly commented on by the 
Inspectors-General and the local authorities, which arise from the pre- 
sence of this most unfit class of inmates in prisons, to the subversion of all 
discipline, on the one hand, and to their own mental detriment on the other.

The prison generally was in sound order, the roof being under some 
slight necessary repair, clean, dry, except the weeping of the stone in moist 
weather, and well ventilated. 

The sewerage is effective, and the supply of water is copious, and conducted 
to the several sections. The stock of bedding and blankets was adequate, 
as was also that of the prisoners’ clothing; and some frieze was about to 
be made up. The sheets, however, by the return furnished tome, appear 
to be very deficient, and I found some of the females, tried and under longer 
rules than one month, without shoes. 

No change has taken place in the accommodation since the last inspec- 
tion, and consequently the primary requirements detailed in former reports 
are still wanting. There is no reception-room for either sex ; there is but 
one yard attached to the male Marshalsea, common to both classes, viz., 
“ master” and “ pauper debtors,” and there is none for females. A debtor, 
accordingly, of the latter sex, confined here at the period of my inspection, 
was compelled to take exercise in the Governor’s garden in charge 
of a matron, as otherwise she must have been associated with criminals. 
These two grave wants are in distinct contravention of the 6th sec., and 
the 8th and 20th General Rule annexed to the 109th sec. of the 7th Geo. 
IV., chap. 74 ; and to them may be added those of a proper kitchen, 
laundry, and drying-room. 

Pending, however, the consideration of the project of uniting the county 
and town gaols, it was to be expected that no alteration in this prison 
should be entered upon ■ a project, which I trust will yet be realised, as so 
near an approach to an agreement upon the conditions of amalgamation 
has been already made, and I will therefore submit to the county autho- 
rities, as I have also done to those of the town, that they should refer the 
point yet in dispute to an arbitrator, and abide by his award ; this mode 
of proceeding being analogous to that laid in the 46th sec. of 19th and 
2Uth Vic., chap. 68. Should this desirable arrangement be completed, 
ample and fitting provision would be made, especially for the females, 
the quarters for whom at present are so miserably defective that this 
department must be viewed rather as a school of corruption, than of refor- 
mation. All the criminal males, except the lunatics and their attendants as 
above stated, are subjected to cellular separation and are kept apart, but 
on the tread-wheel, which is not partitioned, and at school, which is held 
in the chapel, they are associated: and at my second visit at an early hour 
in the morning, I found some prisoners of this sex congregated at the 
hand-pump without supervision. At night also, from the first of October 
to spring, there is no attendance or circuit of turnkeys within the building, 
it being alleged that the hospital is so insecure, that experienced and daring 
criminals confined there might easily escape during the long and dark 
nights. This is a valid argument for an external patrol, but another 
officer is indispensably required by the 4th sec. of the 3rd and 4tli Vic., 
chap. 44 (the “Separate System” Act), to “ communicate at any time with 
the prisoners I The females are divided into three sections, according to 
reputation, one being reserved for known prostitutes, but those who are 
only suspected to be such, are mixed with the two classes which comprise 
offenders of every variety of guilt, a condition of things, which calls loudly 
for the extension of the benefits of “ separation” to their sex. The look- 
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up is attended by the Governor or the head turnkey — the latter, as well 
as the gate -porter, is withdrawn from night-duty, which accordingly falls 
in rotation with undue severity upon the remaining five turnkeys, who 
furnish the night-watch, but are not controlled by the essential check of 
tell-tale clocks placed in opposite extremities of the building. 

The punishments from the first of January amounted to nine, and were 
all inflicted by the sole authority of the Governor, except one, in which the 
intervention of a magistrate was necessary.

The above table specifies the allocation of all the prisoners of both sexes 
in charge as to the nature of their employments, or their exemption from 
any. 

It will be observed that no form of “ hard labour,” properly so termed, 
was in operation on the day, which I have selected for the second of my 
inspections, and though there is a tread- wheel here, to which are attached 
a corn-mill, a tuck-mill, and a bone-crushing machine, the latter 
appliance is now the only one, which is used at particular seasons. The 
withdrawal of the lunatics, and of their sane attendants, from all industrial 
action tells unfavourably for its productiveness, but even under these 
circumstances more energy might be displayed in developing this impor- 
tant branch of prison administration. Three of the turnkeys are handicrafts- 
men, viz., a weaver, a shoemaker, and a tailor \ and all future vacancies should 
be filled by the appointment of those, who are qualified to teach the rudi- 
ments of such trades as are available and desirable in a “ separate prison.”

The number attending the mcde school is proportionately very small, 
and, as the registry recommended by the Inspectors-General to be kept 
in addition to that framed by the National Board, is not adopted here, it 
is difficult to ascertain the advance from the illiterate condition, which is 
found to characterize the majority. 

On examining two of the pupils, who had been for some time under 
tuition, the others being sentenced to short terms, I found that some pro- 
gress had been made. The National Inspector does not give a favourable 
report of this department, and at his last visit noticed the absence of some 
indispensable requirements, which, however, have been since supplied. The 
teacher is, and has been for some time, in such delicate health, as to be 
unequal to his duties, if they were fully carried out, and has conse- 
quently failed to attend the two last examinations, to which he was sum- 
moned by the officer of the Board of Education. The Chaplains occa- 
sionally visit the school, but very seldom enter any opinion as to the 
assiduity of the master, or the proficiency of the scholars. I regret to 
repeat, what has been so often noticed in former reports, that no educational 
instruction of any land is given to the females.

Since the last inspection Dr. J. V. Browne has been appointed medical 
officer in the room of Dr. Veitch ; and, in consequence of vacancies and 
augmentations, no less than five turnkeys, viz., the Head Turnkey and four 
subordinates, have been nominated by the Board. 

The extern officers receive their salaries quarterly, and the interns 
monthly. None of the latter are on the gaol allowance of food rations, 
except the Matron and Plospital Nurse, but the turnkeys are supplied with 
firearms and uniforms.

The Board assembles monthly, but payments are made quarterly by 
means of drafts signed by three members, and countersigned by the 
Governor. The accounts are kept with laudable clearness and accuracy, 
and are audited at each assizes by a Finance Committee of the Grand 
J nry. 



Bridewells. 

The subjoined tabular synopsis of the bridewells is compiled from the 
observations of the Inspectors-General and the Local Inspector at their 
several visits. 

Escapes have taken place from those of Gortand Tuam, on the insecurity 
of which comments have been previously made by the the Inspectors- 
General ; and in the latter case the keeper did not make a report to the 
Local Inspector, the proper officer, for nearly a month after the occurrence, 
a dereliction of duty which, as well as his want of vigilance, was visited 
solely bya reprimand. At both bridewells I entered in the “ Visitors’ Book” 
such suggestions for improvement as appeared to me to be required. I 
would again urge, what has been frequently put forward in former reports, 
the inutility, and therefore unnecessary expense of the bridewells of 
Woodford and Eyrecourt, no criminal quarter sessions being held in either 
locality, and the total of prisoners committed to the former during the 
whole of the year 1861, having amounted to twenty (viz., 15 males and 5 
females), while in the latter the number stood so low as eleven (8 males 
and 3 females), cases, which, I submit, calls for the application of the 
power vested in the Lord Lieutenant by the 90th sec. of the Tth Geo. IV., 
chap. 74. 

The 25th sec. of the 19th and 20th Vic., chap. 68, has been a dead letter 
in this county, and I would therefore suggest to the Central Board of 
Superintendence to carry out this prescription, and to forthwith appoint 
an Auxiliary Board for each bridewell.

On examining the above schedules we observe that the daily average 
for the expired portion of the current year, viz., nine months, exceeds pro- 
portionately that for the whole of the past year, especially that of the 
males ; the number of the latter sex convicted at Quarter Sessions and 
Assizes being larger, and their re-committals being more frequent ; on the 
other hand, though the total of the females has fluctuated but slightly, and 
though the amount is not great, the convictions for drunkenness, com- 
prising as they do a moiety of the whole, exhibits a lamentable condition 
of demoralization. Juvenile offenders have experienced a decline, there 
being none in custody at my visit, and none having been sentenced to 
detention in reformatories since the 1st of January. 

There were no prisoners under rule of penal servitude, and no returned 
convicts, either known or suspected to be such ; but, unhappily, there 
were four dangerous lunatics in charge, viz., three males and one female.

I found the building in sound repair, clean, and well ordered, as far as 
the limited accommodation permits, the old gaol, especially, being unfit for 
the higher objects of discipline, while the locks are so old and worn out, as 
to imperil security. The sewerage is effective, and the supply of water is 
ample, when there are in custody a sufficient number of prisoners to work 
the tread-wheel, by means of which it is raised.

cialway inspection, and it is therefore my duty to recapitulate the principal 
delects : — _ . 

Firstly : there is no reception-room for prisoners of either sex, who are 
thus passed at once into their respective wards, in contravention of the 
20th General Rule annexed to the 109th sec. of the 7th Geo. IV., chap. 
74. Secondly : there is but one building, and one yard common to both 
classes of male debtors, viz., masters and paupers; and there is.no provision 
at all hr female debtors (who, if committed here, are necessarily placed in 
quarters allotted to criminals), although the 6th sec. of the above Act, and 
the 8th General Rule annexed to the 1 09th sec. before recited, are impera- 
tive on this head. Thirdly : the inadequacy of the hospital, which fails in 
the requirements prescribed also in the 6th sec., is stated below, under its 
special heading. Fourthly : there is no laundry, and no drying-room; the 
want of which latter in a damp climate is a crying evil ; the amount of 
clothing, sheets, &c., to be washed weekly being considerable. Fifthly: 
there are neither work-rooms nor school-rooms (the day-rooms being used 
for these purposes), nor water-closets, nor covered lavatories ; and there is 
but one bath. Such is the summary of the disadvantages, which affect 
the suitability of this prison as a place of detention, and which appear to 
have pressed on the local authorities so as to induce them to take measures 
for carrying out, under the 19tli and 20th Vic. chap. 68, amalgamation 
with the County gaol, so often suggested by the Inspectors-General. A 
conference between the governing bodies of the two prisons having accor- 
dingly taken place, I am informed that in four out of five bases of union, 
both parties were agreed, and I would therefore venture to submit that, as 
so close an approximation has been arrived at, it would be an easy solution 
of the difficulty to adopt the machinery prescribed in the 49th sec. of the 
last recited Act, and to appoint an arbitrator, whose award should be con- 
clusive. I urge this proposition upon the town authorities, because it is 
to be borne in mind that an Amended Prisons Bill was twice brought into 
the Lower House of Parliament by the Chief Secretaries of two suc- 
cessive administrations, representing opposite political opinions, and pro- 
ceeded to the stage of second reading, one of the provisions of which was 
to enable the Lord Lieutenant to declare any gaol, which should be wanting 
in these very requirements before enumerated, an illegal place of confinement 
and to transfer, at the expense of the jurisdiction to which such gaol belongs, 
prisoners therein detained to any other gaol, which should be stated in 
the order for closure. 

If, therefore, as is most probable, this Bill should pass into law, the rate- 
payers of the town would be placed in an infinitely more unfavourable 
position for making terms with the county authorities ; under these cir- 
cumstances I earnestly trust that a consolidation of the two institutions 
may be effected, as their juxtaposition, and some of their respective 
internal details render it easy, and comparatively inexpensive, to provide 
a joint prison fitted with all the appliances essential to the maintenance of 
the most effective forms of discipline. 

In the existing gaol, it is almost needless to state, that the classification 
prescribed by the Prisons Act is very imperfectly observed ; the males 
form four sections — felons and misdemeanants being subdivided into the 
tried and untried ; and the females two — the known prostitutes being place 
apart in one, while to the other are consigned all the remainder, embracing 
the tried ancl untried, and those, who represent every grade of criminality- 
This almost indiscriminate association leads to further evil, as the small 
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number of officers, who are over-worked, renders constant supervision 
impossible. 

At night and at meal-times both sexes, when their aggregate is not in 
excess of the accommodation, occupy single cells.. 

The Governor, who is a very energetic and painstaking officer, attends 
the lock-up, and a night patrol is nominally maintained : I say nominally, 
because each turnkey available for this purpose is on duty every third 
night, and is not exempted from his full attendance during the following 
day, and, further, there is no tell-tale clock to note the want of vigilance. 

The punishments since the 1st of January amounted to twenty, and 
were all inflicted by the authority of the Governor, The record of them 
does not appear to be submitted to and signed by the Chairman of the 
Board, according to the practice recommended by the Inspectors-General, 
and followed in almost all the prisons of the kingdom.

The foregoing table accounts for the allocation of all the inmates on the 
day of my inspection. The industrial employment is limited in amount, 
and that of a reproductive character among the males consists chiefly ol 
making mats and brushes. The females are engaged almost entirely in 
washing and mending. The sum placed in the hands of the Governor for 
this department is very small, and out of his accumulation he is expected 
not only to provide uniforms for the turnkeys, but to contribute to delray 
the general cost of the prison, instead of applying it to the further deve- 
lopment of this useful branch of discipline. IN one of the turnkeys, I 
regret to say, are capable of giving instruction in any handicraft.

There appears to bo less fluctuation in the criminal population of this 
prison than in other localities; the several numbers in the above tables 
exhibiting but a slight difference, and the proportion of the males to the 
females viz., about four to one, remaining stationary. The male aggre- 
gate continues to be largely swelled by assaults, including some cases of 
felonious attempts upon females ; and that of the latter by the recurrence 
of the prostitute class, from which the re-committals are chiefly derived. 
Vagrancy and drunkenness reach but a low total, and there were only two 
juveniles in charge. There were, I am happy to add, no dangerous 
lunatics ; but there were three returned convicts, ascertained to be such, 
viz., two males and one female.

I found the prison in sound repair, free from damp, except that caused 
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South by the weeping of the stone, of which it is constructed, secure, except 
District. f rom t be position of some sheds (which are no longer fit for occupation, 
County of and which ought to be removed and turned to account by the sale of the 
Kerry materials), and in a creditable condition of cleanliness, order, and discipline. 

Guol. ^ lie ventilation is excellent, the supply of water abundant, and the 
sewerage satisfactory. The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, &c., and 
clothing, was sufficient for the numbers in custody, but that of shoes was 
rather scanty. 

No alteration in the accommodation has taken place since the last 
inspection, and the advantages and disadvantages respectively enumerated 
in former reports consequently remain unchanged. The former consist 
of the means provided for the prevention of undue communication, such 
as the partitioning of the tread-wheel, the stone-breaking sheds, the 
laundry, and the school-rooms, and the placing of both sexes in single 
cells at night and at meal times. Among the latter the most promi- 
nent are the want of proper quarters for debtors, there being but one 
yard for both denominations of the males, viz., masters and paupers, in 
contravention of the eighth rule annexed to the 109th section of the 7th 
Geo. IV., cap. 74, and but two cells, without any yard attached , for the 
females; the want of reception rooms for both sexes; of a bath on the 
female side; of stalled lavatories ; and of an adequate laundry, though the 
existing one has undergone some improvement. 

The present criminal classification comprises five divisions for the males, 
the juveniles being kept apart, and four for the females; but, as there are 
only two yards available for this sex, it is necessary to admit the classes 
at different periods for exercise. Thus, to a certain extent, the evils 
inseparable from an “associative” prison are modified here, but it is 
impossible to obviate the corrupting, and contaminating influences, and 
the moral fermentation generated by opportunities of access and inter- 
course, except by the establishment of the system of “individual separa- 
tion,” to which this building could be adapted at a cost inconsiderable, 
when measured by the undoubted benefits, which would result from its 
introduction. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and there is a nightly patrol per- 
formed by turnkeys in rotation, whose circuits are ascertained hy two 
tell-tale clocks. The punishments, the record of which is submitted to 
the Board and duly signed, amounted, since the 1st of January, to two 
only, both having been inflicted by the authority of the Governor.

Educational instruction is confined here to narrow limits, the task of 
teaching hotli sexes, in addition to their regular duties, being thrown 
upon the Clerk and Matron, whose salaries have been increased by a small 
pittance in consequence. All juveniles are taught, and such adults, as 
exhibit a sincere desire and an aptitude for learning (except those of 
notoriously bad character) are sometimes admitted to school. But little 
result can be expected from these imperfect means, and the report of the 
Inspector of the National Board of Education, under which the school is 
placed, records only a tolerable amount of proficiency.

No complaints of the diet were preferred to me on the part of the pri- 
soners. The provisions are regularly inspected by the Chaplains, whose 
comments are recorded in the approved tabular form. I tasted the stira- 
bout and the bread, which is baked in the gaol, and made from corn 
grouud within the walls, and found both to be of unexceptionable quality. 
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Books and Accounts. 

The Chaplains are provided with journals, which are properly submitted 
and sigued, as is also the Governor. The registries, the discipline books, 
and the accounts, are kept with laudable accuracy and fulness; and the 
various forms recommended by the Inspectors-General are in use. There 
is, however, no “General Visitors’ Book,” recording the names of every 
person entering the prison.

Two vacancies, viz., in the offices of turnkey and porter, having occurred 
since the last inspection, were about to be filled by fresh appointees. The 
extern officers are paid at the assizes, and the interns monthly. None of 
the latter, however, are supplied with food and rations, except the assistant 
nurse-tender. The turnkeys are furnished with uniforms and fire-arms. 

Unwilling as I am in the present condition of the country to suggest 
any additional expenditure to rate-payers, I cannot refrain from urging 
upon the Board, and through them upon the Grand Jury, the policy and 
the justice of increasing the emoluments of the subordinate officers, by the 
issue of rations, or by an advance of salaries. I have received from the 
Local Inspector and the Governor the most unqualified approbation of 
their general conduct, and I can answer myself for their intelligence and 
respectable bearing. Upon looking at the schedules of the expenditure 
of other gaols of similar size, daily averages of prisoners, and number of 
officers, it will be found that the turnkeys, &c., &c., of Tralee Gaol are 
in a disadvantageous position; and, when it is considered that proper gaol 
officers are necessarily persons possessed of intelligence, self-control, and 
of a strong sense of responsibility, and that the discharge of their duties 
virtually involves perpetual imprisonment, I trust that such a scale of 
remuneration may be laid down, as to obtain and retain the services of the 
fittest individuals.

The Board assembles monthly, and discharges all liabilities, except the 
salaries of the extern officers and the contracts; the mode of payment 
being by means of cheques placed in the hands of the Governor, who 
submits the requisite vouchers and receipts at the next ensuing meeting. 



Bridewells. 

I have only to repeat under this heading the opinions, which have been 
already urged by myself and by my late and present colleague, in former 
reports, that these buildings are all imperfect, and some , from their position, 
and the small number of prisoners committed to them, unnecessary, and 
that the salaries of the keepers, especially those at Castle -Island, Cahir- 
civeen, Dingle, Milltown, Kenmare, and Tarbert, are utterly inadequate. 
It appears that the cost of these wretched makeshifts, wanting as they 
are in almost all the requirements of minor prisons, amounted in the 
last year to £285, and if they were placed on a proper footing, and suffi- 
cient salaries were accorded, the cost would probably be double.

Upon comparing the daily averages for the first eleven months of the cur- 
rent year, with those of the whole twelve months of 18G1 and 1SG0, we find 
a slight diminution in both sexes; and the male committals also exhibit a 
similar proportionate decline, but those of the females, I regret to state, 
evidence an increase under all the categories. Indeed the proneness to 
recur to gaol on the part of the class of the latter sex, which prevails here, 
is best proved by an analysis of the cases of the twenty-one individuals 
recorded under the heading of those recommitted “ Four times and more, 
inasmuch as they are found to represent the extraordinary number of 1G0 
committals, viz., nine, five times; five, six times; two, eleven times; one, 
sixteen times ; one, seventeen times, and one, nineteen times. 

It has frequently been noticed in former Reports, long before the estab- 
lishment of the Curragh Camp, that, this County lying in the direct route 
from the South and West to Dublin, the passage through it of idle trampers 
and pilferers, attracted by the wealth of the capital, has, for a series of 
years, tended to swell the population of the gaol with inmates not derived 
from the locality. Thus, upon examining the birthplaces of the prisoners 
in custody on the day of my inspection, I ascertained that of fifty-two 
males, twenty-two, and of twenty-one females, but ten were natives of 
Kildare; but, when we come to examine the nature of the charges, and 
the characters of the inmates, we find that there were eight soldiers com- 
mitted for civil offences, three for military offences, and two civilians for 
offences connected with the camp, while there were no less than eight 
dangerous lunatics, and four debtors, leaving but twenty-seven criminals, 
many of them strangers, to represent the whole of the violations of law in 
the other parts of the county, for, as there are no bridewells here, drunkards, 
and all prisoners awaiting examination at Petty Sessions, are consigned to 
the central gaol. On the other hand, of the twenty-one females, four had 
been transmitted here from the County of Dublin Gaol, pending some 
alterations in the latter building, and four were in charge for offences com- 
mitted in the camp, a residue of thirteen being thus to be placed to a 
similar account. There were two juveniles in custody, both males, and in 
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tlie present year, but one, a female, had been sent to a reformatory. One 
male had been identified, and two others were suspected, to be returned 
convicts.

I found the prison in general sound repair, a part of the internal build- 
ing having been carefully pointed (a process which is required for the 
external walls also), clean, orderly, and well ventilated. The heating 
apparatus does not yet work satisfactorily, as it fails to generate either 
an equable, or a sufficiently high temperature; but experiments and tests 
have been instituted with a viety to arriving at the proper mode of cor- 
rection. The sewerage is now effective, and the supply of water ample; 
but, as some doubt has arisen with regard to the legal rights of the gaol 
authorities, and as, notwithstanding the existence of a filtering chamber, 
the purity of the water is affected by the nuisances, which are thrown into 
it from the houses situated along its course, it has been determined to sink 
a separate well, which will be under the exclusive and independent con- 
trol of the Board. 

I am happy to observe that all traces of the damp in certain quarters, 
which was noticed in former Reports, are rapidly disappearing, and that 
the walls are becoming thoroughly seasoned. 

The stock of prisoners’ clothing, bedding, and sheets was adequate ; but 
most of the blankets, in the sections assigned to probationers and lunatics, 
were very tliin and worn. It is needless to repeat here, what has been so 
frequently, and so vainly urged before, that the presence o.f the latter unfor- 
tunate rather than guilty class, in an institution designed for the recep- 
tion of criminals, is subversive of all discipline, and injuriously affects, 
not only the industrial and educational departments, but, in a purely 
medical sense, tends to diminish all reasonable probability of mental 
recovery, no proper appliances, either repressive or curative, being pro- 
vided, although great care and humanity are evinced towards them. 

No alteration has taken place in the accommodation since the last 
inspection ; and, as no gas is yet supplied in Naas, the cells remain in 
darkness during the long interval in winter between sunset and unlock. 
The most prominent defect here is the want of a proper marshalsea. The 
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quarters for master debtors are adequate; but there is merely an .open 
railing between their yard and that designated for the paupers, which .is 
also unprovided with a privy. The latter are consequently placed in 
criminal cells, and are exercised in the same yard with the lunatics (ac- 
companied by their sane attendants), and the criminal probationers. For 
female debtors it may be said that no provision exists. There are a few 
cells, indeed, allocated for their reception, but there is no day-room nor 
exercise yard annexed, and they would thus be compelled to resort to 
those set apart for the criminal probationers. The 6th section of the 7th 
Geo. IV., cap. 74, and the 8tli General Rule under the 109th section of the 
same Act, are imperative as to the means of enforcing, strictly, the classi- 
fication therein prescribed. The system of individual cellular separation 
is applied to all criminal prisoners of both sexes, except to the lunatics, 
and those appointed to take care of them. At the school, however, the 
prisoners are associated, though under the close supervision of officers, 
and I have referred above to the undue intermixture of classes at exercise, 
which extends further, for I found a master debtor, a prisoner in charge 
as a dangerous lunatic, though he appeared to be quite restored, and his 
attendant (also a criminal), congregated together in the Governor’s garden. 
I dwell on these particulars, because the superior officers of the staff hav- 
ing been very recently appointed, it is expedient to prevent, at the outset-, 
any relaxation of the regulations with regard to classification and individual 
separation laid down severally in the earlier and later statutes, and in 
the by-laws specially framed for this prison. 

The Governor and the Head Warder attend the lock-up, and the turnkeys, 
in rotation, discharge the duty of night patrol, from 10 o’clock, p.m., to 
unlock in the morning. This patrol, however, is limited to the central 
building, and is not maintained externally, so that the hospital, the part 
of a prison, from which escapes most frequently are effected, is left with- 
out any supervision. 

There is one tell-tale clock, but two at least, placed in opposite quarters 
of the building or premises, are indispensable for testing the vigilance and 
the regularity of the circuits of the’ night watch.

The preceding table shows the allocation of the prisoners of various 
classes, and of both sexes, on the day, which I have selected for recording 
my inspection. Punitive labour, for the males, is maintained by shot- 
drill and the crank-pump, under the strict and constant superintendence 
of turnkeys. A fair amount of industrial work is now executed here, all 
clothing, &c., for intern use being made up within the walls, and a toler- 
ably remunerative return being obtained from the manufacture of mats, 
brushes, and sheep-nets by the males ; while the females are chiefly em- 
ployed in washing, mending, and knitting. Three of the turnkeys are 
capable of instructing in the rudiments of handicrafts, viz., a carpenter, 
a shoemaker, and a mat-maker. Should a vacancy arise, it would be 
desirable to appoint a tailor.

School-hours. — Males — From 4 to 7 30 p.m. Females — From 10 to 11 30 a.ji. 

Educational instruction is now given daily, at the hours specified, by a 
qualified master to the two sexes respectively, in the schoolroom, a 
matron, of course, being in charge of the females during tuition. The 
school is in connexion with the National Board, whose Inspector, at his 
last visit reported, on the whole, favourably of the male pupils, but less 
so of the females, their attendance having been somewhat limited. His 
suggestions, however, as to certain improvements in the mode of teaching, 
have been since complied with, and the requirements, the want of which 
he noticed, have been provided. The several forms of the registries of 
progress framed by the National Board, and recommended by the Inspec- 
tors-General, are both observed here, and the Chaplains and the Local 
Inspector visit and examine the scholars from time to time, and enter 
their comments.

No complaints of the diet were preferred to me by any of the prisoners. 
I tasted all the provisions, and ascertained them to be of good quality. 
The Chaplains inspect regularly, and record their opinions ot each item 
of consumption in the tabular form suggested by my colleague and my- 
self, which is duly submitted to the Board. I found some few exceptions 
taken to the milk, but latterly the supply appeared to have been more 
satisfactory. 

Boolcs and Accounts. 

The criminal registries, and the several records of statistics, discipline, 
expenditure, receipt, and consumption, are carefully kept, and the forms 
originally prescribed by the Court of Queen’s Bench, as well as those 
framed by the Inspectors-General, are in use. The Head Warder also was 
about to adopt a useful system of checks as to the issue and application 
of the several matters under his charge. The Local Inspector, the Chap- 
lains, the Medical Officer, and the Governor, were furnished with journals, 
which are duly examined and signed by the Board. .

In comparing the above schedules for the expired portion of the current 
year with those for the whole preceding year, we find, among the 
prisoners derived from the county, a slight tendency to increase under 
every heading, hut there is- nothing, either in the amount or quality of 
crime, which demands special observation, except that a turbulent and 
savage spirit appears to be abroad, as evinced by violent and brutal 
assaults. With regard to the city prisoners, it is not so easy to institute 
a similar comparison, as those belonging to this jurisdiction were not 
transferred to the joint gaol in the last year until the 9th of May. 

No fluctuation, however, of any moment presents itself, and even the 
small proportionate advance in some of the re-committals may be ac- 
counted for by the greater readiness on the part of the magistrates to 
send offenders to a gaol established on the principle of “cellular separa- 
tion.” Juvenile delinquents exhibit a decline in both localities, none 
having been sent during the present year to reformatories. There were 
no returned convicts in custody at the period of my inspection, and 
there was but one dangerous lunatic, a female, committed from the city.

1 found the prison throughout clean, orderly, and in sound repair. The 
ventilation is now adequate, but the heating apparatus, though very 
costly, works unequally, and fails to maintain an uniform temperature 
in the cells. The supply of water is ample, and is applied to flushino- 
the sewerage. The quality of it, however, being strongly impregnated 
with lime, acts injuriously on the cocks connected with the washing- 
basins and soil-pans, which are placed in every cell, and produces leakage. 

Since the last inspection the general security has been improved by 
blocking up a door, through which one prisoner escaped in 1861, and by 
building a wall adjoining the Governor’s kitchen, so as to cut off the 
means of egress, of which another prisoner availed himself in the present 
year. The large window, however, at the end of the main male corridor 
in the new prison, although the wicket is fastened by a chain, would 
afford dangerous facilities to a skilled criminal possessed of great bodily 
strength and activity. No other alteration has taken place, except the 
erection of fourteen stalls for stone-breaking, and it is necessary, there- 
fore, to enumerate the several matters under the category of “ accommo- 
dation,” which require amendment. Firstly — I found a master debtor 
occupying the same building, and having access to the same yard, with 
pauper debtors, although the 6th section of the Prisons Act (the 7th 
Geo. IV., cap. 74), and the 8th General Rule annexed to the 109th 
section of the same Act, are imperative as to the separation of these 
two denominations ; while, on the other hand, two master debtors, of 
higher social station, alleged to belong to the “ first class” ( the law recog- 
nising no siich classification), were placed in apartments commanding a 
view of the yard, in which male criminals were exercised, a very objec- 
tionable arrangement, which renders it difficult to prevent communication, 
it being further unavoidable to conduct the above debtors to their ordinary 
airing ground, without passing through the criminal quarter. Secondly— 
It is indispensable to provide a drying- room, furnished with the means of 
artificial heating. Thirdly — -/The leakage of the cocks, and the liability 
to derangement in the water-closets, render the cells always sloppy and 
untidy, and occasionally offensive. It would, therefore, appear desirable, on 
sanitary grounds, to remove them altogether, and to convert some of the 
supernumerary cells on each tier into closets and lavatories; Fourthly — 
Shower baths, to be placed over the baths in which prisoners are washed, 
are greatly needed. Fifthly — A further adaptation of some of the ordi- 
nary cells for carrying out punishments by the addition of shutters, in 
order to darken them, when tenauted by stubborn and refractory in- 
mates, would be preferable to the use of those uow allotted to this 
purpose ; and the introduction of gas into all the cells during the long 
winter evenings would be found conducive to discipline and reformation. 
Sixthly — For some years past the Inspectors-General, acting in concur- 
rence with the Executive and the Board of Works, have always advocated 
the disuse of deep box-stalls in prison chapels, a measure, in which they 
have been earnestly supported by the Chaplains of all religious denomina- 
tions, experience having proved them to be highly objectionable ; for not 
only does great difficulty exist in keeping alive proper and reverent 
attention, but when the inmates are seated, they are withdrawn from 
observation ; and it has been found that they too frequently employ them- 
selves in writing or carving obscene words on the wood-work, and in 
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passing slips of paper, which they have secreted, under the doors, which South 
divide the compartments. By stationing a portion of the discipline ofli- DlSTRICT ‘ 
cers in front, and by placing others on high seats, which command a county and 
plunging view, the strictest supervision can be maintained, and the t%©/ 
smallest 3 violation of decorum, or attempt at undue communication, can he 
detected and punished. Seventhly — The establishment of a fumigating- 
room, or apparatus for purifying the prisoners own clothing, is absolutely 
essential to the objects of cleanliness and health. 

After full consideration of these details, which I laid before the local 
authorities, a committee was appointed to make a report upon them, 
which report the Board determined to carry into effect by directing that 
a drying-room, a fumigating apparatus, and shower-baths should be pro- 
vided ; that by the building of a wall, or by other arrangements, separ- 
ation between the master and pauper debtors should be established ; that 
the basins should be removed from the cells, and lavatories erected on 
each corridor ; that six new water-cocks, of an improved description, 
should be procured on trial, the leakage complained of being attributed 
chiefly to the imperfect construction of the cocks now in use ; and that, 
ad interim, the niglit-pans in the cells should be retained, subject to cer- 
tain experiments for the prevention of offensiveness. 

The stock of bedding, especially of rugs and prisoners’ clothing, was 
rather scanty at the period of my visit, but these deficiencies were about 
to be corrected. 

All the material requirements exist here for enforcing the system of 
“ individual separation” in its integrity with the criminals of both sexes 
(except the lunatics and their sane attendants) ; the tread-wheel, the 
crank-pump, the stone-sheds, and the laundry being partitioned. The 
prisoners also receive educational instruction, and take their meals in 
their cells, sleeping singly, but occupying (the accommodation being 
ample) different cells during the day time, in order to obtain a salutary 
change of atmosphere. 

The provision of mere material requirements, however, is of little avail, 
unless discipline be enforced with vigilance, vigour, and stringency, and I 
fear that these elements are not to be found here in a high degree. 

Without dwelling on escapes of a less recent occurrence, or the cases 
of irregular intercourse between the two sexes, which twice have been 
brought to light here, I would point to the escape of a male prisoner in 
August, 1861, through the admitted negligence of the turnkey in charge, 

Michael Murray, in not maintaining constant supervision ; and to the 
still more gross dereliction of duty, on the part of the same individual, in 
January, 1862, the particulars of the latter being as follows : — At the 
lock-up Murray omitted to fasten the cell door of a male prisoner who was 
under his charge, it being specially his duty to ascertain that every 
person for whom he is responsible is safely locked up. Nor was this 
omission confined to a single officer, for the night watchman, Richard 
Lanigan, whose duty it equally was to test the doors, and prove that 
they were made fast, neglected to do so, and thus the prisoner in question 
was enabled to leave his cell, and finally to effect his escape. In dealing 
with these cases, no defence or explanation, beyond a simple admission 
of the facts as stated, being put forward, the Board contented themselves 
with a reprimand and a fine of £1 upon the first, and 10s. on the second 
offender. I am instructed that Murray was informed that, in the event of 
a further breach of duty, he should be dismissed, but on the minutes of 
the Board there is no record of, or reference to, his former offence, nor 
caution with regard to any future one, but merely an expression of opinion 
that the authorities were unwilling to dismiss him on the ground of his 
good conduct for the last fourteen years, thus ignoring his offence committed 
only a few months before ; both acts, moreover, being rather aggravated 
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ut™, ? au exculpated by Ms long experience, fully sensible, as he must have 

' P een > °\ tlie necessity of watchfulness and care, and the consequences of 

County and inattention. Again, here the Local Inspector, from advanced ao-e and his 
KiSeniv l”®-™ 1 st f. e 1 of 1 bealt 1 h - llas been for several months unable to discharge his 
Gaol. S, utle , s ’ ™ oh bave keen performed by his son, under the nermission of the 
Hoard, although there is no legal provision for such delegation in this office 
at all, and although no record appears in the minutes sanctioning the sub 
stitution of this gentleman in particular, who is thus placed in an irregular 
and irresponsible position ; an office, moreover, the functions of which 
when fulfilled with energy, strictness, and authority over the whole staff 
constitute the most important element of prison administration • and I 
trust, therefore, that, whenever a successor to the present occupant shall 
be appointed, full consideration will be given to the possession of these 
qualities by the person to be selected. Further, I found at my inspec- 
tion, to my great surprise, that the turnkey on duty in the day time had 
been discontinued, in distinct contravention of the “ Separate System” 
Act, which requires that there should always be an officer in readiness 
to communicate with the prisoners. This omission has, however beeu 
since repaired by the appointment of a turnkey. Finally, in many of the 
prisons of this kingdom the Boards haye established a very salutary 
practice, the adoption of which I would recommend here viz that each 
of the twelve members of the Board is appointed for a particular month 
m “e course of which, at an indefinite and unexpected period, be makes 
an inspection either singly or concurrently with other members, so that 
thus the whole body is thoroughly acquainted with the structure and the 
general administration of the gaol ; and I would, therefore, venture to 
submit to the Grand Jury the policy of nominating such members as 
won d be prepared to lend their valuable services for this desirable object 
1 he Governor attends the lock-up, and a night patrol is maintained by 
a watchman, whose circuits are measured by one tell-tale clock only two 
at least, placed in opposite quarters of the building, being indispensable 
tor accuracy of checking. 

The record of the punishments, which amounted since the first of 
January to fifteen, and which were all inflicted by the sole authority of 
the Governor, is duly submitted to tlie Board and signed by the Chairman.

Punitive labour is enforced here by tbe tread- wheel, the power of which 
is not applied to any object (water being raised by the crank pump), and 
by shot-drill, to which it is proposed to add stone-breaking ; but this latter 
partakes of the character of reproductive labour, and, when carried on in 
the ordinary degree by prisoners accustomed to rural operations, does not 
amount to such severe work as to fulfil their sentences. Purely industrial 
labour exists here to a very trifling extent, especially among the males, and 
no remunerative return from articles disposed of outside the walls has accor- 
dingly been obtained. Some employment is, however, maintained in the 
manufacture of brushes and mats, two of the turnkeys being capable of 
giving rudimental instruction in these branches of industry. The females 
are more actively engaged in washing, mending, sewing, and knitting.

The two sexes are schooled daily, at the hours specified, by the turn- 
keys in classes, and by the matron. The approved form of registry is in 
use, and the Chaplains attend from time to time, making entries in their 
journals of their visits, but not commenting on the competency of the 
teachers, or the proficiency of the pupils, which latter appears to be 
slight. A large majority of the prisoners, however, it is to be observed, 
are under very short terms of imprisonment, and among the females, the 
prostitutes who, unhappily, amount to no inconsiderable proportion, are to 
be deducted.

If we examine all the above tables collectively, without separating the 
sexes wo shall be struck by the inconsiderable differences in the totals ; 
but we shall find that there is an increase in the males, which is counter- 
balanced by a diminution of the females. The latter, indeed, consist 
chiefly of that disorderly class, which is recurrent to prisons, as may be 
seen by the large proportion of their recommittals, contrasted with those 
of the males. Juvenile offences have greatly fallen in amount here ; and, 
I am happy to add, that there were no returned convicts, and no danger- 
ous lunatics in custody. There was, however, one o—l lunatic 
apparently almost idiotic, and incapable of violence, awaiting his lemoial 

to Dundrum Asylum. .

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The building was throughout in sound repair, secure, in a high condi- 
tion of cleanliness and order, well ventilated, and free from damp, except 
that caused by the weeping, in moist weather, of the stone of which it is 
constructed. The supply of water is generally abundant, and is applicable 
to flushing the sewers. The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, and 
clothing, both in use and in store, was adequate ; and a shoemaker, un- 
dergoing confinement, was kept employed at his trade. 

No alteration has taken place in the accommodation since the last in- 
spection, and thus the defects, so frequently commented on in former 
Reports, remain unremedied. I, therefore, briefly recapitulate them. 
There is but one building and one yard common to both classes of debtors, 
viz., masters and paupers, in distinct contravention to the eighth general 
rule annexed to the 109th section of the Prisons Act. There are no recep- 
tion rooms, no drying-rooms attached to the laundries allocated to each 
sex, and no covered lavatories, except in the female wing adapted to 
“separation.” The males are imperfectly classified as follows — one for the 
untried of all denominations , and three for tried prisoners, under different 
headings. There is also a sort of subdivision of prisoners of this sex, 
regulated by the nature of their several employments. The females, on 
the other hand, are in three sections, one of which (consisting of those who 
are recommitted) occupies the ‘‘separate ” quarter above referred to, and 
the other two are disposed according to their known, or presumed ante- 
cedents. The laundries are partitioned, and both sexes, as far as possible, 
take their meals and sleep in single cells. It is unnecessary that I should 
dwell on the acknowledged benefits of the system of ‘‘individual separa- 
tion;” acknowledged, because in almost every country in Europe they 
have been tested by experience, and I dismiss this portion of my Report 
by calling the attention of the local authorities to two facts — firstly, that 
the pressure on the rates is considerably lightened by the reimbursement 
from the Consolidated Fund of a large annual sum for the maintenance, &c., 
of certain prisoners; and secondly, that the ratepayers of Ireland are 
placed on a more advantageous footing than those of Great Britain, inas- 
much as they can obtain from the Treasury a loan of money, for the build- 
ing or improvement of gaols, to be repaid, without interest, in twenty half- 
yearly instalments. 

The Governor duly attends the lock-up, and a nightly patrol is main- 
tained on two nights in the week by a watchman, and on the remaining 
five by turnkeys in rotation. One tell-tale clock is provided to measure 
the accuracy of their circuits ; but two at least, placed in opposite direc- 
tions, are indispensable for this object. 

The punishments, the record of which is submitted to the Board and 
signed, amounted to but three since the 1st of January, two of which 
were inflicted by the authority of the Governor, and one by that of a 
magistrate.

Very laudable activity is evinced here in the employment of prisoners, 
three of the turnkeys being trained handicraftsmen, and the Deputy pos- 
sessing remarkable skill in laying out and superintending the various 
forms °of labour. Frieze, blankets, sheeting, ticken, shirting, and shoes, are 
all worked up herefrom the raw material; and when a tradesman is 
committed, such as a tailor, or a tinman, or a carpenter his knowledge is 
turned to advantageous account. The crank-mill is used for grinding corn, 
from which the bread, &c., is manufactured.

The prisoners of both sexes are instructed daily at the hours specified ; 
the males by an efficient master, who also acts as clerk, and the females 
by the matron. The school for the former had been of late disadvantage- 
ou3ly affected by the necessity of employing the clerk as a turnkey, in 
consequence of the disabled state of the staff. The approved form of 
registry is observed, and the Chaplains, who examine the pupils from time 
to time, enter their observations. J uveniles are compelled to attend; and 
all who are desirous of learning, or show an aptitude for it, are admitted. 
The female school is almost a nullity, and the old and imperfect form of 
registry is still in use.

very good quality.

The Chaplains, the Medical Officer, and the Governor, are provided 
with journals, and those of the former are duly signed by the Chairman 
of the Board. The registries, and the various books embracing matters 
of discipline, consumption, expenditure, and receipt, are kept with great 
accuracy. Some of the forms, however, which have been adopted else- 
where at our suggestion, are still wanting, viz., a “Daily Employment of 
Prisoners Book” (except for those engaged in stone-breaking), a “ Work 
Ledger,” and a general “Intern Officers’ Gate Book;” the Governor and his 
Deputy at present alone signing their names in the record allocated to 
this purpose.

I am happy to add that the zeal and efficiency of the Governor and 
Deputy Governor have been justly recognised by an advance in their 
salaries. Those of some of the interns are very low, no food-rations being 
granted here. The externs and the Governor are paid half-yearly, and 
the interns monthly.

I deeply lament that the foregoing tables show a very considerable in- 
crease of both sexes during the expired portion of the current year as 
contrasted with 1861. the daily average for the former period amounting 
to nearly double that of the latter. 

Upon" an analysis of the committals since the first of January, we look 
in vain for some ground to justify the hope that the general distress, which 
has prevailed would account for so large and sudden an advance ; for we 
find that out of 172 criminal committals of males, no less than 75 repre- 
sent assaults, 25 drunkenness, and 9 violations of discipline in workhouses; 
thus evincing a savage, lawless, and disorderly spirit, which, while this 
report is passing through type, has already led to crimes of deeper dye, 
and has rendered Limerick again, after a long interval of years, the scene 
of a Special Commission. < . 

JS T or do the females exhibit a less discouraging aspect, for of 76 criminal 
committals, 33 (an enormous proportion among prisoners of this sex), are 
for assaults , and 12 for poorhouse offences. The ratio of re-committals 
among the males for the past year is singularly small ; thus proving that 
a tendency to violate the law is not confined to a few individuals, but is 
spread over a wide area. But on the other hand, the female totals are 
swelled by the more constant recurrence of the same delinquents to prison. 

The juveniles happily present a favourable comparison with adults, for 
their aggregates are smaller than of late years. 

There were three lunatics in charge, two of whom were transferred to 
the asylum immediately after my visit, and three returned convicts, ascer- 
tained to be such, viz., two males and one female.

I found the prison at both my visits in a creditable condition of clean- 
liness, and adequately supplied with bedding, blankets, sheets, and 
clothing,, trowsers of woollen cloth, in lieu of coarse flax, having been 
latterly issued to the males, and socks and stockings to both sexes re- 
spectively. A presentment had been obtained for general repairs, which 
it is not necessary to specify, as they do not involve any alteration in the 
accommodation. The ventilation is satisfactory, and the supply of water 
abundant; but the means of conveying it to the different sections are 
defective.. The sewerage is imperfect, as I am informed that the central 
cess-pool is below the level of the main sewer. The other chief defects 
are as follow : — There is but one building and but one yard for master 
and.pauper debtors, in contravention of the 8th Rule annexed to the 109th 
section of the 8 Geo. TV., cap. 74; there are no reception-rooms for 
prisoners of either sex, who thus are passed at once into their respective 
classes, in violation of the 20th Rule annexed to the same section of the 
same Act ; and there are no baths virtually in use in the gaol. The 
inconvenience and inadequacy of the- hospital arc detailed under the 
proper. heading ; and the same objections exist to the laundry, which is 
unpartitioned ; while the drying - room scarcely deserves the designation. 
The building, which is nominally adapted for carrying out approximative 
separation, is very badly designed for its object ; and the heating ap- 
paratus, which is on an erroneous principle, is expensive and almost 
useless. 



This quarter is assigned to male juveniles, and to those who have been 
frequently re-committed ; and there are seven other classes, including sub- 
divisions of felons and misdemeanants (tried and untried), and revenue 
aud bail cases. The males are kept apart at punitive labour, the tread- 
wheel being stalled ; and at stone -breaking, the sheds being partitioned ; 
but at school, and occasionally at industrial employment, they are asso- 
ciated.. The females occupy three sections ; and there is besides a day- 
room, in which prostitutes, when there are any in charge, are placed separ- 
ately ; but all are congregated while at w r ork in their respective classes, 
and at meals, which are taken b}'" them in their day-rooms, as is also the 
case with males. All of both sexes, however, sleep singly. 

Extensive plans and proposals for heating the prison on an improved 
principle having been, according to their direction, laid before the Board by 
Messrs. Ross and Murray, who have had considerable experience in similar 
operations, I felt it to be my duty to pay a second visit to Limerick, for 
the purpose ol conferring with the Board, and of requesting their careful 
consideration of the whole condition of the prison. They accordingly 
directed their attention to the several matters requiring remedy, and 
finally determined to offer, by public advertisement, addressed to archi- 
tects, a prize of £50 for the best plan, embracing the following altera- 
tions and additions : — 



1. To add to and alter the existing buildings, so as to enable the introduction of 
o separate system of confinement for sixty male and thirty female prisoners. 

2. To improve the accommodation afforded for sick and convalescent prisoners, 
so as to carry out the provisions of 6 and 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74, sec. 6. 

3. To improve the accommodation for debtors, so as to comply with 6 and 7 
Geo. IV., cap. 74, sec. 6. 
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4. To build, or adapt one of the existing buildings on the ground floor for use as 
a chapel, in lieu of the present one. 

5 . To build, or adapt dwelling rooms for the reception of six turnkeys, besides 
those already accommodated on the premises. 

6. To improve the laundry and drying-room, with special regard to the require- 
ments of the separate system of confinement. 

7 . To provide reception-rooms for the medical examination of prisoners on their 
committal, as required by (j and 7 Geo. IV., cap. 74, sec. 109. 

8. To provide a room tor the Clerk in the vicinity of the Board-room instead of, 
as at present, in a distant part of the building. 

9. To improve the sewerage of the whole building. 

10 . To provide adequate baths. 

As money can be obtained in advance upon tbe faitli of presentments 
from the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury, at the instance of the 
Lord Lieutenant, to be repaid by twenty half-yearly instalments, without 
interest; and as a large sum is contributed annually out of the Con- 
solidated Fund for the maintenance, &c., of certain classes of prisoners, 
I earnestly hope that these advantages may be turned to further ac- 
count, and that measures may be taken for enforcing in its integrity this 
invaluable form of discipline, which is peculiarly effective, by the silence and 
isolation which are its characteristic features, in scaring away the idle and 
gregarious females, for whom an associative prison has no terrors, and in 
breaking down the savage and brutal temperament which is now too rife 
among the males. 

The Governor attends the lock-up ; a nightly patrol is maintained by two 
turnkeys, and there is one tell-tale in use \ but two at least, placed apart in 
distant" quarters of the prison, are indispensable for testing vigilance and 
the accuracy of the circuits. The record of the punishments is now sub- 
mitted to the Board, and signed by the chairman.

It will be remarked on examining the above schedule, that no “hard 
or “punitive” labour was in operation on the day of inspection ; for the 
breaking of stones by prisoners taken almost exclusively from an agri- 
cultural population, cannot be fairly considered, as ordinarily carried on, 
to fall within this category. Under the head of industrial employment, 
on the other hand, laudable activity is displayed, both in manufacturing 
and in making up various articles of wear and consumption j no less than 
seven of the turnkeys being handicraftsmen.

The male prisoners are taught in two of the day-rooms by a trained 
schoolmaster, lately appointed ; all who are willing to receive it being 
admitted, except those under short rules, who are also wholly illiterate. 
At my first inspection the females were without any educational instruc- 
tion, but are now schooled on five evenings in each week by the master, 
a matron of course being present. It would be desirable to stall the 
apartments allocated to both sexes. The Local Inspector and the Chaplains 
visit occasionally, the latter entering their comments. Some instances of 
satisfactory proficiency are noted, and the approved Form of Registry is 
in use.

No complaints of the diet were preferred to me by the prisoners. The 
provisions are regularly inspected by the Chaplains, who follow the tabular 
form of record recommended by the Inspectors-General, in which I found 
not infrequent exceptions taken to the bread and to the gruel, the latter 
being generally reported to be “middling.” I examined the bread and 
the stirabout, which were both of good quality. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

The books and forms directed by the Court of Queen’s Bench, and 
suggested by the Inspectors-General, are kept here, except a few, which 
are about to be supplied. 

The Local Inspector, the Chaplains, the Medical Officers, and the 
Governor, are provided with journals; and those of the Chaplains are now 
signed by the Chairman of the Board, a practice which hitherto had not 
been regularly observed.

There are eight turnkeys in this gaol, two of whom, viz., the head turn- 
key, who is virtually Deputy Governor, and the gate-porter, who is con- 
fined to his special charge, are withdrawn from the supervision of the 
several classes ; and out of the remaining six two are on patrol every night, 
and are therefore only partially available for day duty. 

Since the last inspection Mr. Woodburne, the Governor, died \ Mr. Byre 
Powell, who acted as Mr. Woodburne’s deputy, by permission of the Board, 
during the long illness of the former, remaining temporarily in charge. 
The Board accordingly, by advertisement, threw the vacant office open to 
public competition, and finally, out of no less than forty candidates, who 
presented themselves, selected Mr. Eagar, an officer of considerable expe- 
rience, who had served for some years with credit in the Convict Depart- 
ment, and who subsequently filled the post of Governor of the County Gaol 
of Kildare to the satisfaction of the local authorities. I trust, therefore, 
that the Board will reap the fruits of their disinterestedness and public 
spirit ; for I am bound to state, and I fulfil the obligation with sincere 
pleasure, that this exercise of their power of appointment was influenced 
solely by the highest and purest sense of duty.

Hospitals. 

The hospitals consist of only one room for each sex, with water-closets 
attached (which in consequence of very imperfect machinery are frequently 
offensive), but not with baths. The inconvenient position of these apart- 
ments, on the summit of the central building, has frequently been made 
the subject of animadversion in former reports, and of remonstrance on the 
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part of the Medical Officers. The sanitary condition of the prison fortu- 
nately was, and had been satisfactory.

The Board assembles monthly, when all liabilities are discharged ; the 
larger amounts by means of cheques payable to the parties entitled, and 
the smaller through the hands of the Governor, who accounts at the next 
ensuing meeting. 

Bridewells. 

The bridewells in this county are so defective in point of construction, 
and fall so far below the ordinary requirements of a minor prison, that 
not one of them could be certified as fit for a place of detention, if there 
should be, as is imperatively called for, mandatory legislation on this head. 

It will then become a question with the local authorities, if they do not 
entertain it at once, as to whether it would not be advisable to procure 
the discontinuance of them through the proper channel; for the towns in 
which these wretched buildings stand are situated either on or near to rail- 
ways, so that, in point of expense and discipline, considerable advantages 
would accrue from their abolition.

On examining the above records, we shall find so slight a fluctuation in 
any of the figures, that no special observation is necessary ; the re-com- 
mittals, which amount here to a considerable number, being derived, as 
stated in former Reports, from the constantly recurrent classes of prostitutes 
and of disorderly youths beyond the maximum of the age, at which they 
can be consigned to Reformatories. 

Since the establishment of these institutions, twenty-nine juveniles (viz., 
twenty males and nine females) have been transmitted to them, and the 
capital of offenders, falling within this category, has been proportionally 
diminished; but one juvenile being in custody on the above day. There 
were, happily, no dangerous lunatics in charge ; there were, however, two 
returned convicts, ascertained to be such, and one under sentence of penal 
servitude — a female, too ill to be removed.

rotatory chevaux-defrke. The supply of water is abundant, and is con- 
Limriok ducted to the several sections of the prison, and applied to flushing the 
( '' wl " sowers. The stock of bedding, blankets, and sheets, and of clothing, was 
adequate, but that of shoes was deficient. The prisoners' own clothes are 
fumigated, labelled, and properly stowed away in the store. 

No alteration in tho general accommodation has taken place since the 
last inspection, nor is any in contemplation ; so that it is again my pain- 
ful duty to report that, except in two particulars, viz., the stalling of 
the tread-wheel, and the partitioning of tlie stone-sheds, which prevents 
undue intercourse, this prison is wanting in almost every one of the pri- 
mary requirements defined in the old Prisons Act. There is but one yard, 
common to debtors of both denominations ; the laundry and schoolroom 
are unpartitioned ; and there are no reception-rooms, no laundry, and no 
covered lavatories. 

Tho whole structure ancl design of the building are such, as to render 
beneficial modification impossible, and as to interfere with the observance 
even of the very imperfect and unsatisfactory system of classification laid 
down in the Act above recited. The males are divided into five classes: — 

1, The untried of all denominations; 2, Vagrants and drunkards; 3, Tried 
felons ; 4, Tried misdemeanants ; 0, Petty larcenists. When the numbers 
permit, prisoners of this sex take their meals and sleep in single cells, 
except ill class 5. The females occupy three sections : — 1, The untried ; 

2, The tried ; 3, Those convicted of a first offence, and those whose con- 
duct during confinement has been orderly. An attempt is further made 
to separate females known to be of a thoroughly abandoned character 
from the less impure ; but the moral fermentation, which necessarily pre- 
vails, where so little restriction over the hardened offender, and so little 
protection for the comparative novice in guilt exist, invariably renders a 
prison, constituted as this is, a school rather of corruption than amend- 
ment.. I therefore repeat the opinion, which I felt myself bound to con- 
vey in a former Report, that there appears to be little or no probability 
of a remedy being obtained for these evils, as no disposition exists on the 
part of the authorities on either side to avail themselves of the facilities 
for amalgamating the County and City Gaols, which the “ Amended 
Prisons Act” affords ; and it, consequently, only remains for the Inspectors- 
General to express the hope that the Prisons Bill, submitted in two suc- 
cessive Sessions to Parliament, may ultimately pass into law, and that 
thus the Executive may be armed with plenary powers to compel a fulfil- 
ment of the very moderate requirements therein prescribed. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a night patrol is maintained by 
a watchman and turnkey. There is, however, but one tell-tale clock, 
which is an imperfect mode of measuring their vigilance in the regularity 
of their circuits. Two such clocks, at least, placed far apart in opposite 
quarters of the building, are indispensable for this object. 

The record of the punishments, which, since the 1st of January, amounted 
to seven, all being inflicted by the Governor, is submitted to the Board 
at each meeting, and initialed.

The Cleric and Assistant Matron, who are both competent, instruct daily, 
at the hours specified, all prisoners of their respective sexes, who are not 
more than twenty-five years of age, and are sentenced to a longer period 
than one month. The approved form of registry is in use, hut the Chap- 
laius rarely visit the schools, and never enter comments on the proficiency 
of the pupils in the column headed £: Remarks,” which is designed for this 
purpose.

There were mo complaints of the diet on the part of the prisoners. 1 lie 
provisions are regnularly inspected by the Chaplains, and their opinion of 
each item of consumption hi recorded in the tabular form. I found but 
one slight exception taken to the bread, which, as well as the stirabout 
issued on the day of my visit, I ascertained, by tasting, to be of good 
quality. 
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Boohs and Accounts. 

The Local Inspector, the Medical Officer, and the Governor are furnished 
with journals ; but the Chaplains limit themselves to keeping the “Provi- 
sions Book” under this category, which can scarcely be considered as a 
compliance with the Act. I feel bound, therefore, to call the attention of 
the Board to the 11th section of the “Amended Prisons Act,” the 19th and 
20th Viet., cap. 68, which defines the mode of appointing substitutes for 
Chaplains, limiting such delegation solely to the cases of “sickness” and 
“ unavoidable absence.” This section also directs that the Chaplains shall 
keep journals. Books, therefore, specially and exclusively assigned for 
this purpose should be provided, and duly submitted to the Board at each 
meeting. 

The books and accounts evince creditable accuracy, and most of the 
forms, either prescribed or recommended, are observed here, except the 
“ Dailv Employment Book” and the “ General Visitors’ Book.” There 
are no" by-laws here ; and as the want of them might lead to inconve- 
nience and difficulty, my colleague and I have thought it our duty to 
transmit to the Board the requisition defined in the 4th section of the 
“ Amended Prisons Act,” the 19th and 20tli Viet., cap. 68.*

The unusual and painful duty devolves upon me of calling- attention to 
the great increase in the inmates of this prison, as shown by the above 
schedules. The general distress, which has prevailed and pressed upon 
the class, from which criminals are ordinarily recruited, has, doubtless, 
largely contributed to this result; but the prevalence of assaults amonc 
the males cannot be traced to this cause. There has been an advance in 
petty larcenists among the females; while constantly recurrent prostitutes 
and insubordinate paupers, committed from the workhouse, have further 
tended to swell the totals of this sex. The re-committals , however, of both 
sexes, are comparatively few; and I trust, therefore, that this rise in the 
prison population may prove to be of an abnormal and temporary cha- 
racter, and that an amelioration in the physical and moral condition may 
be found to be identical, and cotemporaneous. Juvenile offences do not 
reach a large amount, nor is there any increase under the category of 
drunkenness. 

There were two males in custody, suspected of being returned convicts, 
and one ascertained to be such; and there was also one male criminal 
lunatic, acquitted of an assault on the ground of insanity, who was 
awaiting a vacancy in Dundrum Asylum. One male was executed after 
the Spring Assizes, having been convicted of murder. This, however, 
was an instance of individual depravity, and was wholly unconnected with 
the agrarian conspiracy, which has given rise to such fearful atrocities in 
other localities.

I found the prison throughout in sound repair, clean, secure, and in a 
creditable condition of order and discipline. The supply of water, which 
is raised by the tread-wheel and a force-pump, is abundant, and. the sewers, 
which have been sunk lower, are effective. There was a sufficient supply, 
for the season of the year, at which I have recorded my inspection, of 
bedding, blankets, sheets, and clothing ; and an order has been issued for 
providing additional rugs and blankets, some of them having undergone 
long wear and tear. 

The general accommodation is sufficient, and almost all the require- 
ments of a well-administered prison are provided here. The tread-wheel 
and laundry have been already partitioned, and the lavatories are about 
to be stalled. The force-pump, however, and the day-rooms, in which 
industrial works are carried on, have not been similarly divided, a ue 
marshalsea is inadequate, there being but one building and one yard allo- 
cated to both denominations of debtors, viz., masters and paupers, in con- 
travention of the eighth clause annexed to the 109th section of the 7th. 
Geo. IV., cap. 74. 

The alterations referred to in former reports, for converting a portion 
of the male quarter into a “separate” prison for females, and for trans- 
ferring that hitherto occupied by the latter to the former, are rapidly 
approaching completion ; and, as soon as the cells shall be fit for reception, 1 
shall be ready to certify them, care being taken to obtain the approbation 
of the next Grand Jury for by-laws, extending this form of discipline to 
the males; and thus, when the final sanction of the Executive shall have 
been given, every inmate will be subjected to it in its integrity. there 
are thirty cells allocated to males, and orders have been issued for adapting 
sixteen more of similar capacity. To these could be further added Jive 
others of lesser size, which would be sufficient for the occupation of drunk- 
ards, and of all prisoners under very short sentences. There is, besides, 
a block for each sex, which could be used in the event of any sudden an 
unusual pressure. For the females there are nineteen cells prepared, which 
I trust will exceed, rather than fall short of, any future requirements; but 
if any extension of accommodation should become necessary, I have no 
doubt that the necessity will be promptly dealt with by the local autho- 
rities, who have always evinced an active spirit of improvement.

The Governor attends the lock-up, and there is a nightly patrol main- 
tained by two watchmen, whose duties are severe, and whose salaries are 
low. Their vigilance, and the accuracy of their circuits, are tested by 
two tell-tale clocks, placed apart in opposite extremities of the prison. 
The punishments, the record of which is submitted to the Board and 
signed, amounted, since the 1st of January, to two only, both being 
inflicted by the authority of the Governor.

The prisoners of both sexes are instructed daily, at the periods specified, 
by the turnkeys and matrons in charge of the several classes. The 
approved Form of Registry is observed, but there is no record of any 
examination of the pupils in secular acquirements, from time to time, on 
the part of the Chaplains. I have only to repeat the opinion expressed 
y myself in former Reports, as well as by my late and present colleagues, 
that it would be very desirable to appoint a trained schoolmaster to teach 
both males and females : a matron of course being present at the tuition 
of the latter.

Complaints were preferred by two only of the prisoners with regard to 
the stirabout, which, on examination, I considered to be quite groundless. 
I tasted also the bread and the milk, which I found to be of good quality. 
The Chaplains inspect the provisions regularly, but not in the tabulated 
form, specifying the several items of daily consumption, which is recom- 
mended by the Inspectors-General. This form is, however, about to be 
procured. 

Books and Accounts. 

The Registries, the books relating to matters of discipline, and the 
accounts, are kept with praiseworthy correctness. The Chaplains and 
the Governor are provided with journals, but those of the former are not 
signed, as required by the 11th section of 19 & 20 Vic. cap. 68. The 
Medical Officer does not keep a formal journal, nor is the “ Extra Diet 
Book,” suggested by us, as yet in use, though it is intended hereafter to 
adopt it.

The defects of the bridew r ells of this county have been so frequently 
animadverted upou by successive Inspectors-General, that I consider it 
needless to recapitulate them ; and I confine myself to an expression of 
the hope that, if the Privy Council should not think fit to revise the 
decision at which they arrived, adverse to the discontinuance of them — 
a measure which was unanimously recommended by the Grand Jury and 
other authorities — the Legislature may intervene, and relieve the rate- 
payers of the expense of maintaining those unnecessary and unfit build- 
ings. I subjoin a table detailing their present condition.

I regret to note an increase in the aggregate of prisoners in this gaol, 
the average, the highest and lowest number in custody at any one time, 
the committals, and the re-committals for the first nine months of the 
current year, being proportionately in excess of those for the whole of the 
past year. The females especially, whose average in 1860 stood so low 
as 9 (fractions being omitted), rose to 18 in 1861, and have advanced to 
23 in the present year. On the other hand, when we examine the cases 
of those, who compose these numbers, we find that of 61 males, 5 were 
debtors, or under rule for contempt of court, and 15 dangerous lunatics ; 
while of the 27 females, there were no less than 10 lunatics, thus forming 
a total of 31 persons belonging to two classes, for whose detention a place 
of criminal confinement is wholly unfit. With regard to the lunatics, I 
learn with pleasure that there is a prospect of immediate relief from their 
presence, as the auxiliary asylum at Clonmel has been prepared for their 
reception. There were three juveniles (all males) in charge, but offenders 
of this category are neither rife, nor recurrent in this Riding. There were 
also two returned convicts (both males), ascertained to be such.

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I found the gaol clean, orderly, well ventilated, in sound repair, dry 
(except from the weeping of the limestone in moist weather, and a slight 
leakage arising from ill-fitted window-sashes), and secure, new padlocks 
and stock-locks having been procured for the male prison, and for the 
major part of the female side, and some important alterations having 
been made, as detailed elsewhere, in the hospital quarter. There is a 
copious supply of water, which is raised by the tread-wheel and a force- 
pump, and conducted to the sections respectively, new metal pipes and cocks 
having been added: the sewers are too level to admit of a complete clearance 
by means of flushing, but they are opened and cleansed once in each year. 

The stock of bedding, blankets, sheets, and prison clothing was ample; 
and it is proposed to henceforth make up the latter within the walls. 
Below * will be found a summary of the several repairs and alterations 
which have been carried out here during the last few months. To these 
I have to add a few points, on which I would touch, as requiring atten- 
tion, viz.: — The establishment of baths and watei closets in the hospitals; 
the disconnecting the wall enclosing the court-house ground, which joins 
the outer wall of the prison, and affords facilities of escape and communi- 
cation ; an objection, which could be obviated by erecting an iron railing 
for a short distance, with rotatory “ chevaux-de-frise” on the top, so as to 
render it impossible to place a ladder, &c., upon it; and lastly, the tread- 
wheel requires alteration, as stated under the head of “ Employment ;” but 
I would venture to look further, and to express a hope that the very com- 
petent and energetic Board, who appear to be actuated by a sincere desire 
for amelioration, and for the adoption of all the best requirements of modern 
discipline, would take into consideration the whole system of altering the 
prison, so as to carry out, with all classes, the system of individual separa- 
tion in it3 integrity — an advantage attainable at a very moderate outlay, 
the pressure of which will not be felt, as the Treasury will advance, without 
interest, whatever sum might be determined on, repayable in ten years by 
half-yearly instalments. This boon is confined to Ireland, and is not extended 
to England or Scotland. The sum, therefore, leviable at each Assizes for the 
repayment, would be so small, as not to affect the ratepayers, who, I trust, 
will not fail to vote the funds necessary for effecting this vital improve- 
ment. 

If, however, immediate sanction should be withheld from this more com- 

* Alterations and improvements made in this prison since the month of April, 
1862, viz.: — Wicket in entrance gate enlarged; two boxes fitted up with tell-tale 
clocks; male lunatic quarter fitted to accommodate twenty persons; new bath 
erected, and pipes laid down to convey water ; wooden door closed up leading to 
hospital, where an escape was lately effected, and entrance formed through lunatic 
yard, and iron door affixed thereto ; house enlarged for gas meter, and cemented ; 
water cisterns newly cemented and repaired, and baths in sections plastered and 
cemented ; brass water-cocks applied to all the water-pipes in prison ; two store-rooms 
fitted up in No. 7 section for prisoners’ private clothing, also two boxes erected (one 
for males and one for females) for fumigating prisoners’ clothing; new boiler set in 
section 8 for cooking; a new coil pipe placed for heating oven ; bakehouse ceiled ;

partly ceiled, and divisions put up to prevent the view of females ; new force-pump 
erected to carry off water from subterraneous passage leading to court-house ; 
cupola over Governor’s house newly leaded ; store for prisoners’ private clothing 
fitted up in female prison ; roofing and gutters also repaired there ; new top placed 
on metal chimney flue leading from kitchen, No. 8 section; new trays made to 
convey the food to the different sections ; straw store roofing and walls repaired, 
cemented, and pointed ; pipes conveyed through many parts of the prison, and new 
boiler erected in laundry.

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preheusive design, it is necessary tliat I should direct notice to the absence 
of provision for accommodating female debtors of both classes, in contra- 
vention of the 6th section, and of the 8th General Rule annexed to the 
109th section of the Prisons Act, the 7th Geo. IV., cap. 74, to the want of 
covered lavatories (except in one wing), of partitions in the day-rooms, 
which are assigned to schooling, as also in the laundry, and to the ineffi- 
ciency of the drying-room in cold and damp weather, and to the condition 
of the refractory cells. . , 

At nresent the classification of the males approximates that laid down 
in the ‘Prisons Act, hut among the females, in consequence of the prepon- 
derance of lunatics, even this meagre subdivision is unattainable. Both 
sexes sleep and take their meals in single cells, excepting, of course, the 
lunatics, and those engaged in their supervision. A certain portion of 
the gaol having been completely prepared for carrying on cellular separa- 
tion ” it will be requisite for the Board to prepare a short supplemental 
oode’ of by-laws, defining the class or classes of prisoners, who shall be sub- 
jected to this form of discipline. The Governor attends the lock-up, and 
a patrol is maintained at night by a watchman, whose vigilance is tested 
by one tell-tale clock only. , . , , , . . , , 

The punishments, the record of which is duly submitted and signed by 
the Chairman of the Board, and which, with ono exception, were inflicted 
by the Governor, amounted, since his appointment, to a number, which 
would appear to be somewhat in excess, if it were not taken into, ccrnsi- 
deration that the very lax state of discipline, into which the administra- 
tion of the prison had been suffered to fall antecedently, had not rendered 
stringent measures indispensable.

The tread- wheel requires a regulator or counterbalance, as, at pre , 
not more than four prisoners can work it simultaneously, without an un u 
and dangerous rapidity of motion. Industrial operations are mamtainea 
here with praiseworthy energy, most of the turnkeys being trame ^ a 
craftsmen, but the deduction of the lunatics, and of ^eir sane attendants, 
from the number of available hands, and the alteration of the puson, 
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absorbed a large portion of the males, have necessarily affected unfavour- 
ably this useful branch of gaol administration.

Educational instruction is given daily at the hour specified, to the males 
by a Schoolmaster-turnkey, and to the females by the Matron and her 
assistant. The form of Registry recommended by the Inspectors-General 
is observed here, and the Chaplains hitherto have voluntarily visited the 
schools from time to time, but are now bound by the new code of by-laws, 
which has been lately sanctioned by the Executive, to do so frequently. 
It would be convenient, if they would enter their comments in the column 
of the Registry headed “Remarks,” and thus give a useful stimulus to 
both teachers and pupils.

It is not within the limit, and perhaps not within the province, of a 
report on the Gaol of the South Riding of Tipperary, to enter fully into a 
discussion of the criminal status of a district, in which murders of such 
atrocity and daring, as to have evoked a Special Commission, remain un- 
punished ; and I shall confine myself to a brief analysis of the foregoing 
schedules. It is proper to observe, that of those in custody on the above 
day, twelve — viz., five debtors and seven criminals — were prisoners trans- 
ferred from the amalgamated jurisdiction of the county and city of Water- 
ford, pending the completion of the jointgaol now in course of erection there. 

If we turn to the males, we shall find by the daily averages, in which 
those thus transferred are not included, that there has been for some con- 
siderable period a tendency to a marked increase. In 1860, the average 
of this sex stood at 61 (fractions being omitted) ; in 1861, at 79 ; and 
in the first eight months of the current year , at 93. The fluctuations in 
the females have been less noticeable ; their averages having been, in 
1860, 40 ; in 1861, 41 ; and during the expired portion of 1862, 35. 

In the criminal committals of this sex some improvement is also ob- 
servable in the latter period. Vagrancy exhibits an advance, fairly 
attributable to the severe distress, which haspressed on the humbler classes; 
but the number of juvenile offenders falling within the statutable age lias 
declined; and since the 1st of January, four only (all males) have been sen- 
tenced to be detained in reformatories. On the other hand, there exists 
here an unusually large proportion of delinquents belonging to the next 
category of age (viz., from 16 to 21 years), there being in charge no less 
than twenty males and seven females of this class. In the re-committals 
of either sex nothing presents itself, which demands a special comment. 
There were no inmates under sentence of penal servitude, and none known 
or suspected to be returned convicts ; but there were no less than twenty- 
four lunatics, twenty-one males, and three females, pressing on the accom- 
modation and the discipline of the prison. It is, however, unnecessary 
that I should recapitulate the evils so often enumerated in former reports, 
which the presence of those unhappy beings within the walls of a gaol 
causes to themselves and to their fellow-prisoners, inasmuch as an aux- 
iliary asylum will, I trust, before these sheets are in type, be ready for 
their reception ; and I look forward with confidence to the interposition 
of the Legislature in repealing the statute, which affords facilities, too often 
abused, for consigning to places originally intended solely for the deten- 
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tion of those convicted of, or charged with crime, the morally irresponsible; 
a statute, moreover, which does not extend to the other portions of the 
United Kingdom, but is confined in its operation to Ireland.

I found the buildings throughout secure, clean, orderly, and in sound 
repair, except the flagging, which, especially in the old gaol, is much 
worn and uneven. The ventilation is satisfactory, and the supply of 
water, which is raised by the tread-wheel, is ample, and directed to flush- 
ing the sewers. The stock of bedding and clothing was sufficient for the 
season; and, before the commencement of winter, an examination of the 
blankets, &c., takes place, with the view of casting those which are too 
thin, and an issue of warmer clothing is also made. There are adequate 
reception rooms for both sexes, with baths attached; aud there are lava- 
tories in the new house of correction, but not elsewhere. Day-rooms are 
allocated to weaving, shoemaking, tin-work, &c. ; the female laundry is 
partitioned, but not that assigned to the males. The marshalsea for the 
latter sex is commodious, two yards being annexed to it. The pauper 
debtors, however, are locked up at night in the same building with the 
masters. 

There is no provision here for female debtors, and consequently no 
separate yard for their daily exercise, a very serious defect. 

The male criminals are placed in four sections, viz., 1, those for ex- 
amination; 2, the untried (committed); 3, the tried of all denominations; 
4, lunatics. Boys, moreover, during their short preliminary detention, 
previously to their being transmitted to reformatories, are locked up, ex- 
cept during exercise. 

The females are divided into two classes only, according to their known 
or presumed character, but an attempt is made to keep the prostitutes 
apart. All, of both sexes, take their meals in their cells, and sleep singly, 
when the accommodation permits, except the lunatics, and their sane 
attendants. The males employed on the tread-wheel, which is stalled, 
in the partitioned stone sheds, and at weaving, are debarred from inter- 
course; but, at other industrial labours, and at school, they are associated, 
as are also the females. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and a night patrol is maintained by

Having, at the instance of a former Board, discussed at length the prin- 
ciples of the system of “ individual separation,” it is needless that I should 
reiterate doctrines, which have been so generally accepted, and the success 
of which has been tested by long experience elsewhere ; the more so as 
the present Board, I am bound to state, and I discharge the obligation with 
great pleasure, is actuated by a spirit of improvement, and an earnest de- 
sire to place the prison of their Riding on a footing worthy of the exten- 
sive jurisdiction which it embraces ; plans have already been considered 
by them for beginning the work of amelioration, by pulling down the 
existing female prison, as it is wholly unfit for the higher objects of dis- 
cipline, and by erecting on its site cells, &c., furnished with ail the requi- 
site appliances of “separation,” which has always been found peculiarly 
adapted in its deterrent and reformatory effects for dealing with prisoners 
of this sex. I have no doubt, therefore, that at the next assizes the ne- 
cessary sanction will be granted for this important step in the right direc- 
tion; and I would point out to the ratepayers that their financial position 
is far better now than formerly, as a large annual reimbursement is re- 
ceived from the Consolidated Fund for the maintenance, &c., of certain 
classes of prisoners. Moreover, in this kingdom, advances of money from 
the same source can be obtained without interest , and repayable by twenty 
half-yearly instalments , a boon which is not conferred on England and 
Scotland; so that the outlay, spread over this long period, will scarcely 
be felt, and will lead to a permanent saving; the inevitable result of this 
system being to reduce the re-committals of that disorderly class, which 
otherwise is constantly recurrent to gaols. Care will, of course, how- 
ever, be taken to provide sufficient accommodation to cover the probable 
aggregate of inmates, measured not only by the average, but by the 
highest number in custody at any one time. 

I have stated above, that the proposed erection of an improved female 
prison is “'a step in the right direction;” but I look forward to the exten- 
sion of this invaluable form of discipline to the males also at no distant 
period, in the conviction that the expenditure incurred would be amply 
repaid by the consequent advantages to be derived from it in this locality; 
for, although I believe that no organized conspiracy, such as the Ribbon 
Society, has taken root here, it cannot be denied that a secret understand- 
ing or combination to violate the law and to shield the perpetrators of 
crime exists among the lower classes, and that great difficulty is expe- 
rienced in bringing offenders to justice, even when made amenable. Much 
of this difficulty would doubtless be obviated by the establishment of 
“separation:” for the almost inevitable effect of isolation is to break 
asunder the “bonds of guilt;” as the novices in crime are frequently softened 
by its depressing influences into confession, while the more hardened, 
when cut off from all communication with their accomplices, begin to 
entertain doubt and suspicion of them, and are inclined to secure for them- 
selves the benefit of priority of information.

The above schedule accounts for the disposal of all the prisoners of both 
sexes on the day of inspection, and may be accepted as a fair exposi- 
tion of their ordinary allocation. The tread-wheel, which is partitioned, 
is applied to raising water for distribution throughout the several sections. 
Very creditable activity is displayed here in maintaining industrial em- 
ployment, and four of the turnkeys are handicraftsmen, viz., a slater, a 
weaver, and two shoemakers. It would be desirable, in the event of a 
vacancy occurring, to appoint an officer capable of teaching the rudiments 
of tailoring, a trade very useful within the walls, and available to prisoners 
when discharged. The washing for the general public in the town and 
its neighbourhood, which is executed by the females, has latterly declined, 
but an important remunerative return is still obtained from male labour 
engaged in scouring for the barracks.

The instruction of the males had been discontinued for some time; the 
reason assigned being very unsatisfactory, viz., that the yard in which 
the school-room stands had been occupied by a capital convict, who wa§ 
lately executed here ; inasmuch as, without disturbing this arrangement, 
he might have been locked up daily in his cell during the two hours as- 
signed to tuition. The female school was also in abeyance, on the alleged 
ground that there were few or none of a suitable age for attendance, 
twenty being the limit for both sexes ; but on obtaining a return, I found 
that there were in custody seven females between the ages of sixteen and 
twenty-one. The males had been hitherto taught by a schoolmaster- 
turnkey, who, two days before my visit, had been transferred to the office 
of gate porter and clerk, and the females by the assistant-matron. The 
approved form of Registry is in use, and the Chaplains are stated to su- 
perintend the teachers and pupils.

There were no complaints preferred by any of the prisoners with regard 
to the dietary. The provisions are duly inspected by the Chaplains, who 
observe the tabular form framed by the Iuspectors-General. I found in 
this record some few exceptions taken to the bread; and on tasting that 
which is made of “seconds” flour, I considered it to be not well- 
flavoured. 

Boohs and Accounts. 

The several registries and the prescribed books are kept with laudable 
neatness and accuracy, and the accounts are very carefully audited The 
extern officers and the Governor are provided with journals, which are 
regularly submitted to the Board at each meeting, and signed by the 
Chairman, as an evidence of cognizance.

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It is right to observe that to tlie numbers recorded on the day of in- 
spection, are to be added twelve males, viz., live debtors and seven 
criminals, transferred hence to the gaol of Clonmel, pending the comple- 
tion of the new amalgamated prison, in order to relieve the pressure on 
the limited accommodation now at the disposal of the authorities. There 
is nothing either in the amount, or the quality of offences, to call for special 
comment. On examining the schedules we find that there has been a 
considerable diminution during the expired portion of the current year in 
the "highest number of males in custody at an// one time” but that there 
is a slight proportionate advance in the re-committals of both sexes, as 
compared with those for the whole of the year 1861 ; those of the females 
being derived chiefly from the constant recurrences of prostitutes belonging 
to the cityj a result to be expected in a large seaport town of considerable 
resort. There were, I am happy to state, no juveniles in custody (four males 
aud one female having been transmitted to Reformatories since the 1st of 
January), which is matter for congratulation, as otherwise, the building at 
present occupied, being little better than an ordinary bridewell, they would 
have been exposed to all the evils of association with hardened veterans of 
crime, and to comparative, idleness, in the absence of proper means of em- 
ployment. Indeed, taking into consideration the insecurity of the cells and 
yards, and the almost unrestricted intercourse, which unavoidably prevails, 
the Governor and staff deserve high praise for the manner in which dis- 
cipline has been maintained ; no riots, mutinies, or attempts to escape 
having taken place, and the total of punishments being remarkably small. 
The record of the latter is duly submitted to the Board at each meeting, 
and signed by the Chairman ; and but one case occurred, in which it was 
found necessary to resort to magisterial intervention. - I found the building 
throughout dean, orderly, and well supplied with bedding, blankets, sheets, 
aud clothings but wanting, as described in former Reports, in all the other 
requirements of a prison. These evils, however, are but temporary, and I 
trust that before the expiration of many months the authorities will be in 
possession of the new joint prison, the accommodation of which (as it is 
needless to enumerate the short-comings of the House of Correction, so 
shortly to be abandoned) is set forth below.

City of by their advantageous results, are yet required to complete an institution, 
Wa Gaol ld remain as a testimonial to the public spirit, and provident 

liberality of the large jurisdiction, which it represents. I would observe 
that in dealing with the removal of an old building, and the erection of a 
new one, on a somewhat confined site, it is very difficult to lay down, and 
adhere to, a definite pre-arranged plan without subsequent modifications; 
while, on the other hand, during the progress of the work, improvements 
naturally suggest themselves, and with this observation, I now proceed 
to specify them, having considered them carefully by personal inspection, 
in the company of the Secretary to the Commissioners, a very energetic 
and able officer (who is also Local Inspector of the gaol), as well as of 
the Architect, and by communication with the Commissioners, who, I am 
bound to state, appear to have been actuated throughout by an earnest 
readiness to originate, and to adopt whatever they conceived to be con- 
ducive to the end which they had in view. Firstly , the removal of the 
arches, which connect the internal with the boundary walls, and which 
lend facilities for escape. Secondly, the abridgment of the large space 
over the cell doors, which furnish opportunities for oral communication, and 
violation of discipline. Thirdly , an alteration in the hospital quarter by 
jDulling down the walls, which unite the boundary wall on both sides with 
the angles of the infirmary, and by running a wall from the front of the 
latter to the treadwheel-sheds ; thus affording a greater area, a better 
circulation of air, and a change of aspect, which would be very beneficial 
to convalescent patielits. Fourthly, the re-arrangement of the accommoda- 
tion in the marshalsea, so as to prevent the intermixture of the two classes 
of the same sex, viz., masters and paupers, (which is in contravention 
of the 8th General Rule annexed to the 109th section of the 7th George 
IV. chapter 74); and to cut off the means of mutual observation and 
communication, which now exist between the debtors of both sexes. 
This primary requirement can be obtained with little difficulty, or ex- 
pense, by following the plan submitted to the Commissioners by the 
Secretary, and Architect, after conference with the Inspector-General. 
Fifthly, the erection of washing basins, and suitable fittings in all the rooms 
of the marshalsea, and the affixing of iron bars to the lower windows. 
Sixthly, the conversion of a portion of the laundry into a mangling and 
ironing room. Seventhly, the opening of a door of communication between 
the treadwheel-shed and the adjoining room, in which those awaiting 
their turn of labour are placed, so as to enable one turnkey to supervise 
and control simultaneously both sections of the class. Eighthly, the 
erection of a porch within the gateway, of sufficient dimensions to admit a 
horse and cart between the outer and inner gates, in order that one of the 
latter may be always locked. Ninthly, the erection of an iron palisade or 
gate to protect the front of the building against obstruction and nuisances. 
Tenthly, the building a boundary wall at St. Patrick’s church-yard, and 
the raising the existing boundary wall near the hospital.* 

In conclusion, I venture to impress upon the rate-payers, to whom these 
matters will be submitted, that they are requirements essential and indis- 
pensable to the several objects of cleanliness, decency, health, discipline, 
and security ; and I trust, therefore, that the good work will not be left 
unfinished, but that funds for their completion will be readily provided, 
for it is to be borne in mind that, in consequence of the large annual

The condition of the gaol has also interfered with the usual conduct 
of the school, to which all are admissible, who evince a desire, or an apti- 
tude to learn. The old registry is still in use, but, when the removal 
takes place to the new prison, the more approved form recommended by 
the Inspectors-General will be adopted. 

The Chaplains visit and record their opinions from time to time, and the 
Inspector of the National Board of Education, under whose supervision 
the school is placed, reports favourably of the mode of administering it.

The 
provisions are inspected regularly by the Chaplains, who enter their com- 
ments upon each item of consumption, in the tabular form suggested by 
the Inspeetors-General ; and I found, upon examining this record, that no 
exceptions had been taken.

The financial accounts, the registries, and the several prison books are 
kept with very laudable accuracy, except the gate-porter’s bookman 
important check, in which X noticed a few irregularities; but this exception 
is solely attributable to tho inexperience of the officer temporarily employed 
in this duty, the gate-porter having been selected for his steadiness to take 
charge of the prisoners belonging to this jurisdiction, who have been trans- 
ferred to the gaol of Clonmel.

If we compare the daily averages of both sexes for the first five months 
of 1862 with those of 1861, we find the males almost stationary, but the 
females in excess. The fluctuations in the three preceding years are as 
follows: — 1860, males, 68, females, 24 ; 1859, males, 57, females, 27; 
1858, males, 48, females, 32; so that, taking the whole group of years 
into view, the tendency has been to increase on the part of the males in 
a greater ratio. When, however, we deduct 25 lunatics and 3 debtors 
from the aggregate of this sex, we shall have but 35 to represent the 
whole current crime of this extensive county. There is nothing, more- 
over, in the nature of their offences to call for special comment. The fe- 
males are derived chiefly from the disorderly class, who are sent in from 
towns, under the Towns Improvement Act, and from the larger Poor 
Law Unions ; and their more constant recurrence may be gathered 
from the schedule of re-committals. The pool-houses also supply a con- 
siderable number of the juveniles, of whom there were more in custody 
at the day of my visit than in the usual proportion to adults. Since the 
establishment of reformatory schools, nine males and one female have been 
consigned to these institutions. 

It is needless that I should recapitulate the fearful evils arising from 
the presence of twenty-nine lunatics, on which successive Inspectors- 
General have animadverted so long and so vainly. From the class of 
“ dangerous lunatics,” of whom there were twenty-five, twentv-one males 
and four females, relief, however distant, will be afforded when the local 
County Asylum shall be completed; but there are confined here four 
“ criminal lunatics,” who were tried and acquitted on the ground of in- 
sanity, and are detained until the pleasure of his Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant be known, i.e. until there be sufficient room in the asylum for 
this class of insane at Dun drum, which, it is to be observed, is maintained 
entirely by the Consolidated Fund. I submit therefore that it is a great 
hardship upon the ratepayers oi this county to be compelled to support, 
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without reimbursement, those who belong to the State and not to the 
locality. The rules of Court referred to in these four cases are dated 
respectively April and October, 1861, October, 1860, and October, 1857. 
The person in charge under the latter, therefore, has already been for 
nearly five years a burden, and there appears to be no prospect of his re- 
moval. Vagrancy is rare, and drunkenness shows a slight decline. There 
were three males known to be returned convicts, besides others who were 



strongly suspected to be such.

I found the building in sound repair, clean, and in a very creditable 
condition of order and discipline. The supply of water is abundant, and 
the ventilation and sewerage are effective. The stock of bedding, blankets, 
sheets, and clothing, &c., was adequate. Some articles of wear, however, 
chiefly for the females, were advertised for, to complete the necessary 
amount. Since the last inspection, besides the improvement in the hospi- 
tals detailed under their heading, the Protestant church has been altered, 
a celt has been converted into a store for prisoners’ clothes; two sculleries 
for washing food utensils, and an office for the matron have been adapted; 
and the vard, hitherto incumbered with disused workshops, has been 
cleared and prepared for the purpose of drying, in connexion with the 
laundry. It is further intended to erect stalls in the female school-room, 
and to affix partitions to desks and benches for the use of the males, which, 
will complete the several requirements for carrying out with all the 
criminal classes the system of u individual separation ” in its integrity, 
the sole and necessary exceptions being in the cases of the lunatics and 
their sane attendants, who are placed in the old prison ; those who are 
exempted by the order of the Medical Officer, on the ground of disease 
or infirmity, and those employed in cooking. In connexion, however, 
with this form of discipline, which necessarily consigns the inmates of 
the cells in winter to a long period of darkness and inaction, I would 
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South urge that the example set in many prisons, which are far inferior to that 
istrict, 0 f Wexford ; n other particulars, should be followed, and that gas should 
County of be supplied, so that the hours now passed in utter idleness should be 
Wexford turned to useful account. No other change has taken place in the accom- 
a ° ' modation, which is now satisfactory in all respects, and I hare much 
pleasure in giving expression to the very high opinion which I entertain 
of the general administration of this well-ordered institution. 

The Governor attends the lock-up, and the turnkeys in rotation main- 
tain the night patrol, without, however, the indispensable check of tell- 
tale clocks placed at opposite extremities of the building. The punish- 
ments since the 1st of January amounted to thirteen, and were indicted 
by the Governor, except two, which were awarded by a magistrate. The 
record of them is duly submitted to the Board at each meeting, and 
signed by the Chairman.

It will be remarked that “hard,” or punitive labour, scarcely exists 
here, for stone-breaking does not properly come within this category; 
industrial employment, on the other hand, is carried on with praiseworthy 
activity, and some remunerative return is derived from the sale of broken 
stones and mats, not to speak of the great saving ensuing from the mak- 
ing up of clothing, and other articles of consumption, by prison labour. 
This department of discipline is, however, unfavourably affected by the 
necessary withdrawal of the attendants upon the lunatics. Six of the 
turnkeys are handicraftsmen, viz., three shoemakers, a tailor, and two 
painters.

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Educational instruction is given by a competent master, trained under 
the National Board, at the hours stated, to the juveniles of both sexes, 
a matron attending during the tuition of the females. Adults, if they 
exhibit a serious desire and an aptitude to learn, are also admitted, but 
the school is almost entirely supported by the younger prisoners. The 
approved form of registry, as well as one which has been for some years 
in use here, is kept, and also a journal of attendance, in which the Chap- 
lains and the higher officers enter their comments upon the proficiency 
of the pupils.

Some vacancies which have taken place since the last inspection have 
been filled by appointment or transfer, and Mrs. Gladwin has been nomin- 
ated matron in the place of Mrs. Needham, who retired on a superannuation 
allowance. The extern officers are paid at the assizes, and the interns 
(who also receive food rations) monthly. The turnkeys are supplied with 
uniforms, but the female subordinates, whose salaries are inadequately 
small, are compelled to clothe themselves out of their scanty pittance. 

I cannot dismiss this branch of my Report without stating how deeply 
I lament that the Rev. R. W. Elgee, who filled the office of Local Inspec- 
tor here during many years with eminent efficiency, zeal, and conscien- 
tiousness, has been compelled by ill-health to withdraw from that import- 
ant position ; and I venture to add, that he carries with him into his re- 
tirement the respect of all those, who enjoyed an opportunity of knowing 
and appreciating the manner in which he discharged his duties, and their 
regret at the loss of his services.

I regret to observe that the above schedules contain unfavourable evi- 
dence of the social condition of this county, for, although the “ criminal” 
committals during the expired portion of the current year do not present 
any marked contrast with those for the whole twelve-months of 1861, the 
daily average, the most, reliable test of prison population, exhibits a serious 
advance, the males especially, having increased by one-third; thus proving 
that offences of a graver character, which have incurred heavier sentences, 
are prevalent here. This increase is, to a certain extent, attributed to 
sheep-stealing and to assault cases j the presence of a large number of 
labourers engaged on the railway works now in progress probably account- 
ing for the latter. 

Vagrants appear to be on the decline, and juvenile delinquents have 
become rarer, being deterred by sentences to whipping, which are generally 
awarded here. Only two falling within this category, both males, have 
been sent to Reformatories, since the Act establishing these institutions 
came into operation. 

There were no prisoners in custody under rule of penal servitude, but, 
I lament to state, there were no less than ten lunatics — six males committed 
as “ dangerous,” three females under the same denomination, and one as 
“criminal.” It is needless to reiterate the exposure of the evils resulting 
from the detention of these unfit inmates in prisons, to the subversion of dis- 
cipline among the sane, and to the permanent injury of the unhappy beings 
themselves, many of whom are wholly irresponsible. It is sufficient to 
state that, in consequence of the violent nature of some of the cases, requir- 
ing constant attendance and supervision, the female side of this gaol was 
converted into an inefficient Innatic asylum.

No alteration or addition lias taken place in the accommodation since 
tbe last inspection, nor is there any in contemplation. The defects of the 
hospital are detailed under a special heading below, and there is but one 
yard allotted to male debtors of both classes, masters and paupers, while 
there is no provision at all for the females, who happily are seldom com- 
mitted here, it being necessary in such cases to conduct them to the 
Governor’s garden for the purpose of exercise. The law is imperative 
with regard to these requirements, as laid down in the 6th section of the 
Prisons Act, the 7th Geo. IV., chap. 74, and the 8th General Rule annexed 
to the 109th section of the same Act. There being no punishment cells 
properly prepared for males, it would be desirable to fit some of the ordinary 
cells with shutters, in order to darken them, as the easiest mode of dealing 
with the highly refractory. 

I found the prison clean and in good order, dry, well ventilated, and 
supplied with water, which is brought to bear upon the sewers. The 
boiler in connexion with the heating apparatus on the male side was out 
of repair at the time of my visit, though the contractor had undertaken to 
put it into action by the first of November, and thus, at this late season 
of the year the cells and ranges were not artificially warmed. 

The laundry, drying-room, and stores are sufficient for their require- 
ments. 

The stock of clothing was adequate, but that of blankets, &c., was 
rather scanty, and in the event of a slight increase of numbers would be 
deficient. 

The system of individual separation is nominally applied to all the 
criminal females, but the intermixture of lunatics, as stated above, reduces 
it to an absolute nullity. All tried males are also subjected to this form 
of discipline, but I found some of this class engaged in pumping water in 
a yard, in which an untried prisoner was placed, there being, moreover, 
no stalls for keeping them apart. They were, however, under the super- 
vision of an officer. The untried on the other hand, although undergoing 
modified “separation,” sleeping and taking their meals in single cells, &c., 
are to a certain extent associated, a distinction for which there appears 
to be no sufficient ground ; the recorded opinion of Committees of both 
Houses of Parliment, and the reports of all who are engaged and interested 
in the enforcement of sound discipline, both at home and abroad, being in 
favour of the extension of the system to prisoners before trial. 

The Governor or his deputy attends the lock-up, and the turnkeys by 
rotation maintain a night patrol. There is only one tell-tale clock, but two 
at least, placed in opposite quarters of the building, are indispensable for 
testing vigilance and the accuracy of the circuits. 

The punishments, the record of which is duly submitted to the Board, 
and signed, amounted to ten, and were all inflicted by the sole authority 
of the Governor.

Hard labour for the males is enforced by shot-drill and by the tread- 
wheel, the power of which is not applied to any useful object. Industrial 
labour for the same sex can be hardly said to exist, and consequently no 
remunerative return from the sale of articles without the walls has been 
produced. One of the turnkeys is capable of giving rudimental instruc- 
tion in tailoring, one is a painter, and two arc shoemakers ; I found, 
accordingly, one prisoner who had partially learned the latter trade. The 
females are engaged in washing, mending, and sewing, but this depart- 
ment of gaol discipline is necessarily affected unfavourably by the absorp- 
tion of prisoners of both sexes in attendance upon the lunatics.

The school was not in action on the day of my visit, as the chapel, in 
which it is conducted, was being washed out. The prisoners of the two 
sexes are taught respectively, at the hours specified, by the turnkeys and 
matrons. The form recommended by the Inspectors-General is observed 
here, and the Protestant Chaplain, who visits and examines from time to 
time, expressed himself satisfied with the assiduity of the instructors and 
the proficiency of the pupils. The numbers attending, however, are 
diminished, especially among the females, by the large proportion of 
lunatics.

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Notwithstanding that the number of prisoners committed to Kihnainham 
gaol during 1861, was greater than in the previous year, we are not to ima- 
gine that crime is on the increase in the county of Dublin: on the con- 
trary, the magistrates of the rural districts of the county can testify to the 
general order and regard for the laws which prevail in their respective 
districts. There has, however, grown up an immense population in the 
various suburbs, and the townships of Kingstown, Rathmines, &c., where 
a certain amount of crime must be expected to arise, as in the city itself. 

The daily average number of prisoners iu custody in the gaol were — 
forty males and thirty-one females in 1860 ; fifty-five males and thirty- 
two females in 1861 ; and fifty-four males and twenty- six females in 1862. 
Although there has been for some years a progressive diminution in the 
average number of females in custody in the gaol, the reduction is not so 
great as would appear from the averages during the present year, many 
female prisoners having been transferred to Naas gaol during the altera- 
tions now in progress in the female prison. 

Fifty male and five female debtors were lodged in this prison during 
the year, and thirty-two males and two females during the first six months 
of 1862. Nine master and two pauper debtors were inmates of the 
prison Marshalsea on the day I selected for my inspection. The circum- 
stances under which the two pauper debtors were arrested, illustrates a 
defect iu the present law of imprisonment for debt, which is worthy of 
notice. These men — a builder and a painter by trade — were employed by 
a gentleman to build and fit up a house near Dublin, for which they were 
not paid, and in consequence are now in gaol, being unable to meet their 
engagements, their business ruined, and their families pauperized. The 
gentleman was arrested at their suit, but was discharged, having at once 
given bail, and filed his schedule, showing them to be his creditors for a 
larger amount than they owe. Every person acquainted with the gaols of 
Ireland knows that this is no uncommon occurrence. 

Lunatics. 

I found ten insane persons (seven males and three females) committed 
as dangerous. They were located in the hospital, as the most suitable 
place for persons in that state* and every care is taken of them by Dr. 
Thornhill, the Medical Officer of the gaol ; but no medical treatment can 
counteract the depressing influences of their position, on such as are 
capable of appreciating it. The deaths last year were of a lunatic and 
an epileptic, committed criminally, and this year another lunatic died in 
the gaol. 

J uveniles. 

I found one male and three female juveniles in custody. The females 
were girls belonging to a most troublesome class, who had been guilty of 
insubordination in a reformatory, and sentenced to six months imprison- 
ment ; but as separation had not then been established in the gaol, I had 
them included in a draft of prisoners sent to the cellular prison at Naas, 
where they were kept in strict separation to the end of their sentences, and 
with the best results. Some have now been sent back to the reforma- 
tory from which they were convicted ; and the ringleader transferred to 
Sparks Lake Reformatory, Monaghan, which receives every female juve- 
nile considered incorrigible elsewhere. Separation from her evil compa- 
nions was considered necessary. 

Fifty-eight boys and ten gilds were committed to this gaol during 
1861 ; forty-seven of these belonged to the county, and twenty-one were 
strangers from the city, or vagrants from other parts of Ireland ; tliirty- 
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four could read and write, and fourteen were wholly illiterate ; twenty- 
four had both parents living, and forty-three had lost one or both. One 
was committed twice. Fourteen boys and two girls were sentenced to a 
reformatory during the year. 

I found in custody a female under sentence for the tenth time in this 
gaol for fowl stealing. She had already undergone three sentences of 
twelve months, two of six months, one of four months, and one of three 
months imprisonment, and had always, at the expiration of her sentence, 
returned to her old trade, tier present sentence is but twelve months 
imprisonment, and there is every reason to fear that she will again return 
to crime on her liberation. I believe that for such offenders long sen- 
tences of penal servitude are the only remedies, as it is cheaper for the 
ratepayers to support them in gaol than by plunder. I wish, however, to 
add, that under proper treatment comparatively few females, not drunk- 
ards, are irreclaimable. I have known so many professional thieves 
amongst women who have changed to a life of honest industry, that I 
believe female natures to be more impressible for good than those of men. 

At the suggestion of my colleague, the dinner hour for prisoners has 
been altered from two to three o’clock, p.m. This is a great improvement ; 
gaol diet is low, and as there are but two meals given in the day, it was 
too long to keep prisoners fasting from two o’clock in the afternoon until 
breakfast next morning. 

Since last inspection the staff of the male prison has been rendered - 
more effective in consequence of the resignation of two old officers, who 
have been replaced by active and intelligent men ; and the Board of 
Superintendence has appointed an additional warder, as the staff in a 
separate prison to be effective must necessarily be large, especially in one 
where the inspection hall is so wide as here (40 feet). A large inspection 
hall has many advantages, but it requires an increased staff, and in this 
cold damp climate is difficult to keep to the proper temperature. 

The unlock and lock-up of the prison are attended by the Governor and 
his Deputy, who also both make a final round of the prison at ten o’clock, 
previous to setting the night watch.

1 found this prison on my various visits during the year 1862, always 
in an excellent state of order and discipline. The buildings clean and 
well kept, secure, and properly ventilated. The stock of bedding, sheets, 
rugs, blankets, and prison clothing, good and sufficient, and the supply of 
water abundant. Water is now raised by means of a crank pump, par- 
titioned so as to prevent communication; and the stalls in which prisoners 
remain while waiting for their turn for work are closed by louvered doors, 
so that they are perfectly isolated. This labour has been latterly substituted 
for shot drill : it is more severe, less dangerous to both officers and prison- 
ers, and many of the latter condemned to hard labour, who were physi- 
cally exempted by the medical officer from shot drill, can be regularly 
worked at it. The crank pump is after a design of Mr. Price, the 
Governor. It is on a new principle, and free from the danger inseparable 
from the old crank pump, when worked by men in separate compartments. 
The shaft runs at the back, the handles are independent of each other, 
and a tell-tale rack is applied to each handle. It has a continuous move- 
ment, and a bell is attached which gives notice when the men are to 
cease work. 

Since last inspection most of the arrangements suggested by my 
colleague in his report, have been carried into effect by the Board of 
Superintendence of the prison, who are ever ready to act on any useful 
suggestion proposed. 

Suitable places in the basement story have been fitted up as stores for 
the prison clothing, bedding, provisions, and the private clothes of the 
prisoners, as also for reception and dressing rooms. A convenient bath- 
room, with hot and cold baths, is likewise placed in it. 

Twelve cells have been allocated in the hall for reception cells — four 
in Class A for prisoners tried and sentenced; four in Class B for prisoners 
on remand and waiting for trial; and four in Class C for juveniles. 

The heating apparatus is now good and in effective working order. 
There are also suitable baths in the hospital supplied with hot and cold 
water, and likewise a shower-bath. 

In the debtors’ prison the flagging of the corridors is in a bad state, 
and it would be desirable to have it removed, and a boarded floor substi- 
tuted, which could be done at a trifling cost. Where there is no danger 
of fire, boards are always more suitable in this climate. 

The cross wall dividing one of the exercising yards for criminals from 
that of the master debtors is still insecure, as likewise the boundary wall 
at the female laundry. It has been suggested to put up a rotatory 
cheveaux-de-frize for security. The male and female hospitals were clean 
and in excellent order -when I visited them ; they were both unoccupied 
except by lunatics. 

Plans and specifications for the alteration of the female prison to adapt 
it, as far as practicable, for carrying out the separate system, were pre- 
pared by Mr. M'Ourdy, C.E., adopted by the Grand Jury, and approved 
by his Excellency. The contract was taken fpr a sum of £855 ; and the 
contractor is bound to have the alterations completed in the month of 
May, 1863. 

The building has, however, the one great fault of all old prisons, whero 
gloom and the exclusion of the rays of the sun were associated with punish- 
ment, in ignorance of the fact now recognized, that the direct rays of the sun 
exercise an important influence on the physical state of man, his mental 
diseases, and criminal impulses. The cretinism of the dark valleys of 
Switzerland is prevented by removal to a higher position on the mountain : 
and the deformities and scrofula of the inhabitants of cellars and dark 
places are unkuown to the coloured races constantly exposed to the sun’s 
direct rays. This fact, although well known to scientific men, is not 
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District. g enerall .y remembered in building prisons, and on it more of the success 

' of prison treatment depends than is generally imagined. On this subject 

Comty of Recorder Hill observes, “ a prison ought to be a place of cheerfulness.” 
The Board of Superintendence has given directions to have a large window 
put up at the end of the prison, to remedy, as far as practicable, the gloom 
of the building.

Many of the above punishments have been the result of the change 
from a comparatively lax to a more stringent discipline under the separate 
system. They were, with the exception of three, inflicted by the direc- 
tion of the Governor, and submitted to the Board at its meetings. The 
three offences adjudicated on by the Board occurred at shot drill. Two 
soldiers of the lltli Foot, under sentence of nine months imprisonment 
with hard labour, for burglary, while at shot drill, with twenty oiher 
prisoners, assaulted the Governor and one of the warders. The Governor 
was struck on the back with a nine pound shot, and the warder severely 
hurt in the arm ; but two of the prisoners assisted the officers, and the 
offenders were at once placed in irons. The third case was likewise of 
a soldier, who flung a stone at the Governor. Two of these men, under 
firm but mild treatment, are now among the best conducted and most 
orderly in the prison.

A second class tailor warder is also the schoolmaster. The average 
attendance at school of the males is four, and of females five, out of a 
daily average of fifty-five male and thirty-two female inmates of the 
prison ; this is most unsatisfactory in a prison managed on the separate 
system, and I would suggest to the Board of Superintendence the neces- 
sity of a change in the present arrangements.

The preceding tables show that on the day I inspected this gaol, it was 
fuller than on any previous inspection during the last four years, and also 
that on the 29th September last, more prisoners were in custody than at 
any period since 1857. There has been an increase in 1862 in the num- 
ber of committals^ to the gaol, and of convictions both before a Jury at 
Commission and Sessions, and also summarily, before the Divisional Jus- 
tices ol the metropolis. I find, likewise, that the daily average number 
in custody has risen from 198 in 1860 to 223 in 1861, and 252 in 1862. 
The increase is stated, in a report emanating from the Board of Superin- 
tendence, to be principally due to an unusually large number of persons 
whose offences were punishable by pecuniary penalties, having, through 
poverty and want of employment, been unable to pay the fines imposed on 
them by the magistrates, and who consequently had to undergo imprison- 
ment instead.^ But the number of criminals sentenced to penal servitudo 
in 1862 has likewise increased from 42 in 1861 to 78 in 1862. It therefore 
appears that the offences were of a more serious character ; and, although 
the increase may be partly attributable to the number of workhouse of- 
fenders sentenced in 1862 to penal servitude, still it is evident that crime, 
among the male population, is rather on the increase in the city. Hot- 
withstanding, however, the increase in the number of committals and 
convictions in 1862, the number of returned convicts committed to this 
prison in 1862 has diminished. The numbers were 51 in 1861, 
and 33 up to the 20th December, 1862. Forty-seven were convicted 
(including all minor offences) in 1861, and 29 in 1862. Only 

four of those committed in 1861 were on licence or ticket-of-leave, 
and three in 1862 — one of the foregoing was not convicted, but his 
licence expired while waiting for trial. Twelve returned convicts in 
each year were sentenced to penal servitude, the remainder to imprison- 
ment only. I have entered into these particulars because 1 consider it 
remarkable that, in the metropolitan district of Ireland, so few returned 
convicts should have been committed to this city prison, even for minor 
offences, especially in a year in which there has been an increase, not 
alone generally in the number of committals, but likewise in the number 
of more serious offenders sentenced to penal servitude. At present great 
facilities exist for the recognition and re-conviction of returned con v,U\! s 
in the City of Dublin. Photography has been established for their identi- 
fication both in the convict depbt at Mountjoy, through which every cpn,- 
viet must pass, and likewise in this gaol, where the Governor .despr.ye,?

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credit for the pains lie takes to have them properly identified ; and both 
prisons being situate within the City of Dublin, none but those who passed 
through the convict prisons before the present system was established, or 
juveniles whose features have altered, can escape recognition. I believe 
photography, as leading to the certain identification of old offenders, is 
a powerful means for the repression of crime ; without it a criminal may 
be convicted in every county of Ireland, and each time his crime be 
considered as a first offence. Under such circumstances, the main principle 
on which criminal repression is founded — a severer punishment for hardened 
offenders — is not acted on. 



Juveniles. 

Two hundred aud eighty-six committals of juveniles were made to this 
gaol in 1861, many, however, were re-committals. The number of indi- 
viduals were 174 in 1861, and 172 in 1862. Of the committals in 1861, 
26 were of boys under ten years of age, four of whom were re-committals \ 
79 were of strangers to Dublin ; 121 had both parents living j 113 could both 
read and write ; 60 were wholly illiterate ; 63 were sent to a reformatory, 
and 4 rejected. 



Lunatics. 

The mischief resulting from the committal of lunatics to gaols has been 
so frequently referred to in former reports, that it is quite unnecessary for 
me to dwell on the subject. Here, however, one evil is obviated, as a diet 
is ordered by the medical officers similar to that given in well-regulated 
asylums. This is of great importance in the treatment of a disease which, 
according to the late Sir Benjamin Brodie and other high authorities, “is 
so frequently caused by an irregular or insufficient production of the 
nervous force, resulting from starvation, perhaps for generations and 
“the impoverished blood being deprived of the properties without which 
it is incapable of maintaining the functions of the nervous system.” In 
most county prisons in Ireland, the diet of this class of prisoners is quite 
insufficient. 

I found on the day of my inspection 51 lunatics in custody ; 32 were 
in the gaol at the commencement of the year, and 50 were committed 
during the year ; seven died. Their accommodation is as good as can be 
procured in a gaol, and much care is bestowed on them. Since last inspec- 
tion the old capstan mill-room has been converted into a day-room for 
their use, where they dine. They exercise in a large yard (which, how- 
ever, is surrounded by high walls), and are as much as possible employed 
at work in the Governor’s garden.

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ply of water from tlio city main, and the sewerage is effective. The 
bedding, blankets, sheets, vugs, and prison clothing sufficient, their quality 
good, and the prison stock and buildings are generally in a satisfactory 
state. There are, however, defects with regard to two management of 
prisoners which should be corrected. Adults and juveniles are not suffi- 
ciently separated, and in October last an escape was effected by a prisoner 
sentenced to twelve months imprisonment, under circumstances which 
could never have happened if proper care had been used. In 1860 the 
capstan mill-house, marked S on the map, was burnt. It was afterwards 
roofed and S used as a store, where prison ladders are kept ; hut an 
opening into the store from the Governor’s garden at W, was left unclosed, 
and a large heap of clay, taken from the foundation of the prison, was 
allowed to remain against the outside boundary wall. The prisoner who 
escaped was employed in repairing this building, in association with two 
others and a paid carpenter, who had formerly been a convict. They 
were under the charge of the night watchman, a man who had been 
appointed a warder, but the Governor having pronounced him unfit, he 
was reduced to his present situation. At five o’clock in the evening, just 
before dark, the prisoner hid himself and could not be found, notwithstand- 
ing which the ladder was left as usual in the store 8 ; during the night 
he removed it from the building, through the opening at W, placed it on 
the heap of clay at H, and escaped over the wall. Since then the opening 
at W has been secured by iron bars, but the heap of clay at H still remains, 
and should be .removed. An ex-convict should not again be placed in 
association with prisoners; and an officer whom the Governor certified to 
be incompetent to act as a warder, should not be given difficult duties, 
which do not belong to his office. 

The cells of this prison are large and lofty, but flagged. They are all, 
except eighteen, heated and fitted up with appliances for the separate sys- 
tem ; but there is not sufficient supervision over officers and prisoners, and 
abuses may arise difficult to detect. The cost of the alterations has been 
very great, and a block of cells on the most improved principle could have 
been built for little more than the amount expended on them. 

Prom the imperfect construction of this prison, a large staff" of officers 
is required. The amount expended in salaries in 1861 was £3,003, a 
larger sum relatively than is paid in other gaols, and upwards of a third 
more, in proportion to the number of prisoners, than in Belfast. Still I do 
not think that in this straggling prison the staff can be reduced, but I wish 
to point out the permanent economy of making the alterations in the city 
prison for females at Grangegorman on the most, improved principles. 

The Governor and liis Deputy attend lock-up, and a night patrol is 
kept up by two watchmen appointed for the purpose, whose vigilance is 
tested by three detecter-clocks placed in different parts of the gaol.

There is a good deal of work done in this gaol, and many of the long- 
sentenced prisoners are usefully employed j still I consider that industrial 
labour might be carried to a greater extent. Judge Hayes lias truly 
observed in one of his charges to a county Grand Jury — “When persons are 
for their crimes deprived of liberty and placed in a prison, there is a trust 
reposed in us, so far as we can, to guide, protect, and govern them, so 
that they shall not be restored to liberty worse men than they were. While 
carrying out the punishment, it must not he lost sight of that we should 
carry out also the work of improvement ; and it is by no means impossible 
to combine the two objects.'’ The idle and dissolute occupants of our 
prisons should be taught a means of earning their bread honestly after 
discharge, and motto look on labour as a punishment ; besides, in a prison 
managed on the separate system, the mind should be above all usefully 
occupied. 

bir Benjamin Brodie, who had considerable experience in the treatment 
of convicts in separation, observes that “the state of mind of a- prisoner 
whose thoughts are not directed to any special object, but constantly 
shifting, and finding nothing to rest on, lays the foundation, not alone of 
mental, but also of bodily disease ; but if kept constantly employed — at 
school and chapel — faking exercise out of doors, although passing the 
greater part of their time in their cells, employed at useful labour, there is 
no material injury to body or mind m , while without these precautions it 
is difficult to say what mischief might happen both mental and bodily, 
aud this fact ought never to be lost sight of by those who carry out the 
same system.” I have given the above quotation from this great psycho- 
logist, and sisrgeosij, because its truth is not sufficiently known and acted 
on ; and also because in this prison secular instruction is neglected, not 
being given to adults ; and I am anxious to bring the subject strongly 
under the notice of the Board of Superintendence.

General Observations. 

In September, 1802, a warder, under suspension by the Board of Super- 
intendence, in a memorial to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, preferred 
grave charges against the Governor and Local Inspector of this prison. 
By direction of His Excellency, I held, on the 3rd of October last, in 
conjunction with the Board of Superintendence, an investigation into those 
charges, under the 59th sect, of the Act 7 Geo. IV., chap. 74 ; hut acting 
under the advice of the law adviser and my colleague, I did not reinves- 
tigate any charges which had been previously inquired into, and on which 
a deliberate decision had been come. The Lord Mayor and members of 
the Board, including five county and borough magistrates, assisted me in 
this investigation, and we were unanimously of opinion that the charges 
against the Governor were either disproved or explained to our satisfac- 
tion, except that on one occasion he exceeded his powers in punishing a 
prisoner : he also appears to have spoken in a hasty manner to officers in 
the presence of prisoners; and although {lie stock of the prison in store, 
and that in process of manufacture, was taken at the commencement of the 
present year, that in use in charge of warders was not taken. 

The charges against theLocal Inspector were likewise of a serious nature, 
* Died 4th February, 1863. 
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but were not supported by evidence, and the warder appears to have 
been actuated by vindictive feelings in bringing them forward, neverthe- 
less we were of opinion that the result of the investigation should be a 
warning to the Local Inspector, not again to put himself in the power of 
his subordinates, and that henceforth he should be most careful to sustain 
himself in the high position which he holds. 

The warder was, by order of His Excellency, dismissed from the service. 

The Board met regularly every fortnight, sometimes oftener, during 
the year, and devoted much time to their duties. I feel it due to the 
members of that Board to state that on this and on every other occasion 
they showed an anxious wish to co-operate in all my suggestions, more 
especially when I proposed that, instead of expending a large sum of money 
on unsatisfactory alterations in the female prison at Grangegorman, they 
should accept a sum of money from Government, interest free, repayable 
in twenty half-yearly instalments, and build a new block of cells on 
the most improved principle, for prisoners in separation. But at the 
close of their year of office they gave the sanction of their high names 
to a report drawn up by the Governor of this prison, which contained 
statements respecting convicts irreconcilable with facts, and when I 
spoke to some members of the Board on the subject, they assured me 
that they had signed the report without reading it, taking it for granted 
that the Governor would not commit them to statements which were 
incorrect. I can well understand, how gentlemen, having other business of 
their own to attend to, and ignorant of the principles on which secondary 
punishment is founded, should take on trust the report of their officer, 
who has been for so many years Governor of the prison, and in whom 
they placed every confidence, particularly, as according to the present 
mode of election by lot, no member of the Board of Superintendence, no 
matter how efficient, or how well he understands the subject, can calculate 
to continue in the office in which he has been accidentally placed. I beg, 
therefore, to repeat the opinion expressed by my colleague and my prede- 
cessor, that at least a portion of the Board of Superintendence should be 
annually selected by the Town Council for their fitness, and not by lot. I 
make these observations, being aware of the wish of some members of the 
late Board, that the circumstances under which they gave the weight of 
their names to the statements should be explained, and that the mistake 
should not remain uncoutradicted. Their tenure of office having expired 
at the close of the year, there was no opportunity of the subject being 
discussed by the Board after the publication of the Report.

The preceding tables show a reduction under every head except 
assaults and workhouse offences, in the number of criminal committals in 
1861 as compared with the preceding year. The number of committals 
in 1860 was 2,698 ; in 1861, 2,227. The average daily number in custody 
was 238 in 1860,209 in 1861, and 204 in 1862. The number of vagrants 
has diminished, but committals for drunkenness increased from 1,506 in 
1861, to 1,786 in 1862. The prison authorities state that this increase 
is due, not to habits of greater intemperance amongst the female popu- 
lation of Dublin generally, but to the tact, that the vice being principally 
confined to the same individuals, they are in consequence of the increased 
distress among the lower classes of the city, unable to pay the fines im- 
posed on them by the magistrates, and hence arises a larger number of 
re-committals. 

hemale crime in Dublin is limited to a comparatively few persons 
considering the population of the city, and the statistics of this prison 
show, that during the last three years, there have been but two females 
committed in the borough district for manslaughter, eighteen for burglary 
and robbery, thirty-three for receiving stolen goods, obtaining money under 
false pretences, &c., and five for other grave offences, including forgery, 
perjury, and bigamy. 

2,307 individuals were committed to this gaol in 1861, but the num- 
ber of committals amounted during the year to 4,063, showing how 
frequently the same persons were re-committed — 143 were so re-committed 
upwards of twenty times. The same offenders are, year after year, con- 
stantly re-convicted, thus entailing an enormous expense on the rates to 
protect the public against a not numerous criminal population; and the 
2,30/ individuals who were committed to this gaol during the year are 
known to have already suffered 13,536 imprisonments in the aggregate for 
the various offences of which they have been convicted during the course 
of their ill-regulated lives, notwithstanding that many are very young, hav- 
ing scarcely arrived at womanhood. Thirty-one prisoners were sentenced 
to penal servitude from this prison in 1861, and fifty-one in 1862. The 
great increase in the number of sentences to penal servitude in 1862 is 
stated to arise partly from the number of workhouse offenders sentenced to 
penal servitude during the year, and likewise from the fact that, under the 
present system (if the prison officers do their duty), no habitual offender 
can escape identification , and Judges are now fully alive to the importance 
°f sending all such to the Convict Depot. I may add, that my experience 
convinces me, that criminals determined to continue in crime after discharge, 
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dread nothing so much as tlie Convict Prison, and, although when in gaol 
they are generally most obedient to the prison rules, there is no subterfuge 
they will not use to escape with a shorter term of imprisonment in a county 
or borough prison, especially one in association as this is. 

Because fourteen girls, when convicted from this prison of an atrocious 
attempt to burn a Union Workhouse, thanked the Judge who sentenced 
them to penal servitude, some thoughtless persons, in their ignorance of the 
subject, have impugned the treatment of convicts in Mountjoy Prison, and 
the statement has found its way into the Times newspaper. I owe it to the 
present Director of Government Prisons to say, that when, on a former 
occasion, girls, for similar outrages in that Union, suffered penal servitude, 
I was the Convict Director, having special charge of the female depot ; 
it was under my directions that punishments were inflicted on those girls 
for breaches of prison discipline, and being a Guardian of the Union, I 
was interested in their welfare. I therefore can tell the ordeal they had 
to pass before their unbending tempers could be made to yield to discip- 
line. It required the utmost vigilance of the Medical Officer and the 
Superintendent of the gaol to prevent mind and body from sinking in 
their insane efforts to resist discipline. Four, whose constant cries 
disturbed the prison, had to be removed to this, Grangegorman, Gaol, 
until punishment cells sound proof could be built at Mountjoy ; one of 
these, L., had to be placed under special medical supervision, lest her 
reason should fail, and a second, M., died of consumption; another, F., 
on the termination of her sentence of three years, was placed in a refor- 
matory. After two years more she had learned sufficiently to control 
her temper, and obtained a situation, but her constitution was broken, 
and she also died of consumption. The above facts sufficiently show that 
the situation of convicts in Mountjoy Prison, whose untrained and out- 
rageous tempers will not bend to discipline, and in whom habits of idle- 
ness, indolence, and mischief are deeply rooted, is not one of ease and 
comfort. It is, however, satisfactory to know that some of the girls who 
were most troublesome, are now respectably placed, and doing well ; 
amongst others, L., "who was perhaps the worst and most impracticable. 



Juveniles. 

13-5 juveniles were committed to Grangegorman Gaol in 1861, sixteen 
of whom were under ten years of age ; 102 -were convicted, and twenty 
sent to a Reformatory at the end of their sentences of imprisonment, as 
a punishment for their offences ; of these, twenty-three had father and 
mother living, the remainder had lost one or both parents ; only seventeen 
could read and write, and sixty-five were wholly illiterate. 



Lunatics. 

On the day which I selected for my inspection, forty-nine insane prisoners, 
committed as dangerous, occupied the lunatic wards of this gaol ; forty- 
two were committed in 1861, forty-four were in custody at the close of 
the year, and fifty-five were committed in 1862. 

In no gaols in Ireland is so much care bestowed on the insane as in the 
city of Dublin prisons. The Medical Officers, Drs. Banon and Minchin, 
are constant in their attendance, and they exercise the privilege which, 
under the 72nd section of the 7th Geo. IV., chapter 74, they possess, but 
which is seldom sufficiently acted on in the provinces. They have fixed 
a suitable diet for this class of patients, who receive flesh meat four days 
in the week, besides vegetables, and are, as far as the gaol appliances will 
permit, treated as if they were in au asylum. The cures effected by 
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this treatment Lave been numerous; and of it I may observe in the words 
of Dr. Connolly: — “The results are worthy of remembrance by directors 
and officers of public institutions, who are sometimes led into inhumanity, 
disguised as the respectable virtue of economy.” The insane are cared bv 
respectable females, who understand their treatment, and the Medical 
Officers, in their report, praise the readiness with which the Governor and 
Matron have always entered into their views, the care and attention they 
have bestowed, as likewise the judgment and intelligence of the officers 
placed over the female department and the hospital. But out-door enjoy- 
ment and cheerful employments are wanting. And again, to quote from 
Dr. Connolly’s admirable work : — “The melancholy woman and the fright- 
ened agitated girl are engaged with needle and thread — perhaps at the very 
work which set the poor creatures mad.” These defects necessarily arise 
here, as in every other prison, from the working of the Act 1st Vic., chapter 
27, and are quite beyond the powers of the prison authorities ; as, however, 
the subject has been fully discussed by my colleague in his report on 
this prison last year, it is unnecessary for me to further dwell on the 
subject. Four lunatics died in this prison in 1861, and seven in 1862. 
The Medical Officers observe that out of fifteen deaths in the two city 
prisons, during the year, ten were from amongst the lunatics, and several 
of these had been committed in an almost dying state.

On all my visits to this gaol I found the buildings in good order, secure, 
dry, very clean, and well kept. Towards the close of the year the wood- 
work was painted, eave-gutters put up to the roof, and the entire premises 
thoroughly repaired. There is an abundant supply of water from the 
city main, whence it is distributed to every part of the premises. The 
sewerage is good and effective ; the stock of bedding, sheets, blankets, 
rugs, and prison clothing, sufficient, and of good quality. 

The prisoners are amenable to discipline, and the establishment, in all 
its departments, as efficiently managed as the imperfect construction of the 
prison buildings will permit. Mrs. Rawlins, the Head Matron, is an ex- 
perienced and excellent officer, as likewise Mrs. O’Carroll, her deputy; 
but there is no institution in which the construction of the buildings 
more materially assists the maintenance of order and discipline as in a 
gaol, and the subjoined plan of this establishment will show how difficult 
it would be to carry out properly, in this labyrinth of corridors and cells, 
an effective prison system. 
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In November, 18G1, a presentment passed the Town Council to beat 
and fit up 120 of the cells at B, and adapt them to the separate system, 
hut the lowest tender for the work amounted to £1,247. I therefore 
suggested to the Board of Superintendence not to attempt to improve an 
ill-constructed prison, as was done at Richmond Bridewell, which, I am 
i nformed by the Local Inspector has cost, during the last twelve years, the 
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sum of £4,055, and still Is, and always will be, radically defective, but to 
build a block of new cells on the most improved principle for prisoners 
committed for the more serious offences, leaving the present cells — one 
section to bo used for vagrants and another for prostitutes. 

It is very desirable in a large town such as Dublin that such an arrange- 
ment should exist. In Paris there are different prisons for each of these 
classes, und the advantages are obvious, The prison offices and officers’ 
quarters in Qrangegormau prison are excellent, but the accommodation 
for prisoners, consisting of 247 cells, with long corridors and passages 
scattered over an area of several acres, could never bo adapted to the 
separate system in a satisfactory manner. These corridors and passages 
arc miles long, and the principal Matron would require to walk 2-4 
miles in her daily routine of unlocking and locking up, to perform one of 
the. ordinary duties of the superintendent of a prison. The present staff of 
officers, which cost in 1861, £2,7 18 12a, OcL, should be increased, to enable 
tiie separate system to be carried out in these scattered buildings, and even 
then abuses may arise; but by forming a central hall whore the superior 
officers would, at one glance, see the doors of nil the cells, and how the 
Matron on duty is employed, at any moment, one officer would do the duty 
efficiently, which is now imperfectly done by several, besides a considerable 
annual saying would be effected in heating and lighting. A loan could be 
obtained from Government on the guarantee of a presentment under the 
Prisons Act, to be repaid, interest free, by twenty half-yearly instalments. 
The amount paid to the city of Dublin by Government in 1861 for the 
maintenance of prisoners, was £1,303. The net profits on works during 
the year, was £697, making a total of £2,000. If; out of this fund, £500 
were allotted yearly towards the repayment of the instalments for ten 
years, £5,000 could be obtained at once from the Treasury, and a proper 
prison built. 

The city of Dublin is behind the rest of Ireland in prison accommodation. 

The county of Dublin has now an excellent gaol at Kilmainliam ; 
Waterford has just completed one at a cost of £10,000 ; Belfast and other 
towns have good prisons. I have to thank the Board of Superintendence 
for the very kind manner with which they at once met the views of the 
Inspeetors-Gcneral, and adopted a plan, designed by Mr. Byrne, the city 
architect; at the same time they passed a resolution, recommending a pre- 
sentment of £5,000 as a guarantee, to be included in the estimates, to enable 
the amount to be obtained from the Consolidated Fund, for the purpose 
of the erection of the building. The following is Mr. Byrne’s plan :

I regret that through the neglect of some of the officers, the specifica- 
tions were not ready in time, aud consequently the presentment did not 
come before the Town Council. The gaol authorities state that the fault 
lies with the city architect, but the Local Inspector is certainly not free 
from blame — it was his duty to see that the resolutions of the Board were 
carried into effect. I have felt it necessary to enter into these details 
and give these plans, because the matter will again come before the Board 
and Town Council prior to Michaelmas term 1863, and the members of 
the present Board are altogether different from those of 1862. 

Mr. Byrne’s plan would make a good prison, but it lias several defects 
which I consider might be remedied. I would, therefore, suggest to the 
present Board to have the matter reconsidered, and a plan as perfect as 
possible selected. 

The evils resulting from classification under the Act 7 Geo. IY., chap. 
74, in this and every prison not on the most improved system, have been 
already so frequently dwelt on, that it is unnecessary for me to refer to 
the subject; at the same time I wish to observe, that every care is here 
taken by the prison authorities to carry out discipline as perfectly as cir- 
cumstances will permit ; the prisoners sleep and take their meals in sepa- 
ration, and as much as possible the contamination of the less guilty is 
prevented, but it is difficult to do so in an associated prison, and it is the 
opinion of my colleague and myself that long imprison men Is in a gaol con- 
stituted as this is, are objectionable ; I believe that the Scotch system of 
transferring prisoners so sentenced to a central depot is far preferable. 

The Head Matron and her deputy generally both attend lock-up, but 
always one of these officers. Two matrons patrol within the prison at 
night, bat the great length of the corridors must impair their usefulness.

We have had to deal with many cases of disease 
occurring in persons of broken-down and weakened constitutions, of which 
class the majority of those committed to our prisons consist. From the 
system, adopted by the Medical Officers, of making a daily inspection of 
the prisoners, care is taken that additional food be allowed to- such persons 
in general, by the. increase of a few ounces of bread, and in more rare 
cases by giving animal food. By these means, notwithstanding the very 
low dietary of the prisons, and the wretched class of which the inmates, 
for the most part, consist, their sanitary condition during the past year 
will bear a favourable comparison with that of any other of the public 
institutions of the city.” 1 



Board of Superintendence. 

This prison. is governed by the same Board of Superintendence as the 
Richmond Bridewell. The Board meets every fortnight, occasionally in 
each prison. 



General Observations. 

My colleague, in his report on the City of Dublin Prisons in 1856, 
says: --“I would conclude by again urging upon the consideration of the 
municipal authorities the propriety of giving aid and countenance to the 
establishment of Refuges, or ‘Socidt^s de Patronage,’ such as exist in Paris, 
inasmuch as they are peculiarly suited to the circumstances of a large 
city. ihese observations are now as correct as they were seven years 
ago; and long previously, in 1839, a nobleman, then holding a high posi- 
tion in Ireland, whose name is connected with every endeavour to raise 
suffering humanity, procured £500 from Government, and £200 was col- 
lected by private subscriptions, to found the Victoria Asylum as a refuge 
for prisoners discharged from this gaol. The asylum did not succeed, and 
the Chaplain ol this prison, the late Rev. Mr. Kirby, established*an other, 
and resigned his place as Chaplain to devote himself exclusively to its 
management. It lasted for many years, and we all remember the vast 
good it did during its existence. His devotion to it was such, that lie has 
been known to pawn his watch to provide an outfit for additional inmates. 
ITe and it are now both gone, and his property was sold to pay the debts 
incurred by the establishment, but the necessity still exists, and such an 
institution as my colleague recommends, ought to be connected with this 
prison; many such are to be found in England, France, Belgium, and other 
places on the Continent. At present it is almost impossible for a prisoner 
to adopt a life ot virtue after liberation ; she has no home which will receive 
her, and her former companions well know Avhen she will be discharged 
from this gaol, and lie in wait to bring her back to vice and crime.

Allowances to Resident Officers. 

The Marshal receives 3 tons of coals yearly for his office. The Deputy Mar- 
shal receives 10 tons for his own use. The store-lceeper in charge of the pauper 
department, the matron, and the watchman for the guard-room, receive each 5 
tons yearly ; 5 tons are also allowed for the hatchman’s sleeping room. 

There is a further allowance of H- lbs. of candles weekly during the winter 
half-year, and i- lb. in the summer half-year to resident hatchmen.

The following changes have taken place during the year. The Rev. 
James Daniel, Roman Catholic Chaplain, has resigned, and the Very 
Rev. Canon Farrell has been appointed in his place. One of the hatch- 
men died, the watchman was promoted to the office of hatchman, and a 
new watchman appointed. 

The Treasury have during the past year granted an increase of £20 to 
the salary of the Local Inspector, and a like sum to that of the Deputy 
Marshal, on the recommendation of the Inspectors-General and in accor- 
dance with the suggestion of my colleague, who, in his report for 1859, 
pointed out the “ increased duties which devolved on those officers under 
the improved system then established, and the zeal, attention, and pru- 
dence with which these duties have been discharged.” 

In the tipper yard there are thirty-seven rooms, three of which are occupied 
by the Chief Hatchman, who resides in the prison, and one (which is furnished 
by the Government) by the hatchman on duty, and the messenger ; one is ap- 
propriated as a temporary common hall, in which there are at present two male 
prisoners, paying 4s. a-week each for furniture and attendance ; one of the 
lower rooms has been fitted up as a kitchen, and is appropriated to the prison 
servants ; five rooms are occupied by prisoners under remand, who pay no rent; 
and eight by prisoners paying the Government rent of 2s. 6d. per week each; 
leaving eighteen rooms vacant, available for first-class debtors, six of which are 
small inner rooms, accessible only through the outer rooms. Eight of the pri- 
soners in this yard are provided with the furniture and attendance supplied by 
the Government, for which they pay 5s. 6d. per week each. There are sixteen 
rooms in this yard furnished. The guard-room, occupied by the watchman at 
night, is a small room in this yard, not included in the above number. 

In the lower yard there are four common hall-rooms, two of which are furnished

The 5 pauper building consists of six rooms, one of which is allocated as a store- Marshalsea 
room for this department ; one has been fitted up as a kitchen ; the remainder 
are furnished to accommodate six males each ; there are at present sixteen male 
prisoners in the four rooms.

MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 

42, Fitzwilliam-square, Dublin, 
April 3, 1 863. 

During the past year, as usual, many of the persons committed to the Mar- 
shalsea were, at the time, labouring under chronic diseases, or had constitutions 
broken by old-age, irregular habits, reverses of fortune, or such like causes. 
Most of these required medical treatment, some extra diet, and hospital care ; 
but nearly all of them improved in health during their confinement, and very 
few cases of sickness commenced in the prison. No epidemic manifested itself ; 
and only one death occurred since last report — the death was that of Mr. P. 
D. Sterne, a very old gentleman, who had been a prisoner for 36 years — so 
that the healthfulness of the place seems unquestionable.

Government Allowances to Pauper Prisoners. 

Each pauper prisoner receives 1 lb. of first quality bread, 8 oz. of meal in 
stirabout, and U pints of new milk daily, and 2 oz. of soap and one candle (four 
to the pound) weekly. Their bedding consists of three single blankets, a rug, 
two linen sheets, and a bed-tick and bolster filled with straw once a month. 

The allowance of coals during the winter half-year is 2-b cwt. weekly to each 
room where pauper debtors lodge, and l£ cwt. during the summer half-year, 
from 1st May to 1st November. This supply is sometimes increased in the 
month of October when specially ordered. 

This prison is well kept, clean, and orderly, the ventilation good, the 
buildings in sound repair, and not likely to require outlay or expenditure 
beyond the ordinary annual maintenance during the ensuing yeai. 

The Government furniture is well cared and in good order, and no 
additional supply will be required for some time. The discipline and 
rules of the prison are well and properly sustained. There have, however, 
been, during the past year, a much larger number of punishments than 
heretofore, resulting from the introduction, surreptitiously, of intoxicating 
drink. As however, much vigilance is now used to prevent this abuse, there 
has been no case of drunkenness in the prison for some time. In conclu- 
sion, I consider that great credit is due to the Local Inspector and other 
superior officers of the prison for the firmness and judgment they have 
exercised in enforcing the new and stringent rules under circumstances of 
much difficulty among a body of litigious men, anxious to catch at some 
illegality to ground an action for damages. 

Many debtors remain here for long periods : R. W., pauper debtor, 
committed in 1855 for a debt of £10 13s. 10c?., is still in custody, and not

The thousands of writs of capias which were 
in force in London within living memory have already dwindled to hun- 
dreds, and of the 324 persons confined for debt in the Queen’s Bench, 
Horsemonger-lane, and Wliitecross-street Prisons last October, between 
twenty or thirty only remain.” 

In England, all debtors can be placed within the provisions of the Bank- 
ruptcy Act, and their property taken possession of. There misfortune is 
treated as such, and the fraudulent only are punished as criminal. In 
Ireland, where the new Bankruptcy Act is not in force, the dishonest man, 
who can pay for his maintenance as a master debtor, lives in comparative 
comfort while in gaol, although remanded for the grossest frauds, while 
the honest debtor, his victim, who has no means left for his support, is, 
perhaps, confined in the adjoining cells of the prison, on the same diet as 
felons. 

On the late celebration of the marriage of H. R. II. the Prince of Wales, 
Ilis Excellency, the Lord Lieutenant, was anxious to mark the auspicious 
event by releasing the more deserving of the small debtors who were in 
custody, by satisfying their detaining creditors, and for that purpose the 
\ ery Rev. the Dean of the Chapel Royal made inquiries into the antece- 
dents of the inmates of the gaol, when it was found that but two prisoners, 
females, out of the entire number were deserving of His Excellency’s con- 
sideration.
